"North  Sea  Spr.^y"  perfume  figured  in  the  law  courts 
tkis  week  (p.  778J. 

Both  the  prizes  in  the  Corner  for  Students'  Competition 
this  month  go  to  Scotland  (p.  770). 

Another  Iron-ox  case  is  in  the  courts.  It  is  against  a  Leeds 
co-operative  society  (p.  778). 

A  Chemist  employed  at  the  Enfield  branch  of  Parke's  Drug- 
stores has  been  fined  10^.  for  embezzling  11.  9s.  9d.  (p.  772). 

An  Unqualified  Chemist  and  the  wife  of  a  chemist's  assist- 
ant have  been  sentenced  to  five  years'  penal  servitude  each  on 
charges  of  attempting  to  procure  abortion  (p.  773). 

A  new  Official  Form  for  users  of  industrial  methylated 
spirits  has  been  issued  by  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities.  It 
is  described  on  p.  785. 

Mr.  Goddard  Clarke's  Weekly  Rest-day  Bill  is  a  business 
measure  which  does  not  apply  to  domestic  service.  We  give 
further  particulars  about  it  on  p.  785. 

Mr.  Harold  Wilson,  B.Sc,  a  former  member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Board  of  Examiners,  died  on  Tuesday.  Wc  also 
record  the  death  of  Mr.  Ewell  (p.  781). 

We  offered  three  prizes  last  week  for  transcriptions  of  the 
facsimile  prescription,  but  we  find  that  eleven  are  entitled  to 
recognition.   Their  names  are  on  p.  782. 

Mr.  Wallbridge,  of  St.  Helens,  communicates  this  week's 
window-show,  and  gives  some  good  hints  on  how  to  use  tiie 
window  to  the  greatest  advantage  (p.  782J. 

A  Substantial  rise  in  cream  of  tartar  is  a  feature  of  the 
markets.  Lead  nitrate,  chrysophanic  acid,  and  foreign  tar- 
taric acid  are  all  higher.  Menthol  (spot),  Japanese  pepper- 
mint oil,  serpoutary  are  easier,  and  lemongrass  oil  is  lower 
(p.  799). 

Mb.  Robinson,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
declares  that  there  is  yet  a  chance  of  the  Government  Poisons 
Bill  being  taken  this  Session  {our  information  is  to  the  con- 
trary), and  if  it  is  he  indicates  guardedly  that  it  should  be 
opposed  (p.  796j. 

Our  South  African  News  is  this  week  of  unusual  interest. 
We  note  especially  the  Natal  law  as  to  registration  of  firms, 
the  O.R.C.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  meeting,  aad 
some  work  done  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  I'rans- 
vaal  about  spirit-rebate  and  Customs  rulings  (p.  776). 

Surgeon-General  Evatt's  lecture  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  a  reserve  of  pharmacists  for  the  Army  was  an 
entertaining  and  suggestive  discourse.  He  recommends  y-oung 
pharmacists  to  make  themselves  efficient  in  military  phar- 
macy, then  combine  and  make  the  War  Office  give  them  com- 
mission rank  (p.  788).  We  refer  to  what  has  been  previously 
attempted  in  this  direction  (p.  784). 

Our  Correspondents  this  week  deal  with  the  Pharmacy 
Bills,  manufacturing  tinctures  in  bond,  advertising  speci- 
alities, the  changes  in  the  Major  examination,  and  trade 
affiliation.  There  are  one  or  two  laboratory  hints,  several 
useful  dispensing  notes,  many  informative  legal  replies,  and 
a  page  of  miscellaneous  inquiries  (pp.  803-806). 

The  Winter  Session  reports  begin  with  a  portrait  and 
biographical  sketch  of  the  President  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet 
Chemists"  Association  ;  then  follow  reports  of  meetings  held 
in  Huddcrsfield,  London,  Altrincham,  Bournemouth,  Man- 
chester, and  Kingston.  Several  important  subjects  are  dealt 
with,  the  reports  beginning  on  p.  792,  and  they  are  followed 
by  meetings  of  a  more  festive  nature  (p.  794). 

The  Australian  Commerce  Act,  in  its  relation  to  the  im- 
poi'tation  of  proprietary  medicines  and  kindred  articles,  and 
the  attitude  of  the  Commonwealth  Parliament  in  this  regard, 
were  discussed  at  an  influential  meeting  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  on  Thursday.  Manufacturers  on  this 
side  speak  in  very  plain  terms  about  the  discouraging  influ- 
ence of  such  legislation  on  friendly  trade  relations  between 
the'Colonies  and  tiie  Mother  Country  (p.  797). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  obtained  a  decision  from 
the  Bradford  Stipendiary  to  the  effect  that  the  addresses  of 
several  places  on  a  poison-label  does  not  conform  with  the 
requirements  of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  The  un- 
qualified partner  of  a  local  firm  of  chemists  was  fined  on  two 
charges  of  this  nature.  It  may  be  remembersd  that  a  London 
magistrate  gave  a  decision  to  the  contrary,  so  that  the  point 
will  not  be  defiiiitely  settled  until  it  is  carried  to  the  High 
Court,  which  is  desirable  if  multi-shop  chemists  continue  their 
present  practice  of  address  labels  common  to  all  the  shops 
(p.  778).

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
November  27,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  follow- 
ing day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
December  8.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Note.— The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the 
second  exercise  in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current 
winter  session.  The  usual  monthly  first  and  second  prizes 
in  this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices 
or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the  Qualifying  examina- 
tion of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of 
Ireland,  which  fact  must  be  attested  on  their  reports. 
Students  who  adopt  a  nam  de  plume  must  adhere  to  it 
throughout  the  tournament. 

Reports. 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  October  24  con- 
sisted of  equal  parts  by  weight  of  magnesium  hydroxy- 
carbonate  (heavy),  potassium  hydrogen  tartrate,  and 
disodium  hydrogen  phosphate  (ordinary  sodium  phosphate). 
The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is  :

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurities,  something  more 
than  mere  traces  of  calcium  (from  the  bitartrate)  and  of  the 
sulphuric  radical  (from  the  hydroxy-carbonate),  also  a  very 
slight  trace  of  the  hydrochloric  radical. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  fifty-nine 
students,  and  forty-two  reports  were  sent  in  for  examina- 
tion. The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  several  con- 
stituents of  the  powder  were— (o)  Metallic  radicals  :  Magne- 
sium, 5  ;  potassium,  10  ;  sodium,  I ;  (b)  Acid  radicals  :  Car- 
bonic, 6 ;  tartaric,  11 ;  phosphoric,  6.  The  ca.lcium  present 
as  impurity  was  overlooked  by  twenty-five  students  and  the 
sulphuric  radical  by  twenty-three. 

Although  a  comparatively  simple  example  of  a  phosphate 
mixture,  the  exercise  set  on  the  present  .occasion  was  not 


without  some  features  of  difficulty,  which  demanded 
thoughtful  treatment  and  careful  observation.  The  fact 
that  more  than  half  of  our  correspondents  failed  to  note  the 
presence,  as  impurities,  of  small  quantities  of  calcium  and 
of  the  sulphuric  radical,  emphasises  the  point  upon  which 
stress  IS  constantly  being  laid  in  this  column  :  that  students 
do  not  give  that  close  attention  to  minute  details  of  manipu- 
lation and  observation  upon  which  full  success  in  analytical 
chemistry  very  largely  depends.  As  ail  instance  of  the 
results  obtainable  by  close  and  careful  observation,  we 
may  mention,  for  the  benefit  of  our  correspondents  gene- 
rally, but  especially  of  those  who  failed  to  detect  the  car- 
bonic radical,  that  two  or  three  students  not  only  observed 
the  very  inconspicuous  evolution  of  minute  gas-bubbles 
which  took  place  when  the  powder  was  simply  mixed  with 
water,  but  also  drew  the  correct  inference  from  this  obser- 
vation that  the  powder  contained  an  insoluble  carbonate 
along  with  an  acid  salt. 

The  matter  of  testing  for  the  tartaric  and  citric  radicals 
presented  difficulties  which  only  very  few  students  recog- 
nised and  dealt  effectively  with.  When  calcium  chloride 
was  added  to  the  portion  of  the  sodium-carbonate  extract 
which  had  been  acidulated  with  acetic  acid,  no  precipitate 
was  obtained,  and  the  absence  of  an  oxalate  was  thus  estab- 
lished. When  this  acid  solution  was  now  neutralised  with  a 
view  to  obtain  a  precipitate  of  calcium  tartrate,  a  white 
precipitate  was  duly  formed ;  but  this,  in  many  cases,  was 
simply  assumed  to  consist  of  calcium  tartrate,  although  it 
contained,  in  the  form  of  calcium  phosphate,  the  whole  of 
the  phosphoric  radical  present  in  the  portion  of  the  solution 
under  examination.  Two  or  three  students  realised  that 
calcium  phosphate  would  necessarily  be  precipitated  at  this 
stage,  and  took  steps  to  avoid  any  possible  error  in  conse- 
quence. After  the  calcium  tartrate  (and  admixed  calcium 
phosphate)  had  been  removed  by  filtration,  a  number  of 
students  proceeded  to  boil  the  filtrate,  and,  obtaining  a 
further  precipitate,  they  concluded  that  a  citrate  was  present 
also.  This  test  leads  to  many  erroneous  conclusions,  since 
the  precipitation  of  calcium  tartrate  by  means  of  calcium 
chloride,  in  the  cold,  is  not  complete  even  after  long  stand- 
ing, and  a  further  precipitate  is  often  formed  on  boiling, 
even  when  a  citrate  is  not  present.  A  special  test  for  a 
citrate  should  therefore  be  employed,  and  the  excellent  test 
of  Deniges  (previously  described  in  this  column)  as  a  rule 
leaves  little  to  be  desired  as  regards  delicacy  and  ease  of 
application.  We  think  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by  the 
majority  of  our  correspondents  concerning  the  presence  or 
absence  of  the  tartaric  and  citric  radicals  were  based  on 
very  much  too  slender  evidence. 

In  testing  for  potassium  in  dilute  solutions  by  means  ef 
hydrochloroplatinic  acid,  few  students  take  the  precaution  of 
evaporating  the  mixed  solutions  to  dryness  on  the  water-bath 
and  ti'eating  the  residue  with  mixed  alcohol  and  ether,  so 
as  to  dissolve  everything  except  the  potassium  chloro- 
platinate.  This  precaution  should  never  bo  omitted,  if  a 
precipitate  is  not  obtained  at  once,  since  potassium  chloro- 
platinate  is  by  no  means  insoluble  in  water.

To  Correspondents. 


V.  L.  B. — You  note  the  formation  of  a  precipitate,  "  in- 
soluble in  acetic  acid,"  on  adding  calcium  chloride  to  the 
aqueous  extract  from  the  powder,  and  regard  this  as  evidence 
for  the  presence  of  a  tartrate.  Calcium  tartrate  is,  however, 
readily  soluble  in  acetic  acid.  We  repeated  your  experiment, 
but  found  the  precipitate  to  dissolve  at  once  when  excess  of 
acetic  acid  was  added.  Perhaps  you  inadvertently  wrote  "  in- 
soluble "  instead  of  "soluble." 

J.  E.  B. — In  searching  for  the  citric  in  presence  of  the  tar- 
taric radical,  you  cannot  do  better  than  employ  the  excellent 
test  of  Deniges,  described  in  the  C.  d-  D.  for  March  26,  1904 
(vol.  Ixiv.,  p.  484).  Try  it  with  mixtures  of  known  composition. 
We  think  you  should  now  rely  upon  yourself  alone  in  carrying 
out  these  analyses. 

A.  F.  W. — You  did  not  ascertain  what  was  the  composition 
of  the  precipitate  produced  by  adding  ammonium  chloride  and 
ammonia  to  the  original  solution  of  the  powder.  A  special 
test  ought  to  have  been  made  to  establish  the  absence  of 
a  citrate ;  proof  of  the  presence  of  a  tartrate  is  a  totally 
separate  matter,  and  does  not  in  any  way  affect  this  point. 

Q.  M.  Pl. — The  observation  that  a  white  residue  was  left 
when  the  jjowder  was  boiled  with  solution  of  sodium  hydroxide 
did  not  give  much  useful  information,  since  a  great  many 
white  substances  are  insoluble  in  that  solution.  The  formula 
for  ferric  chloride  is  FeCL,  not  FeClz.  Read  the  general 
remarks  regarding  the  test  for  potassium  by  means  of  hydro- 
chloroplatinic  acid. 

Novice. — Your  report  is  not  very  systematic,  and  your 
analysis  is  defe/jtive,  inasmuch  as  a  special  method  applicable 
to  insoluble  phosphates  ought  to  have  been  employed.  Never- 
theless you  are  an  observant  "  novice,"  and  we  shall  look  for 
excellent  work  from  you  by  and  by. 

Spencer.  Merrick,  and  Quercus. — Having  detected  the 
phosphoric  radical,  you  should  have  carried  out  your  analysis 
by  one  of  the  special  methods  applicable  to  insoluble  phos- 
phates. 

G.  F.  H.  C. — You  have  fallen  into  error  in  consequence  of 
the  unwarranted  assumption  that  the  powder  could  only 
contain  three  metallic  radicals,  whether  as  main  constituents 
or  as  impurities. 

Mebe. — The  precipitate  which  you  supposed  to  be  zinc 
sulphide  probably  consisted  of  sulphur.  You  mention  tartrate 
in  your  summary  of  acids  found,  but  you  do  not  give  any 
evidence  in  your  report  to  show  why  you  concluded  that  it  was 
present  in  the  powder. 

Meliy. — Yellow  silver  phosphate  is  readily  soluble  in  nitric 
acid — a  fact  which  may  explain  your  not  having  observed  its 
formation. 

Londoner.— You  report  that  you  "  tested  for  a  citrate  after 
having  got  rid  of  the  tartrate,"  but  you  do  not  say  how  you 
got  rid  of  the  tartrate;  then  you  simply  state  "there  was  no 
citrate  present,"  but  give  no  evidence  whatever.  It  must 
surely  be  manifest  to  yourself  that  no  value  attaches  to  the 
mere  statement  when  no  vestige  of  evidence  is  adduced. 

F.  Slater. — The  picric-acid  test  for  potassium  is  by  no 
means  delicate.  Why  do  you  not  apply  Carnot's  exceedingly 
delicate  test  ? 


Esprit  de  Corps. — The  gas  evolved  when  the  powder  was 
treated  with  dilute  sulphuric  acid  was  carbonic  anhydride, 
not  sulphurous  anhydride.  _  Your  confirmatory  test  for  sulphite 
seems  to  have  misled  you  in  some  way. 

Query. — Concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  should  not  be 
added  to  a  precipitate  supposed  to  consist  of  barium  sulphate 
to  ascertain  if  it  is  soluble  or  insoluble — the  dilute  acid  is  the 
proper  reagent.  You  do  not  appear  to  have  tested  for  potas- 
sium.  Kindly  give  your  address  with  any  future  reports. 

H.  Anderson. — You  omitted  to  give  a  summary  of  the 
results  you  obtained.  Read  the  first  sentence  of  the  reply  to 
"Mebe." 

S.  N.  N. — Your  failure  to  detect  the  phosphoric  radical  and 
to  treat  the  powder  as  an  insoluble  phosphate  mixture  led 
you  into  serious  error.  You  ought  now  to  be  past  the  stage  of 
missing  potassium  when  present  in  moderate  quantity,  even 
although  much  sodium  is  also  present. 

H.  S.  B. — Your  failure  to  detect  the  phosphoric  radical 
would  seem  to  indicate  some  defect  in  your  solution  of  am- 
monium molybdate  or  in  your  method  of  employing  it.  We 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  reactions  which  led  you  to 
conclude  that  an  oxalate  was  present. 

Bismuth. — We  cannot  give  you  better  advice  than  to  pre- 
pare for  yourself  a  mixture  having  the  composition  of  this 
month's  exercise,  and  to  practise  upon  it  until  you  fully 
understand  its  behaviour  towards  the  reagents  employed  in  a 
systematic  analysis. 

Sumbul. — Judging  from  your  report,  it  would  seem  that 
you  have  scarcely  grasped  the  problem  of  the  analysis  of 
complex  mixtures.  Your  results,  so  far  as  they  go,  are  fairly 
accurate,  but  they  are  arrived  at  by  the  employment  of 
isolated  _  tests  instead  of  by  systematic  examination  as  de- 
scribed in  the  various  analytical  text-books. 

Boiling  Point. — When  the  sodium  carbonate  employed  in 
preparing  a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  radicals  is  not  free 
from  traces  of  sulphate  and  chloride,  it  is  nearly  always 
possible  to  test  the  original  mixture  for  these  radicals  by  dis- 
solving small  portions  in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  and  in 
dilute  nitric  acid,  and  adding  to  the  acid  solutions  barium 
chloride  and  silver  nitrate  respectively. 

Interlaken.— The  precipitate  which  you  took  to  be 
aluminium  hydroxide  was  very  likely  due  to  aluminate  or 
silicate_  present  an  impurity  in  your  solution  of  potassium 
hydroxide. 

Mendax.— The  addition  of  hydrochloric  acid  to  the  salt  of 
an  organic  acid  would  not,  under  almost  any  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances, give  rise  to  effervescence.  You  do  not  appear  to 
have  applied  any  test  for  potassium.  Read  the  first  sentence 
of  the  reply  to  "  Query." 

Socius.— Read  the  first  sentence  of  the  reply  to  "  H.  S.  B." 

W.  J.  M.— We  found  the  powder  to  darken  rapidly  when 
heated  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid.  Mercuric  chloride 
IS  not  a  reliable  test  for  a  bicarbonate.  You  omitted  to  test 
for  potassium.

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court  on  November  19,  Donald 
Morrison  (61)  was  sentenced  to  nine  months'  hard  labour 
for  fraudulently  converting  to  his  own  use  the  moneys  of 
his  employers,  Messrs.  Hill,  Jones  &  Co.,  chemical-manu- 
facturers. Poplar. 

A  man  named  John  William  Sayles,  and  his  wife,  were 
remanded  at  Northampton  last  week  on  a  charge  of  baby- 
farming.  It  was  stated  that  the  man  kept  a  drug-shop 
at  134  Wellingborough  Eoad,  Northampton,  and  he  is 
erroneously  described  as  a  chemist. 

A  determined,  but  unsuccessful,  attempt  was  made  on 
November  15  to  enter  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Crosby  & 
Co.,  chemists,  Scarborough.  Profiting  by  previous  ex- 
perience the  proprietors  had  taken  extra  precautions,  and 
the  attempt  was  successfully  resisted. 

A  copy  of  an  Order  made  by  the  Urban  District  Council 
of  Leyton  and  confirmed  by  the  Home  Office,  fixing  the 
hours  of  closing  for  chemists'  and  druggists'  shops  within  the 
district,  has  been  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons,  and 
is  to  lie  upon  the  table  of  the  House  until  December  16. 

The  Society  of  Apothecaries  in  London  intend  to  apply 
to  Parliament  for  an  Act  to  authorise  the  substitution  of 
the  style  or  title  of  ' '  Licentiate  in  Medicine  and  Surgery 
of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  London,"  for  that  of  Licen- 
tiate of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  London. 

On  November  17  an  alarming  fire  broke  out  at  the  Roding 
Chemical-works,  Hartford  Road,  Barking.  The  premises 
were  used  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  varnishes  and 
printing-inks.  The  brigade  were  soon  on  the  scene,  but 
despite  all  their  efforts  the  place  was  gutted.  The  damage 
is  estimated  at  about  3,000/. 

Eoyal  College  of  Surgeons. 
At  the  annual  meeting  on  November  15  it  was  decided  to 
have  a  poll  of  the  Fellows  and  members  when  it  is  pro- 
posed to  admit  women.    It  was  also  resolved  that — 

The  Council  use  all  its  influence  to  secure  the  raising 
of  the  standard  of  the  preliminary  examinations  in  general 
education  and  in  science,  and  this  meeting  is  further  of 
opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  chemistry,  physics, 
and  biology  should  be  treated  as  matters  of  preliminary 
education,  and  an  examination  passed  in  them  before  the 
commencement  of  medical  studies. 

A  Fatal  Accident. 
The  inquest  regarding  the  death  of  Harold  Roberts  (10), 
the  only  son  of  Mr.  Herbert  Charles  Roberts,  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Co.,  Greek  Street,  Soho,  re- 
sulted in  a  verdict  of  accidental  death.  The  lad  was  run  over 
by  an  omnibus  in  Charing  Cross  Road.  In  our  last  issue, 
owing  to  a  telephonic  error,  it  was  stated  that  he  was  the  son 
of  another  chemist  of  similar  name.  His  father,  Mr.  H.  C. 
Roberts,  is  a  silver  medallist  of  the  Metropolitan  College 
of  Pharmacy,  and  much  sympathy  is  expressed  for  him  and 
Mrs.  Roberts  in  the  tragic  loss  of  their  only  child. 

Analysts'  Affairs. 

In  Lambeth  last  quarter  four  samples  of  drugs  were 
analysed.   All  were  genuine. 

In  Southwark  last  quarter  seventeen  samples  of  driigs 
were  examined.    All  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  Deptford  Borough  Council,  on  November  20,  re- 
appointed Mr.  R.  H.  Harland,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  public 
analyst,  at  a  salary  of  1001.  a  year,  he  to  analyse  not  less 
than  200  samples.  For  any  samples  over  this  number  he 
is  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  10s.  each. 

The  following  samples  purchased  from  chemists  in  the 
county  of  Kent  were  analysed  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  during  the  past  quarter  and  found 
genuine  :  Cream  of  tartar  (3),  crushed  linseed  (3),  spirit 
■of  nitrous  ether  (1),  glycerin  (4),  beeswax  (2),  seidlitz- 
powders  (7),  citrate  of  magnesia  (1),  liniment  of  camphor 
(2),  powdered  sulphur  (1),  and  cod-liver  oil  (1). 

Cream  of  tartar  was  the  only  drug  found  adulterated  in 
Staffordshire  last  quarter.  Out  of  twenty-three  samples 
.analysed  two  were  adulterated  vrith  an  acid  phosphate  of 
lime  (superphosphate),  43  per  cent,  in  one  case  and  62  per 
cent,  in  the  other.  The  public  analyst  states  that  the  article 
was  sold  to  bakers,  and  it  was  contended  that  the  acid  phos- 
iphate  would  do  the  same  work  in  generating  carbonic  acid 
.for  raising-purposes  as  cream  of  tartar.    Even  admitting 


this  from  a  chemical  aspect,  from  a  dietetical  point  of  view  he 
objects  to  the  introduction  into  the  system  of  inorganic 
lime-salts — viz.,  phosphate,  sulphate,  and  carbonate  of  lime 
— in  place  of  the  more  easily  eliminated  organic  salt  of 
potash — cream  of  tartar. 

Branch  Managers. 
At  Enfield  Police  Court  on  November  19,  Ernest  Savege 
(42),  chemist,  38  Southbury  Road,  Enfield,  was  charged  on 
a  warrant  with  embezzling  two  sums,  amounting  to 
11.  9s.  9d.,  received  by  him  as  manager  on  behalf  of  his 
employers  (Parke's  Drug-stores,  Ltd.)  at  their  branch  in 
Church  Street,  Enfield.  Mr.  Avery  appeared  for  the  prose- 
cution and  Mr.  Clarke  was  counsel  for  prisoner,  on  whose 
behalf  he  advanced  a  plea  of  guilty.  The  evidence  was  to 
the  effect  that  prisoner  supplied  one  customer  with  medicine 
and  an  enema,  for  which  he  paid  him  15s.,  and  supplied 
a  lady  with  an  air-cushion,  for  which  he  received  14s.  Qd. 
Neither  of  these  amounts  did  he  account  for.  Pinfold,  an 
assistant,  while  giving  evidence  for  the  prosecution,  was 
severely  questioned  by  the  Bench,  thus  : 

The  Chairman  (Mr.  Ford) :  Do  you  dispense  at  all  ? — Not 
poisons.  If  I  dispense  anything  at  all,  it  is  checked  by  the 
manager,  who  is  a  qualified  man. 

Dr.  Roth :  If  j^ou  are  in  the  shop  alone  and  a  customer 
asked  for  a  prescription,  would  you  dispense  ? — No ;  .1  should 
leave  it  for  the  manager.    The  customer  would  have  to 
wait.    They  generally  give  us  half-an-hour's  grace  to  dis- 
!     pense  a  prescription. 

Are  you  qualified  ? — No,  I  am  not ;  but  I  was  apprenticed 
to  it,  and  have  been  in  the  profession  fourteen  or  fifteen 
years.  I  studied  for  the  examination,  but  did  not  pass.  I 
have  the  knowledge,  although  I  have  no  cjualifications. 

Thomas  Waterhouse,  head  inspector  of  the  company,  stated 
that  an  interview  was  arranged  between  the  managing  direc- 
tor and  the  prisoner,  and,  while  talking  matters  over,  the 
prisoner  promised  to  refund  the  money,  and  said  that 
his  stock  was  right.  Witness  was  further  examined  as 
follows  : 

[  Colonel  Bowles :  Who  would  dispense  when  the  manager 
:  is  out  ? — Customers  would  be  told  that  the  manager  was  out 
and  that  he  would  be  in  presently. 

In  cross-examination  witness  said  that  the  prisoner  was  a 
man  of  thoroughly  good  charactei".  His  salary  was  SZ.  a 
week  and  commission. 

The  Chairman  :  When  the  manager  went  for  his  holidays, 
who  would  do  the  dispensing  then  ? — I  could  not  say,  as  we 
had  so  many  men  on  holiday. 

Are  you  prepared  to  say  that  a  fully  qualified  man  took 
his  place  ? — No,  I  am  not,  because  we  have  so  many  shops 
that  I  could  not  say. 

Is  it  a  rule  that  no  professional  man  goes  for  his  holidays 
unless  he  is  replaced  ? — It  is,  undoubtedly. 

Is  it  carried  out  ? — Yes.  The  managing  director  is  in 
court.  But  I  think  it  is  ungracious  in  bringing  this  up  in 
this  way. 

The  Chairman  :  No.  It  is  to  protect  the  public.  What  we 
want  to  know  is  whether  you  arranged  for  a  fully  qualified 
man  to  take  his  place  ? 

Witness :  Speaking  to  the  best  of  my  memory  and  without 
the  list  before  me,  I  could  not  say.  I  have  to  arrange  holi- 
days for  200  people.  Although  we  gave  Savege  a  holiday,  he 
was  not  entitled  to  it.  I  think  it  is  very  unreasonable  to 
ask  questions  of  this  kind. 

Pinfold  informed  the  Bench  that  when  the  prisoner  went 
for  his  holidays  he  was  replaced  by  a  fully  qualified  man. 

Mr.  Avery :  If  my  clients  had  been  aware  you  would  have 
asked  these  questions  they  would  have  given  you  every 
information. 

Mr.  Clarke,  in  addressing  the  Bench,  said  the  case  was  a  very 
sad  one,  and  was  one  in  which  any  disgrace  or  punishment 
inflicted  by  the  Bench  would  react  more  upon  others  than 
the  prisoner.  Prisoner  was  a  member  of  a  most  respectable 
family  and  was  a  near  relative  of  a  professional  man  carry- 
ing on  a  practice  in  a  large  city.  On  the  Saturday  night 
before  August  Bank-holiday  he  was  paid  the  money  for  the 
air-cushion  after  closing-hours,  and  in  the  other  case  he  was 
paid  in  the  street.  He  put  the  money  in  his  pocket,  and  it 
was  his  intention  to  pay  it  back  out  of  the  commission  due, 
but  had  not  done  so.  Mr.  Clarke  appealed  to  the  Bench  to 
deal  leniently  with  a  man  who  had  an  unblemished  character. 
Inspector  Twigge  said  he  had  always  found  Mr.  Savege  to 
be  one  of  the  most  respectable  men  in  Enfield.  He  had 
assisted  him  (the  inspector)  in  little  matters,  and  he  held 
him  in  the  highest  regard. — The  Chairman  informed 
j  prisoner  that  it  was  serious  for  a  professional  man  to  act  in 
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the  manner  he  had.  They  would  not  send  him  to  prison 
because  it  would  mean  utter  ruin  to  his  future  life,  and  he 
would  be  fined  101. ,  or  two  months'  imprisonment. 

Board  of  Trade  Weights  and  Measures  Regulations. 
The  National  Chamber  of  Trade  has  forwarded  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  : 
That  this  Chamber  views  with  very  considerable  alarm  the 
draft  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Trade  with  respect  to 
weights  and  measures,  which  in  their  judgment  must  result 
in  a  large  and  unnecessary  increase  in  the  number  of  in- 
spectors ;  and  further,  that  in  view  of  the  very  small  amount 
of  actual  dishonesty  these  regulations  should  provide  for 
greater  economy  and  simplicity.  In  illustration  the 
Chamber  believes  that  an  ordinary  up-to-date  directory  of 
each  particular  district  would  serve  the  purposes  of  inspec- 
tion as  well  as  the  proposed  special  register  of  all  who  have 
weights  and  measures  in  use,  and  would  not  entail  a  tithe  of 
the  expenditure.  The  Chamber  ventures  to  suggest  the 
presence  of  a  representative  of  the  retail  trade,  and  also  of 
agriculture,  when  giving  final  form  to  the  proposed  regula- 
tions. 

Midland  Notes. 

A  life  of  Richard  Cadbury,  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Alex- 
ander, appears  this  week. 

Resolutions  have  been  received  by  the  Birmingham 
Grocers'  Association  from,  among  other  associations,  the 
Chemists',  congratulating  them  upon  the  results  of  their 
efforts  to  defeat  the  Soap  Trust  and  combination. 

The  most  insidious  of  all  forms  of  adulteration  is  the 
insertion  into  patent  medicines  of  ingredients  that  lead 
directly  to  drug-enslavement.  "This  peril  is  a  national 
menace,"  says  Dr.  John  D.  Comrie.  Here  is  a  powerful 
weapon  for  the  tactful  pharmacist. 

Ladies  of  pharmacy  who  come  to  Birmingham  to  study 
usually  take  up  their  abodes  at  Y.W.C.A.  institutions  or 
with  friends.  There  is  a  movement  on  foot  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  hostel  for  women  in  connection  with  the 
University,  which  will  be  a  great  boon  to  them. 

The  Department  of  Economic  Zoology  of  the  Birming- 
ham University  has  issued  a  circular  on  the  subject  of 
winter-spraying  of  fruit-trees.  The  spraying-fluid  consists 
of_  caustic  soda  {98-per-cent.)  2  lb.,  dissolved  in  9  gals,  of 
rain-water,  and  this  is  well  mixed  with  the  emulsion,  com- 
posed of  soft  soap  i  lb.,  parafiin  5  pints,  and  soft  water 
10  galls. 

Mr.  Alderman  Bird,  chemist  and  druggist,  Coventry,  last 
week  retired  from  the  chairmanship  of  Coventry  Education 
Committee,  a  position  which  he  has  occupied  since  that  body 
was  brought  into  existence  under  the  Act  of  1902.  He  was 
accorded  a  vote  of  thanks,  which  is  to  be  embodied  in  a 
formal  manner  and  presented  to  him.  Mr.  Bird,  it  was 
stated  by  Dr.  Webb  Fowler,  M.D.,  has  the  unique  record 
of  being  the  only  living  man  outside  London  who  sat  on  a 
School  Board  from  1870  to  1903.  Mr.  Bu-d,  who  remains 
a  member  of  the  Education  Committee,  spoke  of  the  im- 
provement in  the  condition  of  the  population  which  has 
taken  place  since  he  first  went  into  education-work  thirty- 
six  years  ago. 

Dr.  H.  E.  Armstrong  distributed  the  prizes  gained  by 
the  students  at  the  Municipal  Technical  School,  Suffolk 
Street,  Birmingham,  on  Friday,  November  16,  and  subse- 
quently delivered  an  address  to  the  students  and  their 
friends,  the  purport  of  which  was  that  in  addition  to  the 
three  R's  taught  in  schools,  a  fourth  R  is  required — viz., 
reasoning,  as  well  as  systematic  reading.  In  the  chemists' 
and  druggists'  classes,  held  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  the 
first  prize  went  to  Miss  Mary  Wassail.  Miss  Mabel  E. 
Prosser  secured  the  first  prize  for  organic  chemistry.  The 
blue  ribbon  of  the  school,  the  Priestley  Scholarship  of  50/. 
per  annum,  tenable  for  two  years  at  the  University,  was 
awarded  to  L.  H.  Lampitt. 

Plymouth  Abortion-cases. 
At  the  Devon  Assizes,  held  at  Exeter  on  November  15, 
Mrs.  Alice  Essery  (35),  wife  of  a  chemist's  assistant  at 
Plymouth,  appeared  to  answer  twenty-four  indictments 
alleging  serious  offences,  the  circumstances  of  which  have 
already  been  detailed.  Evidence  for  the  prosecution  was 
given  by  three  women  who  had  been  treated  by  the 
prisoner.  The  evidence  of  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson,  analyst 
to  the  Home  Office,  was  to  the  effect  that  the  contents"  of 
two  bottles  sent  to  him  by  the  Chief  Constable  of  Plymouth 


contained  noxious  drugs.  Prisoner,  who  went  into  the 
box  for  the  defence,  said  her  husband  was  George  Essery,  a 
chemist.  She  denied  the  charges,  saying  that  she  used  the 
syringe  that  was  found  in  her  house  for  herself,  though  not 
for  an  unlawful  purpose.  Her  husband,  she  said,  pre- 
scribed the  medicine  for  her,  and  that  was  used  diluted 
with  hot  water.  The  jury  found  prisoner  guilty,  and  she 
was  sentenced  to  five  years'  penal  servitude. 

At  the  same  Assizes  on  November  17,  James  Williams, 
an  unqualified  chemist,  was  found  guilty  of  using  instru- 
ments on  various  women  for  an  unlawful  purpose.  The 
evidence  of  various  witnesses  (already  given  in  past 
issues)  was  repeated.  Prisoner,  in  his  own  defence,  said 
he  had  carried  on  business  at  60  Cecil  Road,  Plymouth,  for 
about  four-and-a-half  years.  He  had  been  in  the  drug- 
trade  for  thirty-eight  years,  and  for  selling  scheduled 
poisons  he  had  employecl  a  qualified  man,  although  he  had 
no  qualified  assistant  at  the  time.  He  denied  attempting 
illegal  operations  on  any  of  the  women  who  had  given 
evidence,  but  admitted  that  he  had  examined  them  to  make 
sure  of  their  condition.  In  passing  sentence,  Mr.  Justice 
Kennedy  commented  strongly  on  the  fact  that  prisoner,  who 
had  not  a  chemist's  qualifications  and  had  not  even  a 
qualified  assistant  in  the  place,  should  attempt  to  treat 
women  who  came  to  him  with  their  ailments.  He  sea- 
tenced  prisoner  to  penal  servitude  for  five  years. 

Charlotte  Maria  Williams,  wife  of  the  previous  prisoner, 
was  indicted  for  "aiding  and  abetting,  counselling  and 
procuring"  her  husband  to  commit  the  offence.  She  was 
found  not  guilty  and  was  discharged. 

Manchester  Notes. 

Dr.  E.  Vipont  Brown  said  in  a  popular  lecture  last  week 
that  thousands  of  children  are  killed  every  year  by  cough- 
bottles,  and  advised  his  hearers  not  to  go  to  a  chem'ist  for  a 
cough-bottle.  When  what  they  make  themselves  is  not 
sufficient,  it  is  time,  he  added,  to  go  for  a  doctor.  He  also 
said  that  doctors  who  order  respirators  for  men  and  the  nien 
who  wear  them  ought  to  be  shut  up  in  a  lunatic  asylum. 

The  Customs  authorities  have  ordered  the  establishment 
if  a  test-office  at  the  Manchester  Docks  for  the  testing  of 
samples  of  wines,  spirits,  beer,  cider,  and  other  dutiable 
liquors.  Hitherto  samples  of  liquors  which  might  be  sup- 
posed to  contain  dutiable  spirit  have  had  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  Liverpool  Customs  Laboratory  to  be  tested,  and  the 
goods  could  not  pass  the  Manchester  Customs  until  the  test- 
note  was  returned. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  J. P.,  was  chairman  at  a 
meeting  of  the  botanical  section  of  the  Sheffield  Naturalists' 
Club  held  on  November  16. 

A  paper  entitled  "Romance  and  Science  of  Evolution," 
read  before  the  Y.M.C.A.  Literary  Society  on  November  24 
by  Mr.  E.  J.  Raynor,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  been  re- 
produced seriatim  in  three  successive  editions  of  the 
"  Sheffield  Weekly  News." 

Alderman  Dunn,  the  chairman  of  the  West  Riding  Educa- 
tion Committee,  had  a  long  letter  in  the  "  Sheffield  Daily 
Telegraph  "  of  November  15.  in  defence  of  the  conduct  of 
that  body  in  connection  with  the  famous,  or  infamous 
(according  to  the  point  of  view),  West  Riding  judgment. 

The  Education  Committee,  of  which  Councillor  A. 
Russell  Fox,  F.L.S.,  is  a  member,  evidently  intend  to  keep 
hiin  well  employed,  for  they  have  placed  him  on  sub-com- 
mittees dealing  with  evening  schools,  finance,  and  higher 
education.  Professor  W.  P.  Wynne  has  been  appointed 
one  of  the  managers  of  the  Sheffield  Training  School  for 
Teachers. 

At  the  police-court  on  November  19,  a  Retford  trades- 
man named  Broadbery  was  fined  1?.  and  costs  for  assaulting 
Mr.  T.  L.  Hollely.  pharmaceutical  chemist,  on  the  night  of 
the  municipal  elections  at  Retford.  Mr.  Hollely  was  elected 
at  the  head  of  the  poll  for  West  Ward,  and  Broadbery,  who 
was  a  political  opponent,  committed  an  unprovoked  assault 
upon  him  by  gripping  him  by  the  throat. 

The  annual  whist-drive  in  connection  with  the  Sheffield 
Pharmacy  Athletic  Club  will  be  held  at  the  Imperial  Rooms, 
Pinstone  Street,  on  Thursday,  December  6,  from  8  to  12. 
The  tickets  (including  refreshments)  are  2s.  6(7.  each,  and 
may  be  obtained  from  Mr.  R.  D.  Douglas  (President), 
Messrs.  A.  Russell  Fox.  J.  G.  Jackson,  P.  Carr,  H.  G. 
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Williams,  J.  T.  Appleton,  F.  W.  Whitworth,  or  the  Hon. 
Secretary,  Mr.  Alf.  Preston,  of  338  Abbeydale  Road.  The 
members  are  looking  forward  to  a  successful  repetition  of 
the  previous  successful  "  drives." 

At  the  instance  of  the  Ecclesall  Board  of  Guardians, 
Richard  Stothert  (50),  described  as  a  manufacturing- 
chemist,  was  summoned  at  Sheffield  on  November  19  for 
deserting  his  wife,  who  had  been  in  the  workhouse  for 
eight  weeks.  Defendant  and  his  wife  had  been  drinking 
heavily  during  the  week  before  he  left  her  to  seek  fresh 
lodgings.  On  his  return  he  was  informed  that  she  had  gone 
to  Manchester,  and  he  had  heard  nothing  of  her  until  then. 
Mr.  Riley,  manufacturing-chemist,  Love  Street,  said  de- 
fendant had  been  in  his  employ  all  the  time,  and  the 
authorities  could  not  have  looked  very  minutely  if  they  had 
been  unable  to  find  him.    Defendant  was  discharged. 

A  Charge  of  False  Pretences. 
Mr.  F.  Kirkby,  branch  manager  for  Timothy  White  Co., 
Ltd.,  chemists,  Exeter,  figured,  on  November  20,  in  a 
case  at  the  Exeter  City  Assizes,  in  which  an  insurance  agent 
named  Matthews  and  a  cattle-dealer  named  Fishleigh  were 
charged  with  conspiring  to  defraud  various  people  and  with 
obtaining  money  by  false  pretences.  It  was  said  that  the 
prisoners  negotiated  cheques,  usually  drawn  by  Matthews 
in  favour  of  Fishleigh,  which  were  afterwards  dishonoured. 
In  Mr.  Kirkby's  case  the  cheque  was  drawn  by  Fishleigh's 
brother  Frank  in  favour  of  Matthews  for  9?.  10s.  It  was 
alleged  that  Matthews  took  the  cheque  to  Mr.  Kirkby  and 
tendered  it  to  settle  a  debt  of  5s.  He  received  9Z.  5s.  in 
change,  but  the  cheque  was  dishonoured  on  each  of  three 
occasions  that  Mr.  Kirkby  presented  it  to  the  bank.  The 
prisoners  were  found  not  guilty  on  this  count,  but  guilty 
on  other  counts,  including  that  of  false  pretence,  and 
Justice  Kennedy  deferred  judgment  with  a  view  to  appeal. 

Tooth-brushes  in  Workhouses. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Tiverton  Board  of  Guardians  on 
November  20  it  was  reported  that  although  the  Guardians 
hadrefused  to  buy  tooth-brushes  for  the  use  of  the  workhouse 
children,  a  number  of  tooth-brushes  had  been  sent  in  anony- 
mously, and  the  master  had  been  authorised  to  let  the 
children  use  them.  Mr.  Preston  Thomas,  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  inspector  for  the  district,  considered  that  the 
Guardians'  previous  action  was  unwarranted,  and  said  that 
numbers  of  young  men  were  rejected  from  the  Army  and 
Navy  every  year  simply  because  their  teeth  were  neglected 
in  early  life.

It  was  found  to 
be  impossible  to  make  the  final  appointment  last  week,  but 
it  is  expected  that  the  Principal  will  be  selected  at  the 
next  meeting.

Mr.  D.  W.  Elliott,  M.P.S.I.,  gave  an  interesting  address 
to  the  members  of  the  Belfast  Central  Camera  Club  last 
week  on  "  Bromide  Toning."  He  dealt  minutely  with  the 
hypo-alum  process,  the  uranium  bath,  the  uranium  iron 
bath,  and  the  iodine  bath. 

The  "Lepracaun,"  an  illustrated  journal  published  in 
Dublin,  had  in  the  October  issue  a  well-drawn  cartoon  re- 
presenting Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter  and  Councillor  Harrington 
in  the  stocks.

exercise  of  his  talents. 

Antrim  Poisoning  Mystery. 
The  coroner's  inquiry  into  the  mysterious  death  of  Mrs. 
Agnes  Crawford  from  poison  (C  cfc  D.,  November  17,  p.  740) 
concluded  late  on  November  20.  Drs.  Orr  and  Scott  said 
that  death  was  due  to  strychnine.  The  certificate  of  the 
analyst.  Professor  Barklie,  of  Belfast,  showed  that  the 
contents  of  the  stomach  yielded  27  grains  of  strychnine.  The 
liver  yielded  traces  of  the  same  poison,  while  the  pepper- 
caster  which  was  sent  him  contained  one-seventh  of  a  grain 
of  strychnine.  Sergeant  Brown  said  he  visited  all  the 
chemists  in  Belfast  where  the  Crawfords  were  likely  to 
have  called.  The  only  purchase  of  strychnine  he  could  trace 
was  one  of  six  grains  from  Mr.  John  Brown,  North  Street, 
in  1903,  which  was  signed  for  by  Mr.  Crawford.  The  jury 
returned  an  open  verdict.

Gas  Difficulties. 
An  accident  at  Perth  Gasworks  last  Saturday  had  the 
effect  of  admitting  sulphurous  fumes  into  the  public  gas- 
supply.  Quite  a  number  of  people  were  affected  by  the 
suffocating  properties  of  the  gas,  and  in  one  church  on 
Sunday  the  service  had  to  be  curtailed  as  the  fumes  were  so 
strong. 

A  series  of  gas-explosions  occurred  in  Commercial  Street, 
Dundee,  on  Sunday  evening,  and  created  a  good  deal  of 
excitement.  Twelve  manhole-covers  were  blown  out  of  the 
pavement,  accompanied  by  flame,  stones,  and  dust.  Three 
of  the  explosions  were  in  front  of  the  shop  occupied  by 
Mr.  James  Anderson,  chemist  and  druggist,  at  the  comer  of 
Commercial  Street  and  Murraygate,  and  the  glass  at  the 
side  of  his  doorway  was  smashed. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

Quite  a  number  of  chemists,  formerly  employing  male 
assistants,  now  have  lady  dispensers. 

At  present  the  sundries-houses  have  nothing  to  com- 
plain of  as  regards  business.

A  Partick  chemist  lately  had  a  very  convincing  window- 
show.  .  A  ship's  lifebuoy  was  displayed,  with  a  ticket  on  it 
saying,  "  This  may  save  you  if  you  fell  into  the  Clyde," 
and  on  the  other  side  of  the  window  a  heap  of  pills,  etc., 
with  a  notice  that  "  These  may  save  you  if  you  feel  out  of 
sorts,  etc."    It  was  a  good  bit  of  practical  advertising. 

Dr.  James  Muir,  the  new  professor  of  natural  philosophy 
at  the  Technical  College,  has  received  a  handsome  present 
from  his  friends  and  old  students  at  the  University.  The 
College  has,  by  the  way,  just  received  from  the  trustees 
of  the  late  Mr.  T.  Graham  Young  10,000?.,  to  assist  in 
making  provision  for  the  teaching  of  dyeing  and  bleaching 
in  connection  with  the  Chair  of  Technical  Chemistry  in  the 
College,  besides  850Z.  to  provide  apparatus  required  for  the 
equipment  of  the  Young  Chair  Laboratory.

Interxational  Galenical-standards. — At  the  meeting 
of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine  last  Tuesday,  the  Secre- 
tary read  a  letter  from  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction 
forwarding  the  text  of  the  project  for  the  international 
understanding  concerning  the  unification  of  the  formulre  of 
certain  medicines  known  as  "heroic."  The  docimient  was 
sent  at  the  instance  of  the  French  Minister  of  Foreign 
Affairs  and  has  been  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  who 
recommend  the  unification  suggested.  This  has  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Academy  of  Medicine. 

The  Public  Health  Office. — With  a  view  to  putting 
into  fuller  practice  the  provisions  of  the  law  passed  in  1902, 
the  Prefect  of  the  Seine  has  drawn  up  a  memorandum 
relative  to  the  formation  of  a  Public  Health  Office.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  such  an  organisation  has  long  existed  in  the 
Seine  Department,  which  includes  Paris,  but  the  services 
have  been  somewhat  vicarious  and  incomplete.  The  Special 
Committee  (including  Drs.  Debove,  Chantemesse,  Roux, 
etc.)  recommend  that  this  office  should  comprise  a  Board  of 
Direction,  an  Administrative  Board,  and  a  General  In- 
spector's Department.  The  last  named  would  keep  the 
Board  of  Direction  informed  on  current  matters  and  control 
the  various  services,  such  as  ambulance,  disinfection, 
medical  supervision  of  springs  and  analysis  of  water-supply, 
domestic  hygiene,  vaccination,  and  laboratories. 

The  New  "Weekly  Rest"  Law  continues  to  be  an 
absorbing  topic  of  discussion.  At  Grenoble,  where  Sunday 
closing  has  been  the  rule  for  two  years  past,  the  pharma- 
cists have  decided  to  close  at  8  p.m.  daily,  and  to  organise 
a  night  service  by  rotation.  The  syndicate  of  Paris  Phar- 
macists, while  unable  to  decide  on  a  general  measure,  holds 
the  following  printed  bills  at  the  disposal  of  its  members  at 
a  halfpenny  each  : 

Notice. 

We  have  the  honour  to  inform  our  customers  that  phar- 
macies will  henceforth  close  daily  at  9  p.m.   In  addition  to 
this,  and  to  facilitate  the  application  of  the  Weekly  Rest 
Act,  pharmacies  will  be  closed  on   Sundays  and  Bank 
Holidays  from  midday  till  the  following  morning.  A 
service  is  organised  for  urgent  cases. 
Bills  are  prepared  with  and  without  the  final  sentence,  so 
as  to  be  suitable  for  all  pharmacies.    The  "  Pharmacie 
Laborieuse,"  the  organ  of  the  Assistants'  Association,  pub- 
lishes the  laconic  notice  : 

All  employes  in  pharmacy  who  have  not  yet  profited  by 
the  Weekly  Rest  Act  have  only  to  advise  the  Secretary  of 
the  Syndicate,  who  will  take  the  necessary  measures. 
Franco-German  Scientific  Methods. — M.  P.  Sallior  in 
"La  Nature"  treats  a  well-worn  theme  with  moderation 
which  does  not  e.xclude  a  certain  vigour.    He  compares 
French  and  German  chemists  and  their  situation  in  relation 
to  manufacturing  industry.    Both  nations,  he  admits,  have 
their  weak  points.    "  The  Germans  have  the  inborn  instinct 
of  discipline.    French  science  has  generals  without  soldiers, 
German  science  numberless  soldiers  commanded  by  corporals 
and  sergeants.    For  the  great  discoveries  that  come  by 
inspiration  the  French  system  may  suffice;  when  a  question 
has  to  be  grappled  with  in  all-round  fashion  by  methodical 


and  minute  observation  the  German  system  gives  better 
results.  A  German  professor  directs  the  work  of  numerous 
students ;  the  French  students  thus  treated  would  consider 
themselves  exploited."  He  concludes  with  the  usual  re- 
commendation that  manufacturers  should  attach  chemical- 
research  laboratories  to  their  factories,  and  remember  that 
such  researches  "do  not  always  succeed,  but  that  when 
they  do,  the  cost  of  numerous  previous  failures  is  largely 
covered."

Poisoning  Experts  Poisoned. — A  Reuter  telegram  from 
Sydney,  dated  November  21,  states  that  Dr.  Danysz,  of  the 
Pasteur  Institute,  who  is  experimenting  at  Broughton 
Island  with  a  view  to  the  destruction  of  rabbits  by  inocula- 
tion with  virus,  is  seriously  ill,  the  symptoms  pointing  to 
poisoning.   Four  of  his  attendants  are  in  similar  case. 

Malaria  in  Italy. — The  Italian  Society  for  the  Study  of 
Malaria  held  a  meeting  in  June  last,  at  which  Signer  For- 
tunato,  a  member  of  tlie  Senate,  read  a  report  on  the 
researches  in  1905.  Professor  Celli  presented  a  scheme  for 
this  year's  work,  for  which  200,000  lire  is  in  hand,  and  gave 
the  results  of  the  sales  of  the  State  quinine  in  1905-6.  The 
mortality  from  malaria,  which  in  1900  was  15,655  persons, 
decreased,  according  to  Celli's  report,  to  7,753  in  1905. 

Substitution  Alleged. — Some  time  ago,  says  the  "  Phar- 
matz  Journal,"  it  having  been  found  that  many  chemists 
were  producing  "  Salvator "  with  spurious  labels,  th& 
Tanevsk  police-inspector  was  ordered  to  make  investiga- 
tions with  respect  thereto.  He  got  confirmation  of  the 
allegation,  and  in  one  pharmacy  which  is  named,  as  well 
as  in  others,  a  large  quantity  of  the  spurious  article  was 
found,  and  the  owner  and  other  offenders  are  now  on  their 
defence. 

Want  More  Advertising. — The  "  Phar.  Zeit."  states 
that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  Schwarzburg-Rudol- 
stadt  complains  that  the  export  of  Thuringian  medicinal 
specialities  cannot  be  sufficiently  developed  owing  to  the  re- 
strictions on  advertising  in  Germany,  and  to  the  competition 
of  American  and  English  specialities.  "  The  Americans  and' 
English,"  says  the  Chamber,  "have  no  restrictions  what' 
ever  placed  on  their  advertising  ;  they  can  make  their  prepa^ 
rations  popular  in  their  own  countries,  which  experience 
shows  has  a  very  favourable  influence  on  the  export 
countries.  The  Americans  and  English  can  therefore  gain 
a  remunerative  market  more  easily  than  the  Germans,  who 
have  to  forgo  advertising  at  home.  This  is  why  the 
Americans  push  on  so  and  their  export  trade  continues  to 
improve." 

Artificial  Sweeteners  in  Russia. — The  new  regulations- 
in  Russia  as  to  the  supervision  of  the  production,  importa- 
tion, tran.smission,  storage,  etc.,  of  artificial  sweeteners- 
have  recently  been  published  in  the  "  Pharmatz  Journal." 
From  these  we  gather  that  notice  has  to  be  given  to  the- 
Excise  of  the  respective  periods  and  quantities  of  antici- 
pated production,  the  manufacture  being  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  department.  Artificial  sweet  substances  either 
finished  or  unfinished  must  be  kept  in  special  places  under 
seal  of  the  Excise  and  the  despatch  of  same  must  be  under 
the  view  of  the  Excise,  accompanied  by  certificates  and 
under  seal.  If  sent  into  the  interior  a  duplicate  of  the  certifi- 
cate is  sent  to  the  local  doctor  or  his  substitute,  showing 
to  w'hich  pharmacy  or  other  establishment  the  parcel  has 
been  sent.  If  exported,  the  duplicate  goes  to  the  Customs 
house  of  the  frontier  town  or  port  through  which  it  is  being 
sent.  When  the  goods  arrive  at  the  destined  pharmacy  or 
stores  the  manager  must,  without  removing  the  seals,  advise 
the  local  medical  officer  or  his  substitute,  who  will  examine 
the  consignment  to  see  whether  it  agrees  with  the  certificate, 
and  he  must  satisfy  himself  that  the  parcel  has  not  been 
tampered  with.

advised  him  of  the  arrival  of  a  parcel  from  a  well-known 
^Leicester  pill-factory,  with  20s.  plus  charges  to  pay,  he 
xould  not  understand  it.  and  did  not  see  what  the  Customs 
stariff  had  to  do  with  him  and  his  pound  of  special-formula 
pills. 

Natal. 

New  Chemists. — Mr.  C.  Eraser  and  Mr.  J.  Haig  have 
been  admitted  to  practise  as  chemists  and  druggists  in  the 
Colony. 

The  Retail  Price-list  for  chemists,  which  has  been  in 
iise  since  June  1,  is  proving  a  great  success.  It  is  evident 
ithat  "  adversity  makes  friends  of  us  all." 

Business  in  Durban  is  not  yet  showing  any  improvement, 
<writes  a  cori'espondent ;  even  the  malaria  has  been  kept 
under,  owing  mainly  to  the  exertions  of  the  borough  medical 
.officer  (Dr.  Murison)  and  his  staff.  During  the  winter  months 
the  enormous  tract.s  of  low-lying  lands,  which  are  the 
breeding-grounds  of  our  friends  the  "Anopheles,"  have 
either  been  thoroughly  soaked  with  paraffin,  cyllin,  etc.,  or 
have  been  gradually  filled  up  or  drained.  These  preventive 
measures,  it  is  hoped,  will  put  an  end  to  malaria  in  Durban, 
when  we  shall  again  resume  the  position  of  being  the  finest 
seaside  health-resort  in  South  Africa. 

Registration  of  Firms. — Under  the  Registration  of 
,  Firms  Act,  1906,  every  firm  carrying  on  business  in  Natal 


must  file  a  statement  before  January  1,  1907,  at  the  ofiBce 
of  the  Registrar  of  Deeds,  Pietennaritzburg.  The  Govern- 
ment notice  gives  the  following  particulars  : 

"Firm-name"  means  the  name  or  stylo  under  which 
any  business  is  carried  on,  whether  partnership  or  other- 
wise. 

"Firm"  means  any  two  or  more  carrying  on  business, 
but  does  not  include  a  partnership  registered  under  Law 
No.  1,  1865,  or  a  company  registered  or  incorporated  within 
British  Dominions. 
This  Act  should  prove  a  great  boon  to  wholesale  firms  in 
England  who  do  business  with  Natal,  as  they  will  know 
exactly  who  are  the  "  companies"  who  wish  to  do  business 
with  them. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

The  Rivals. — A  newspaper-advertising  duel  between  two 
firms  of  chemists  was  proceeding  in  Bloemfontein  when  the 
mail  left.  It  began  by  the  issue  of  a  circular  by  one  firm, 
which  was  distributed  from  door  to  door,  in  which  it  was 
stated  that  prescriptions  were  dispensed  with  the  finest 
ingredients  at  "one-half  the  usual  trade  charges."  Firm 
No.  2 — well  known  all  over  South  Africa — retaliated  with  a 
handbill  and  a  large  advertisement  in  the  local  paper  as 
well.  The  newspaper-announcement  warned  the  public 
"  not  to  be  deceived  by  misleading  circulars,"  and  a  few 
pertinent  remarks  that  would  doubtless  be  fully  appre- 
ciated locally.  The  reply  advertisement  from  Firm  No.  I 
was  short  and  pointed  :  "  We  lead,  and  others  follow.  Our 
prices  are  still  the  lowest  and  quality  the  best." 

O.R.C.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — At  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Council,  held  at  Bloemfontein  on 
October  23,  Dr.  Ramsbottom  presided,  and  there  were  al.so 
present  Drs.  Manning,  Kock,  Pratt- Yule,  and  A.  B. 
Ward,  and  Messrs.  Redpath,  Hewitt,  Dinwoodie,  and 
Main.  The  correspondence  included  a  letter  intimating  the 
approval  of  the  Acting  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  regula- 
tions with  regard  to  professional  advertising  and  the  safe 
custody  of  poisons,  and  a  further  letter  from  Mr.  J.  H. 
Syms,  the  latter  being  referred  to  committee.  Dr.  Alfred 
Seller  had  written  requesting  that  his  application  for 
registration  should  be  cancelled,  and  that  his  registra- 
tion-fee (lOZ.)  should  be  returned,  he  apparently 
having  changed  his  mind.  The  Council  had  asked  the 
advice  of  the  Attorney-General  as  to  whether  Dr.  Seller 
should  not  be  required  to  complete  his  registration,  but  the 
Attorney-General  advised  the  return  of  the  cheque.  A  cer- 
tificate submitted  by  Mr.  J.  Friedmann  was  referred  to  the 
Council  as  to  whether  it  would  be  accepted  for  the  Pre- 
liminary examination  for  chemists  and  druggists.  As 
Latin  did  not  appear  to  have  been  a  subject  of  examination, 
tho  committee  was  of  opinion  that  the  certificate  could  not 
be  accepted,  and  this  was  endorsed  by  the  Council.  The 
post  of  Secretary  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Lewis 
Church.  Tenders  for  printing  200  registers  of  the  Society 
were  considered,  but,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Hewitt,  it  was 
agreed  by  a  majority  of  five  to  one  that  fresh  tenders  be 
invited. 

Transvaal. 

Business  in  the  Colony  continues  very  dull. 

Mr.  Walter  Harvey,  chemist,  is  a  candidate  for  election 
to  the  Heidelberg  Town  Council. 

Importing  Opium. — A  Durban  man,  named  John  Clifford, 
was  charged  at  Johannesburg  on  October  19  with  importing 
132  lb.  of  opium  into  the  Transvaal  without  a  permit,  and 
with  being  in  possession  of  the  opiiun,  not  for  medicinal 
purposes.    He  was  remanded  on  500Z.  bail. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  THE 
TRANSVAAL. 

The  committee  is  in  future  to  issue  a  quarterly  circular  to  its 
members  in  order  to  keep  them  more  intimately  in  touch 
with  the  committee's  work.  The  first  one  deals  with  the  heavy 
taxation  of  chemists  and  other  subjects.  In  regard  to  SpiHIT 
Duty,  delegates  interviewed  the  Director  of  Customs  at  Pre- 
toria, especially  drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that  such  articles 
as  Guy's  tonic  and  gripe- water,  which  contain  only  a  fiftieth 
of  their  volume  of  rectified  spirit,  are  charged  as  if  they 
were  all  spirit.  The  delegates  also  asked  rebate  on  spirit  pro- 
duced in  the  Union  and  the  use  of  10  to  15  gals,  for  manufac- 
turing-purposes.    As  a  result  the  following  proclamation 
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under  Section  6  of  the  Customs  Amendment  Ordinance,  1906, 
and  dated  September  13,  has  been  published  : 

A  rebate,  less  Is.  per  imperial  proof  gal.,  shall  be  granted 
off  the  duty  on  plain  spirits  the  produce  of  the  Union,  u.sed 
.solely  in  the  manufacture  of  purely  medicinal  preparations 
under  the  following  regulations  : 

(a)  Such  medicinal  preparations  shall  be  approved  of  by  the 
Transvaal  Medical  Council. 

(6)  The  Director  of  Customs  may  deliver  from  Customs  cus- 
tody, either  in  hulk  or  bottle,  pla'in  spirit  the  produce  of  the 
Union,  in  quantities  of  not  less  than  10  fjals.  to  duly  licensed 
chemists  upon  payment  of  a  duty  of  Is.  per  imperial  proof  gal. 
and  a  deposit  for  the  difference  between  such  Is.  and  the  full  duty. 

(c)  If  within  one  month  from  the  making-  of  such  deposit,  the 
depositor  shall  produce  to  the  Director  of  Customs,  or  his  deputies, 
medicinal  preparations  approved  as  aforesaid,  containing  a  like 
quantity  of  spirit  to  that  which  has  been  delivered  upon  deposit, 
and  shall  furnish  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  all  the  spirit 
delivered  to  him  on  deposit  has  been  used  in  the  manufacture  of 

.such  medicinal  preparations,  then  the  amount  deposited  shall  be 
refunded. 

(d)  All  mixture  or  compounding  of  such  spirits  shall  be  open 
to  the  supervision  and  inspection  of  the  Director  of  Customs  or 
deputies,  and  no  coloured  labour  shall  be  used  in  such  operations. 
Customs  Rulings.— While  interviewing  the  Director  of 

Custorns,  questions  were  put  by  the  delegat-es,  to  which  the 
following  answers  were  given  : 

Pills,  'Tabloids.  Palatinoids,  and  Tablets,  in  bulk  must  pay 
20s.  per  lb.  duty,  but  if  in  packages  of  not  more  than  ICO  and  not 
of  secret  nature,  15  per  cent,  ad  valorem  only. 

Non-spirituous  Preparations  not  of  secret  nature,  such  as 
Parnsh's  syrup,  seidlitz  powders,  are  subject  to  15  per  cent. 
ad  valorem  duty. 

A  non-spirituo'us  proprietary  medicine,  even  though  labelled  in 
possessive  case,  but  not  recommended  for  any  disease,  etc.,  will 
pay  only  15  per  cent.  duty. 

British  Patent-medicine  Stamps.— Several  homo  firm.s  have 
been  addres.sed  on  this  subject.  It  has  been  pointed  out  to 
them  that  these  stamps  are  superfluous  on  goods  shipped  to 
South  Africa,  and  their  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the 
altered  South  African  Customs  Tariff,  under  which  duty  on 
British  patent  medicines  has  been  increased  nearly  4  per  cent. 
_  Johannesburg  Shop-hours  Regulations.— The  committee 
IS  endeavouring  to  secure  general  trading  rights  up  till  8  p.m.. 
and  a  meeting  of  chemists  and  their  assistants  was  called 
for  October  30  to  deal  with  it. 


TRANSVAAL  PHARMACY  BOARD. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  Joliannesburg  on  Friday,  October  19. 
Mr.  R.  Butters  presided,  and  the  other  members  present  were 
Di\  van  Nickerk  and  Messrs.  B.  Owen  Jones  and  J.  R.  Jones. 

Preliminary  Certificates.— The  Board  considered  the  ques- 
tion ot  the  certificates  in  general  education  to  be  required 
trom  candidates  for  the  qualifying  examination  who  enter 
alter  January  1,  1908,  the  prescribed  date  after  which  everv 
candidate  must  produce  a  recognised  certificate  of  prelimi- 
nary education.  Particulars  regarding  the  Lower  Certificate 
examination  of  the  Transvaal  Education  Department,  the 
bchool  Higher  examination  of  the  Cape  University,  and  the 
becond-class  examination  of  the  College  of  Preceptors  were 
received  and  discussed,  but  no  final  decision  was  arrived  at, 
tlie  drscussion  being  adjourned  until  a  future  meetino- 

Applications  from  Ten  Candidates  for  the  qualifying  ex- 
amination to  be  held  in  November  were  con.sidered  One 
application  was  rejected  on  the  ground  of  absence  of  the 
necessarv  proof  of  training,  the  other  nine  being  accepted

ViTRiOL-woRKS.-It  is  Stated  by  the  Bureau  of  Mines 
that  the  American  Madoc  Mining  Co.,  which  works  the 
iron-pyrites  mines  in  Hungerford,  Hastings  County,  On- 
tario, IS  preparing  to  erect  a  large  chemical-works  for  the 
manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid. 

Students'  Strike.— The  third  and  fourth  year  medical 
students  of  the  Western  College.  London.  Ontario,  have 
gone  on  strike  over  the  lectures  by  Dean  Moorhouse.  A 
deputation  recently  waited  on  the  Dean,  informing  him  that 
his  lectures  are  unsatisfactory,  and  asked  that  the  matter  be 
taken  up  by  the  Faculty.  The  result  was  an  ultimatum 
from  the  Faculty  that  the  students  must  either  attend  the 
lectures  or  get  out.  In  the  latter  case  the  examiners  would 
prevent  them  from  entering  any  other  Canadian  college. 
Since  October  23  not  one  student  of  the  two  years  has 
attended  the  Dean's  lectures.    jNIr.  Moorhouse  has  lectured 


on  the  practice  of  medicine  for  twenty-four  years,  and  is 
widely  known,  not  only  as  Dean,  but  also  as  President  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Association. 

Denatured  Alcohol. — The  admission  into  Canada  of  de- 
natured alcohol  from  the  United  States  will,  it  is  thought, 
seriously  affect  the  Canadian  and  American  manufacturers 
of  wood-alcohol.  Denatured  alcohol  will  replace  the 
7,000.000  gals,  of  wood-alcohol  employed  up  to  the  present 
by  American  industries,  and  of  which  a  large  percentage 
was  furnished  by  Canada.  Canadian  manufacturers  will 
also  have  to  fight  against  the  competition  resulting  from 
the  lessening  in  the  price  of  methylated  spirit,  which  has- 
been  again  reduced  by  another  10c.  per  gal. 

A  Remarkable  Error  by  a  chemist's  assistant  was  investi- 
gated by  the  Ville  St.  Louis  Coroner  on  November  7,  the- 
victim  being  a  child  nine  months  old.  A  doctor  had  pre- 
scribed tablets  for  the  child,  and  the  prescription  was  taken' 
to  a  drug-store,  where  the  father  went  for  the  medicine.  The  ■ 
mother  gave  the  baby  three  of  the  tablets  during  the  night, 
and  the  child  got  worse  and  was  taken  to  the  hospital, 
where  she  died  from  morphine-poisoning.  Emile  I5our- 
bonnais,  assistant  at  the  drug-store,  explained  that  a  cus- 
tomer had  come  in  for  tablets  of  morphine,  but,  noticing  the 
prescription  (an  old  one)  stated  that  it  was  not  to  be  dis- 
pensed a  second  time,  he  refused  to  supply  the  morphine, 
and  put  the  box  of  tablets  down,  where  it  had,  unfor- 
tunately, become  mixed  with  the  medicine  for  the  child. 
The  jury  brought  in  a  verdict  that  death  was  due  to  poison- 
ing by  morphine  given  contrary  to  the  medical  prescription, 
and  exonerated  the  assistant  from  any  criminal  negligence- 
Two  of  the  jury  were  of  the  contrary  opinion.

Peddling  Patents. — Out  in  the  Western  State  of  Iowa 
the  druggists  have  a  great  deal  of  trouble  with  the  pedlars 
who  sell  patent  medicines  and  other  ready-made  drugs.  A 
year  or  two  ago  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association 
succeeded  in  getting  a  law  compelling  these  hawkers  to 
take  out  annual  licences  costing  $1CG.  Still  the  evil 
flourishes,  however,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion it  was  decided  to  ask  the  law-makers  of  the  State  to 
increase  the  licence- fee  to  $200. 

The  American  Drug-trade  is  pretty  much  disturbed  just 
now  over  the  approaching  enforcement  of  the  newly  enacted 
Congressional  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law.  The  Government 
has  appointed  a  Commission  to  form  rules  and  regulations, 
and  evidence  was  heard  by  this  Commission  recently  in  New- 
York.  There  were  innumerable  persons  present  representing, 
variously  the  drug,  food,  and  liquor  interests  of  the  country. 
One  of  the  chief  contentions  of  the  drug-representatives  was 
that  the  assay-processes  in  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  are  often 
impracticable,  and  that,  used  too  rigidly,  they  might  result 
in  great  injustice  to  honest  manufacturers.  So  nuich  com- 
plaint was  made  on  this  score,  indeed,  that  it  is  quite  gener- 
ally believed  that  the  revisers  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  will 
have  to  issue  supplementary  notes  in  respect  to  a  number 
of  the  monographs. 

The  Lloyd  Library  Beotjest. — Much  satisfaction  has 
been  expressed  in  the  U.S.A.  over  the  bequests  to  the 
Lloyd  Library  conveyed  in  the  will  of  Surgeon-General 
James  Pattison  Walker,  of  England.  A  sum  of  6,000/.  is 
left  for  the  purpose  of  securing  qualified  experts  to  make 
original  investigations  and  literary  compilations  in  the  fields 
of  medicine  and  pharmacy.  Siu-geon-General  Walker  also 
bequeathed  his  own  private  library,  said  to  be  one  of  the 
most  valuable  scientific  collections  in  Great  Britain.  The 
Lloyd  Library  has  been  built  up  by  Mr.  John  Uri  Lloyd  and 
Mr.  Curtis  Gates  Lloyd,  both  well-know-n  men  in  pharmacy 
and  botany.  It  has  become  the  most  elaborate  pharma- 
ceutical, botanical,  and  pharmacognostical  library  in 
America,  and  it  is  particularly  rich  in  historical  books.  The 
library  is  located  in  Cincinnati,  near  where  Lloyd  Bros,  con- 
duct their  wholesale  drug-business. 

Sleeping-sickness. — An  illustrated  article  on  this  subject 
by  Dr.  E.  A.  Minchen,  dealing  with  its  etiology,  appears  in 
"  Nature  "  of  November  15. 
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Trade  Law. 

Dilution  is  Adulteration.— In  the  Divisional  Court  of 
King's  Bench  recently  an  appeal  was  decided  in  regard  to 
the  sale  by  a  publican  of  rum  diluted  with  water  to  below 
25°  under  proof.  A  notice  was  hanging  up  in  the 
bar  (clearly  visible  to  purchasers)  which  announced  that  "  all 
spirits  sold  in  this  establishment  are  of  the  same  quality 
and  strength  as  heretofore,  but  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
ii'ood  and  Drugs  Act  will  not  be  of  any  guaranteed 
strength."  The  Judges  were  divided,  the  Lord  Chief  Jus- 
Tiice  and  Mr.  Justice  Ridley  holding  that  the  wording  of 
-this  notice  was  not  sufficient  to  make  known  to  the  purchaser 
-that  the  rum  had  been  diluted  with  water  so  as  to  render 
it  rnore  than  25°  under  proof.  Mr.  Justice  Darling, 
■  in  his  judgment  to  the  contrary,  took  the  line  that  although 
adulterated  it  was  still  rum,  and  in  his  Lordship's  opinion 
the  notice  given  was  sufficient  to  prevent  any  sale  being  to 
the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser. 

Travellsrs'  Xiimitation  Agreements.— Mr  Ju.stice  Parker 
had  an  important  case  before  him  in  the  Chancery  Division 
a  few  days  ago  concerning  the  right  of  a  discharged  employe 
to  set  up  a  rival  business.  The  defendant  had  been  engaged 
as  traveller  to  the  plaintiff,  and  an  agreement  between  the 
parties  provided  that  the  defendant  would  not,  on  the  ter- 
mination of  this  engagement  or  within  two  years  thereafter, 
without  the  plaintiff's  consent  in  writing,  either  in  his  own 
name  or  in  any  other  name,  directly  or  indirectly,  interfere 
with,  prejudice,  or  in  any  way  affect  the  trade,  business,  or 
reputation  of  the  plaintiff,  and  would  not  solicit  either  per- 
sonally or  through  others  the  trade  or  business  of  the  customers 
or  connections  of  the  plaintiff.  Defendant's  engagement 
came  to  an  end  in  December  1905.  About  that  time  he  regis- 
tered a  limited  company,  of  which  he  himself  was  managing 
director;  and  the  plaintiff  alleged  that  defendant  had  broken 
his  agreement  by  soliciting  the  plaintiff's  customers  and 
otherwise.  Mr.  Justice  Parker,  in  dismissing  the  action,  held 
that  the  agreement  in  question  did  not  prevent  the  defendant 
from_  setting  up  a  rival  business  provided  that  he  did  not 
solicit  the  plaintiff's  customers.  Supplying  people  who  asked 
for  a  supply  is  not  wrong,  said  his  Lordship,  merely  because 
they  have  been  customers  of  the  plaintiff.  Defendant  had 
done  nothing  actively  to  induce  people  to  leave  the  plaintiff 
and  come  to  him,  and  the  mere  fact  of  the  defendant's  sotting 
up  a  similar  business  in  the  same  town  was  not  "soliciting." 
It  was  active  rather  than  indirect  interference  that  was 
pointed  at  by  the  agreement. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Irok-Ox  Cases. 
In  Mr.  Justice  Warrington's  Court  on  Friday,  November  16, 
Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  mentioned  the  case  of  the  Iron-Ox 
Remedy  Co.  v.  The  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society.  He 
said  the  defendants  wished  for  time  in  which  to  file  their 
affidavits,  and  by  consent,  subject  to  his  Lordship's  ap- 
proval, parties  had  arranged  for  the  motion  to  stand  over 
for  fourteen  days,  defendants'  affidavits  to  be  filed  by 
November  23.    His  Lordship  agreed. 

In  the  same  Court  on  November  17,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  ap- 
plied to  Mr.  Justice  Warrington  on  behalf  of  the  Iron-Ox 
Hemedy  Co.  for  leave  to  serve  notice  of  motion  with  the 
writ  in  an  action  for  injunction  by  the  said  company  against 
the  Leeds  Industrial  Co-operative  Society.  Leave  was 
granted. 

"  North  Sea  Spray  "  Pebfttme. 
Mr.  Justice  Parker,  on  November  21,  had  before  him  an 
action  in  which  Hy.  R.  Everett,  of  Oulton  Broad,  Lowestoft, 
sought  a  declaration  that  the  defendant,  Robert  Bush,  who 
had  acquired  the  business  of  a  chemist  recently  carried  on 
by  the  co-defendant,  Tolver  Postle  Jary,  at  29  London 
Road,  Lowestoft,  had  previously  had  notice  of  an  agree- 
ment dated  April  1903  between  Jary  and  plaintiff,  and  was 
not  entitled,  without  the  consent  of  the  plaintiff,  to  apply 
or  use  the  name  "  North  Sea  Spray  "  in  connection  with  any 
perfume  manufactured  or  sold  by  the  defendant  Bush.  The 
plaintiff  also  sought  an  injunction  to  restrain  Bush  from 
applying  the  name  to  any  perfume  he  sold  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  plaintiff. 

Mr.  Buckmaster,  K.C.,  opened  the  case,  and  it  appeared 
that  plaintiff  and  Jary  entered  into  an  agreement  by  which 
the  former  was  to  find  a  certain  proportion  of  the  money 
required  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  the  perfume.  At 


the  beginning  of  last  year  Jary  purported  to  assign  the  whole 
of  his  business  to  Bush  without  the  knowledge  or  consent 
of  the  plaintiff. 

Counsel  had  not  concluded  his  opening  statement  when  it 
was  announced  that  the  parties  had  agreed  to  terms,  which 
would  be  endorsed  on  the  briefs,  Mr.  Romer,  K.C.,  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant  Bush,  stating  that  he  was  unaware 
of  the  existence  of  any  partnership  between  the  other 
parties. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

A   Labelling  Case. 

At  the  Bradford  City  Police  Court  on  November  21,  before 
Mr.  Skidmore,  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  J.  W.  Savage,  - 
254  Manchester  Road,  was  summoned,  at  the  instance  of 
Harry  Moon,  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  on 
two  charges  of  selling  poisons  without  the  name  and  address 
of  the  seller  on  the  packages.  Mr.  Beldon  appeared  for 
the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  Gaunt  was  for  the  defendant. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  proceedings  Mr.  Gaunt  inti- 
mated that  his  client  would  plead  guilty. 

Mr.  Beldon,  in  opening  the  case,  said  the  firm  of  which 
defendant  is  a  partner  carries  on  a  number  of  shops  in 
Bradford  as  chemists  and  druggists.  One  of  the  firm, 
Mr.  J.  W.  Savage,  is  not  a  qualified  chemist,  but  the  other 
member  of  the  firm,  Mr.  G.  S.  Savage,  is  on  the  register. 
Necessarily,  of  course,  a  number  of  these  shops  are  carried 
on  by  assistants,  perhaps  with  some  supervision  on  the  part 
of  the  defendants.  By  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  Section  17, 
it  is  provided  that  any  poison  which  is  sold  must  be  in  a 
wrapper  distinctly  labelled  with  the  word  "Poison"  and 
the  name  and  address  of  the  seller.  The  defendants  had 
about  nine  places  in  Bradford,  and  on  their  label  they  set 
out  the  addresses  of  the  whole  of  these  places.  The  effect 
of  that  was  that  it  would  be  very  difficult,  in  the  case  of 
accident  or  misadventure  arising  from  the  use  of  any  poison, 
to  trace  the  shop  from  which  it  had  been  bought  or  to  ascer- 
tain who  was  the  seller.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  one  of  the 
addresses  'given  upon  the  label  was  that  of  a  shop  which  is 
no  longer  the  defendants'  shop,  but  now  bears  the  name 
of  another  qualified  chemist.  That  was  the  offence  with 
which  the  defendant  was  charged,  and  he  was  asked  to 
press  for  a  substantia!  penalty  in  these  cases  and  to  mention 
that  last  year  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  same  firm 
with  regard  to  the  adulteration  of  glycerin  with  arsenic, 
while  the  Society  had  also  had  to  apply  to  the  elder 
member  of  the  firm  and  the  present  defendant,  Mr.  J.  W. 
Savage,  for  penalties  for  selling  poisons  when  he  was  not 
a  qualified  chemist.  So  that  under  the  whole  of  the  cir- 
cumstances the  Society  felt  that  they  must  ask  for  substan- 
tial penalties.  The  penalty  for  the  first  offence  was  bl. 
His  friend,  Mr.  Gaunt,  approached  him  on  the  previous 
day,  and,  at  his  request,  he  telegraphed  to  London  to  stop 
the  witnesses,  but  two  of  them  were  already  on  their  way 
and,  therefore,  could  not  be  stopped.  They  had  been  able 
to  dispense  with  the  attendance  of  the  analyst,  but  had  his 
report  to  pay  for  (IZ.  Is.). 

Mr.  Gaunt  said  his  client  had  admitted  that  he  had  com- 
mitted a  technical  offence,  and  he  did  not  think  anyone 
would  attempt  to  argue  that  a  label  giving  all  the  addresses 
is  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  section  as  describing  the 
place  where  the  poison  is  sold.  Defendant  was  willing 
to  give  his  assurance  that  it  would  not  occur  again,  and 
the  firm  had  had  all  these  labels  destroyed  and  had  had 
some  labels  printed  for  each  shop.  He  might  mention  that 
Messrs.  Savage  had  never  had  any  warning,  though  he  did 
not  suggest  that  there  was  any  obligation  on  the  part  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  give  them  warning,  and  they 
had  acted  quite  innocently  in  thinking  that  the  label  was 
sufficient.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  costs  would  neces- 
sarily be  heavy,  he  asked  that  the  Bench  would  inflict  a 
nominal  penalty  in  each  case. 

In  answer  to  the  question  of  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate 
as  to  what  was  known  of  the  defendant,  the  Court  official 
responded,  "First  time  here." 

Mr.  Beldon  said  that  was  not  quite  correct,  because  he 
held  in  his  hand  a  report  published  in  July  1905  of  a 
prosecution  in  which  penalties  were  obtained  against  the 
firm. 

Mr.  Skidmore  asked  the  parties  to  agree  upon  the  amount 
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of  the  costs,  and  Mr.  Beldon  afterwards  announced  that 
the  sum  of  bl.  had  been  agreed  upon  for  the  two  cases. 

A  penalty  was  then  intiicted  of  21.  in  each  case  and  bl. 
costs  for  all  the  cases. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Nitre. 

At  the  Bingiey  Police  Court  on  November  21,  Hannah 
■Crabtree,  grocer,  of  Cullingworth,  was  charged  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  with  having  sold  sweet  nitre  which 
contained  only  one-fifth  of  the  required  amount  of  nitrous 
ether.  The  sale  and  analysis  having  been  proved,  the  de- 
fence submitted  was  that  there  had  not  been  any  wilful 
neglect  on  the  part  of  the  defendant.  The  Bench  imposed  a 
penalty  of  5s.  and  costs,  holding  that  there  had  been  no 
adulteration,  but  merely  neglect  in  the  use  of  the  volatile 
spirit. 


County  Court  Case. 

An  Epilepsy  Remedy. 
At  Peterborough  County  Court,  before  Judge  Wheeler, 
K.C.,  on  November  20,  Harry  Francis  Faulkner,  agent, 
■Cromwell  Road,  Peterborough,  sued  Alfred  Benson  for  14s. 
for  medicine  supplied.  Mr.  W.  H.  Sturton  appeared  for 
plaintiff,  and  Mr.  W.  T.  Mellows  defended.  Defendant,  it 
was  stated,  approached  plaintiff  with  regard  to  his  (defen- 
dant's) little  girl,  who  suffered  from  fits.  Plaintiff  ex- 
amined the  girl  and  undertook  to  supply  her  with  medicine 
for  3.S.  a  week.  Plaintiff  said  he  was  agent  for  a  liniment 
■made  by  a  firm  in  London.  He  bought  it  in  bottles. — The 
Judge  sent  plaintiff  out  to  get  one  of  the  bottles,  and  Faulk- 
ner returned  with  one  on  which  the  label,  as  read  by  his 
Honour,  was  : 

For  external  application.  Pric«  bd.  Messrs.  So-and-So, 
London,  Glasgow,  and  Birniirigham.  Guaranteed  acetic 
acid,  a  safe  and  permanent  cure  for  colds,  sprains,  neuralgia, 
fever,  rheumatism,  and  all  acute  and  chronic  diseases 
genorally.  (Laughter.)  None  genuine  without  this  trade- 
mark on  label. 

A  lengthy  and  amusing  examination  followed  this,  i  n  the 
course  of  which  plaintiff  said  he  coloured  the  medicine 
pink  for  internal  and  white  for  external  application.  The 
pink  was  due  to  sweetening.  His  Honour  thereupon  re- 
marked that  this  was  a  serious  matter,  and  plaintiff  was 
playing  with  life;  whereupon  Mr.  Sturton  remarked  that 
acetic  acid  is  often  taken.  Pressed  by  Mr.  Mellows, 
plaintiff  admitted  that  when  sent  out  by  the  Judge  he 
bought  the  bottle  with  the  label  in  the  town  because  he 
had  run  out  of  the  bottles.— The  defence  was  based  on  the 
Medical  Act,  1858,  which  provides  that  no  person  is  entitled 
to  recover  any  charge  for  medicine  both  prescribed  and 
supplied  unless  he  is  registered  imder  that  Act.  His  Honour 
said  he  believed  the  section  of  the  Act  referred  to  was 
meant  to  have  a  large  and  beneficial  interpretation  in  the 
interests  of  the  public,  and  after  strongly  commenting  on 
plaintiff's  conduct  and  the  mother's  ignorance  in  going  to 
him,  gave  judgment  for  defendant.  ° 


Banl^niptcies  ant)  jfailurcs. 


Re  William  Brook,  229  South  View  Terrace,  Bradford, 
Chemical-manufacturer.— The  adjourned  examination  of  this 
debtor  took  place  on  November  21,  at  the  Bradford  Bank- 
i-uptcy  Court.  The  case  had  been  adjourned  because  the 
debtor  had  given  contradictory  accounts  of  his  transactions 
with  his  mother  in  regard  to  her  payments  to  him  of  money 
■which  he  was  entitled  to,  under  his  father's  will,  upon  the 
■death  of  his  mother,  and  which,  he  alleged,  he  had  drawn  in 
advance  and  put  into  the  business.  Further  explanations 
were  given,  and  the  examination  was  closed. 

Re  George  Care  Robinson  (formerly  in  business  as  a  Chemist 
.and  Analyst,  and  now  Chemical-works  Manager),  295  Sprin-^ 
Bank  West,  Hull.— This  debtor  applied  to  Judge  Dodd  at 
Hull  County  Court,  on  November  16,  for  his  discharge  from 
'bankruptcy.  The  Official  Receiver  stated  that  the  liabilities 
amounted  to  639/.  lis.  Id.,  and  the  assets  to  5s.  bd.  After 
the  bankruptcy  debtor  became  entitled  to  a  legacy  amounting 
to  269/.  15s.  5(7.,  and  a  dividend  of  8s.  lid.  in  the  pound  was 
paid.    With  the  assistance  of  friends  a  further  sum  of  67/ 


would  be  found,  enabling  the  dividend  to  bo  increased  to  10s. 
in  the  pound.  The  Judge  granted  an  immediate  discharge, 
entering  judgment  against  debtor  for  67/.,  and  1/.  10s.  costs. 

Re  Henry  Trist-Gains,  trading  as  a  Chemist,  5  Dover  Road, 
Northflcet,  Kent,  and  late  of  Brottell  Lane,  Amblecote,  Staf- 
fordshire.— The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  took  place 
at  the  Rochester  Bankruptcy  Court  on  Monday,  before  tho 
Registrar  (Mr.  F.  F.  Smith).    Debtor's  statement  of  affairs 
was  given  in  the  C.  <£•  V.,  November  17,  p.  744.    Replying  to 
the  Deputy  Official  Receiver  (Mr.  R.  \V.  Cave),  debtor  said 
when  ho  sold  his  business  in  Staffordshire  he  was  about  30/. 
to  the  bad.   In  addition  he  owed  his  wife  150/.,  money  she  had 
advanced  in  respect  of  the  business,  but  he  had  not  scheduled 
her  in  his  statement,  and  she  did  not  propose  to  make  a  claim. 
When  he  went  to  Northflcet  he  made  inquiries  as  to  what 
business  was  being  done.    Mr.  Richardson,  from  whom  he 
bought  the  business,  told  him  the  takings  wore  5/.  or  6/.,  but 
debtor  could  do  better  as  he  was  married.  Tliis  had  not  proved 
to  be  the  case.    Questioned  as  to  his  dealings  with  the  Amal- 
gamated Society  of  Manufacturing  Opticians,  debtor  said  he 
had  an  interview  with  Mr.  A.  Jackson  about  September  7  or  8, 
and  was  pressed  to  become  local  agent  for  the  firm.  The 
matter  of  forwarding  goods  he  left  to  Mr.  Jackson,  and  in  a 
few  days  he  received  eyeglasses,  spectacles,  etc.,  to  the  value 
of  16/.  16s.  6(/.    On  September  11  an  invoice  was  forwarded, 
and  the  terms  stated  were  5  per  cent,  for  cash,  or  three  months' 
acceptance.    At  a  second  interview  Mr.  Jackson  told  debtor 
he  would  not  press  him  ;  he  could  pay  something  at  the  end 
of  tho  first  three  months.    Debtor  gave  an  acceptance,  but 
had  written  at  the  foot  the  following  note,  which  Mr.  Jackson 
signed  :  "  The  bill  shall  be  renewed  each  three  months,  accord- 
ing to  tho  sales.     Should  you  at  tho  expiration  of  twelve 
months  wish  to  relincjuish  the  optical  branch,  we  will,  upon 
appointing  another  agent  in  the  district,  take  back  the  whole 
at  the  invoiced  price."    There  was  no  suggestion  made  that 
the  goods  were  on  sale  or  return ;  it  was  an  out-and-out  sale. 
Debtor  said  he  never  kept  an  account  of  his  creditors ;  ho 
could  not  have  told  his  financial  position  from  his  books.  He 
had  never  purchased  any  furniture;  the  whole  bf longed  to 
his  wife,  who  received  it  from  her  parents.   The  examination 
was  closed,  debtor  being  allowed  to  pass  on  signing  the  notes 
of  his  examination.

Mr.  J.  C.  Wallbridge,  F.S.M.C,  chemist  and  druggist, 
10  Bridge  Street,  St.  Helens,  sends  us  this  photograph  of 
one  of  his  average  displays  of  chemists'  goods,  spectacles, 
and  photo  goods,  all  being  suitable  for  a  manufacturing 
town.    In  regard  to  window-dressing  he  remarks  : 

Many  chemists  are  rapidly  coming  into  the  front  rank  of 
window-dressers.  It  does  not  pay  to  overlook  this  at  the 
present  day — "  The  window-dressing  oft  proclaims  the  pro- 
prietor." 

My  window  is  entirely  changed  each  fortnight.  Special 
shows  of  one  line  are  excellent,  but  personally  I  only  like  to 
adopt  this  plan  once  in  two  or  three  months.  A  nice,  attrac- 
tive window  can  be  made  with  an  assorted  stock,  but  rows  or 
blocks  of  one  article  are  desirable,  even  in  this  case. 

Where  chemists  are  also  opticians  and  photographic  dealers, 
window-shows  of  these  goods  should  be  kept  in  separate  parts 
of  the  window.  The  display  in  my  photograph  is  comprised 
as  follows : 

Commencing  at  left-hand  top  corner:  Half  of  first  shelf, 
two  rows  of  American  digestive  syrup  (own  make)  ;  half  of 
second  shelf,  two  rows  of  Kruschon  salts,  with  price-ticket 
(P.A.T.A.  article) ;  two  rows  of  electric  toothache-drops, 
with  price-ticket  (own  speciality);  half  of  third  shelf,  rows 
of  stomach-mixture,  neuralgia-mixture,  and  special  pill  (all 
my  own). 

Right-hand  half  of  window:  Three  shelves  set  out  with 
gold-filled  and  steel  eye-glasses  and  spectacles,  various 
shapes,  with  prices  attached  (wide  range,  from  2s.  6d.  to 
25s.);  specially  written  cards  and  tickets  relative  to  sight 
testmg  and  spectacles. 

The  bottom  of  the  window  all  along  is  devoted  to  the 
display  of  some  of  the  leading  drugs  and  chemicals  in 
constant  demand  m  small  heaps  of  4  or  5  lb.,  such  as  borax, 
linseed-meal,  black  malt,  sodium  bicarbonate,  and  hore- 
!]"  I,  '^^^^  packets  of  malt  and  hops  for  home- 

made beer.  In  the  right-hand  bottom  corner  is  a  photo- 
graph of  my  testing-room. 

The  return-side  window  is  set  out  with  photo  goods,  cameras 

and  accessories,   with  full   description   attached   to  each! 

Amateurs  often  devote  a  deal  of  time  to  reading  these  tickets, 

and,  if  impressed,  buy.

Mr.  Idris  and  Mr.  Winfrey 

are  our  two  standard-bearers  in 
the  House  of  Commons,  and  it  would  be  as  senseless  as  it 
would  be  ungrateful  to  ignore  their  reports  or  disregard 
their  advice.  But  what  exactly  is  it  that  these  gentlemen 
advise?  Mr.  Winfrey  at  Bournemouth  last  month,  and  Mr. 
Idris  at  West  Ham  last  week,  both  spoke  strongly  on  the 
■necessity  of  union  among  chemists,  of  "  collaring"  our 
M.P.s  whenever  we  could  catch  one.  of  following  our 
leaders.  But  it  would  seem  that  both  had  the  Pharmacy 
Bill— the  Society's  Bill,  that  is— in  their  minds.  Mr.  Idris 
says  this  Bill  will  have  to  be  reintroduced  next  year,  and 
Mr.  Winfrey  urges  chemists  to  get  their  members  to  ballot 
for  it.  Mr.  Winfrey  certainly,  and  Mr.  Idris  presumably, 
are  opposed  to  the  Government's  poisons  proposals,  and 
unless  they  have  modified  their  opinions  lately,  both  would 
press  for  the  principle  of  qualified  proprietorship  of  phar- 
macies, companies  being  represented  for  this  purpose  by  a 
qualified  managing  director.  But  if  there  is  any  one  thing 
clearer  than  another  in  the  present  fog,  it  is  that  the  leaders 
whom  we  are  enjoined  to  follow  and  obey  implicitly  have 
turned  their  backs  on  their  own  Bill  and  are  ready,  for  a 
small  consideration,  to  support  the  absolutely  antagonistic 
Governmient  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  We  are  decile 
enough  and  organisable  enough  in  all  reason,  but  even  sheep 
cannot  go  to  the  right  and  left  at  the  same  time.  It  is  not 
surprising  that  members  of  Parliament  should  be  confused 
about  our  case  if  we  have  not  ourselves  decided  what  that 
case  is. 

Trade  marked  Medicines 

are  discussed  without  much  sym- 
pathy for  them  by  a  barrister  in  last  week's  "Lancet"  in 
an  article  explaining  the  law  affecting  secret  and  proprie- 
tary medicines  generally.  The  writer  points  out  the  familiar 
fact  that,  while  a  patent-monopoly  lasts  only  fourteen  years, 
that  of  the  trade-mark  is  practically  perpetual.    Then  he 
suggests  that  makers  of  synthetical  compounds  used  in 
medicine  have  taken  unfair  advantage  of  this  condition  by 
first  patenting  and  then  trade-marking  their  products, 
thus  securing  for  themselves  a  practical  monopoly  for  ever. 
We  all  know  a  few  prominent  instances  of  this  proceeding. 
But,  says  the  barrister,  the  Chancery  Courts  will  stop  this 
monopoly  if  they  are  moved  to  do  so,  and  he  cites  particu- 
larly the  Linoleum  and  the  Magnolia  judgments  in  support 
of  the  view  that  the  name  as  well  as  the  process  of  manu- 
facturing a  trade-marked  and  patented  article  becomes 
public  property  when  the  patent  expires.    In  the  Magnolia 
(metal)  case,  Lord  Herschell  said,  "The  patentee  cannot 
entitle  himself  to  a  monopoly  in  the  use  after  the  patent  has 
expired  of  the  name  by  which  the  manufactured  article  is 
exclusively  known."    On  the  strength  of  this  and  similar 
judgments  the  barrister  calls  for  vigilant  and  united  action 
on  the  part  of  those  concerned,  in  the  public  interest  and 
their  own,  against  these  usurped  claims.    In  the  cases  men- 
tioned the  Courts  were  influenced  by  the  consideration  that 
the  names  in  question  had  come  to  be  the  names  of  the 
articles,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  interpretation  of  the 
law  is  as  wide  as  the  "  Lancet's  "  barrister  represents  it  :  if  it 
is,  it  is  so  manifestly  unjust  and  unreasonable  that  it  cer- 
tainly will  not  be  so  long  if  these  projected  united  efforts  to 
appropriate  other  people's  property  are  made.    The  pro- 
cesses and  the  products  protected  by  the  patents  are  thrown 
open  to  the  world.    That  ought  to  suffice.    And  so  lon'^  as 
the  trade-mark  can  be  shown  to  be  only  the  indication  of  a 


particular  brand,  no  matter  how  popular  it  may  have  be- 
come, there  ought  to  be  no  possibility  of  depriving  the 
inventor  of  its  exclusive  use. 

The  Census  of  Production  Bill, 

which  has  passed  through  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Trade,  but  for  which  the  Board  of 
Trade  has  yet  to  get  the  sanction  of  Parliament,  is  a  large 
scheme,  which  appeals  to  statisticians  and  theorists,  but  the 
utility  of  which  is  not  quite  apparent.  It  is  proposed  that 
in  1908,  for  the  first  time,  every  factory  and  workshop, 
every  quarry  and  mine,  and  every  employer  who  gives  out 
work  shall  be  required  to  make  a  confidential  return  show- 
ing the  quantity  of  particular  articles  produced  in  the 
previous  year.  The  classification  of  articles  to  be  followed 
is  that  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trade  for  their  returns  of 
imports  and  exports.  Thus,  therefore,  to  come  to  the 
products  in  which  we  are  specially  interested,  we  shall  by 
this  census  be  able  to  ascertain  approximately  how  much 
glycerin,  quinine,  muriate  of  ammonia,  soda  salts,  sulphuric 
acid,  and  a  few  other  chemicals  are  manufactui'ed  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  by  deducting  from  the  total  the 
quantity  exported  and  adding  what  may  have  been  imported, 
we  shall  learn  how  much  of  these  substances  is  consumed 
at  home.  But  hundreds  of  other  products  which  we  handle  • 
will  be  grouped  among  unenumerated  chemicals  or  un- 
onumerated  drugs,  and,  of  course,  the  totals  of  these  can 
be  of  no  interest  or  value  to  anybody.    It  might,  however, 

Promote  British  Trade 

if  the  Board  of  Trade  were  to  compile 
a  full  register  of  all  these  "  unenumerated  "  substances  and 
their  makers,  and  let  inquirers  for  them  have  free  access  to 
that  register.  It  is  the  little,  unusual,  miscellaneous  manu- 
factures that  want  indexing.  The  big  ones  can  take  care  of 
themselves.  If  you  want  a  thousand  tons  of  steel  rails,  you 
can  easily  find  out  where  to  go  for  them;  how  you  or 
anybody  can  be  benefited  by  knowing  just  how  many 
thousands  of  tons  were  produced  last  year  at  British  works 
has  not  been  made  apparent.  But  the  C.  ct  Z>.  publishes 
weekly  a  list  of  things  which  buyers  are  looking  for  and  do 
not  know  where  to  get.  Last  week  someone  wanted  a  carboy- 
tilting  apparatus,  somebody  else  wanted  some  cardboard 
boxes  for  disinfecting-powder,  another  asked  after  cocaine 
thimbles,  and  another  requii-ed  miscible  oils.  Possibly 
some  of  these  probable  purchasers  will  ultimately  have  to 
be  satisfied  with  a  foreign-made  thing,  while  all  the  while 
an  English  maker  may  be  sorrowfully  gazing  at  his  slack 
order-sheet. 

The  Prevention  of  Corruption  Act, 

part  of  which  was  quoted 
in  reply  to  a  correspondent  last  week,  is  an  interesting 
experiment ;  but,  as  explained  in  the  note,  the  Act  does  not 
go  beyond  dealing  with  corrupt  gifts  or  bribes  to  agents, 
which  term  it  is  provided  shall  include  all  persons  employed, 
in  their  relations  to  their  principals.  Some  people  have  been 
fearing,  and  others  have  been  hoping,  that  this  Act  will  put 
down  Christmas-boxes  of  the  kind  of  those  given  by  trades- 
men to  servants.    If  these  are  given  as  "  an  inducement  or 
reward  ...  for  showing  or  forbearing  to  show  favour  or 
disfavour  in  relation  to  a  principal's  affairs  "—and  there  can 
hardly  be  a  doubt  that  this  is  the  general  purpose  of  such 
presents— they  will  be  unquestionably  contraventions  of  the 
statute.    But  the  practice  of  giving  them  in  ordinary  cases 
is  hardly  likely  to  be  destroyed  by  this  measure.    For  it  is 
rightly  provided  that  prosecutions  under  it  can  only  be 
instituted  with  the  sanction  of  the  Attorney  or  Solicitor 
General  in  England  and  Ireland,  and  in  the  ordinary  way— 
which  I  believe  is  with  the  sanction  of  the  Procurator-Fiscal 
— in  Scotland;  and  we  are  hardly  sufficiently  advanced  in 
morality  yet  to  be  prepared  to  brand  these  irregular  civilitiea 
as  serious  criminal  offences.

Ebitodal  Comments. 

Army  Pharmacists. 

Britishers  as  a  class  are  proverbially  gifted  with  short 
nemories.  Six  years  ago,  when  the  Boer  war  was  proceed- 
ng  and  many  men  trained  in  pharmacy  had  gone  to  the 
■rent  to  assist  with  their  professional  skill  and  knowledge 
che  Army  Medical  Service,  we  published  week  by  week 
complaints  of  the  degradation  which  they  had  to  put  up 
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with.    So  clamant  were  these  complaints,  and  so  incon- 
venient to  the  military  authorities,  that  the  War  Office  took 
measures  to  stop  the  C.  ft-  D.  exposure.    We  showed  at  the 
time  by  articles  on  the  pharmaceutical  service  in  the  French, 
German,  Italian,  and  Japanese  armies  that  the  military 
authorities  of  these  nations  not  only  exercise  forethought 
in  providing  for  adequate  service  in  time  of  war,  but  ensure 
the  best  work  by  giving  Army  pharmacists  a  position  which 
commands  the  respect  of  the  rank-and-file  and  secures  the  co- 
operation of  pharmacists  with  medical  officers.  Several 
pharmaceutical  Volunteers  at  home,  notably  Lieutenant  John 
Gibson,  of  Hexham,  took  up  the  subject,  and  formulated 
schemes  under  which  a  reserve  of  Army  pharmacists  might 
be  created.    Nothing  came  of  all  this,  for  the  Commission 
appointed  by  Mr.  Brodrick  to  inquire  into  the  breakdown 
of  our  medical  arrangements  during  the  war  declined  to 
take  up  the  pharmaceutical  side  of  the  matter.    The  loyalty 
of  chemists'  assistants  at  home  and  of  Colonial  chemists 
had  really  saved  the  pharmaceutical  situation  in  South 
Africa.    We  recall  these  facts  in  view  of  Surgeon-General 
Evatt's  lecture  reported  in  this  issue.    He  recognises  that 
this  branch  of  the  R.A.M.C.  compares  badly  with  that  of 
other  first-class  Powers,  and  that  to  get  an  efficient  service 
pharmacists  for  the  Army  must  be  employed  as  such,  and 
not  drafted  into  it  as  private  soldiers  but  as  commissioned 
officers.    We  commend  his  advice  to  young  men  in  the  craft. 
It  is  to  make  themselves  familiar  with  the  Army's  pharma- 
ceutical requirements ;  to  participate  in  the  work  of  the 
R.A.M.C.  Reserve;  to  combine,  and  when  they  can  prove  to 
the  War  Office  that  such  a  combination  as  themselves  is  better 
than  the  existing  arrangements,  to  use  all  the  powers  of  phar- 
macy organisation  to  institute  the  requisite  reform.  This 
is  entirely  a  case  of  fighting  for  the  class ;  every  individual 
who  joins  in  it  now  will  have  the  satisfaction  that  comes  from 
altruistic  motives.    There  may  be  nothing  more  than  that, 
but  it  is  worth  doing, 

Use  of  Methylated  Spirits. 

To  preserve  uniformity  and  obtain  all  necessary  particulars, 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  issued  a  form  of  applica- 
tion to  be  filled  up  in  future  by  all  persons  who  desire  to 
use  industrial  methylated  spirits.    This  form  will  be  sup- 
plied by  the  local  officers  to  users,  who  will  be  required 
to  supply  the  particulars  under  various  headings  speci- 
fied.  The  purpose  for  which  the  industrial  spirits  are  to  be 
used  must  be  mentioned,  and  a  marginal  note  directs  that 
if  any  preparation  contain  methylated  spirit,  the  composi- 
tion of  the  mixture,  giving  the  nature  and  proportion  of  all 
the  ingredients  proposed  to  be  used,  must  be  stated.  Some 
chemists  have  been  unwilling  to  disclose  the  fonnulae  of  their 
preparations,  with  the  result  that  they  could  not  get  un- 
mineralised  spirits.    For  the  benefit  of  such  manufacturers 
we  may  state  that  the  formulae  are  treated  quite  con- 
fidentially, and  there  is  practically  no  risk  of  disclosure,  the 
object  of  the  Government  chemists  (to  whom  the  Board 
submit  formulpe)  being  to  ascertain  whether  the  ingredients 
would  be  likely  to  convert  the  methylated  spirit  into  a 
potable  article.    Any  process  likely  to  flavour  or  mask  the 
nauseousness  of  the  wood-naphtha  contained  in  the  spirits 
or  cause  partial  purification  by  precipitation  or  throwing  out 
of  solution  any  of  the  impurities  in  the  naphtha,  would  be 
condemned  and  the  use  of  the  spirit  disallowed.  The  appli- 
cant is  also  required  to  state  the  full  address  and  situation  of 
the  rooms  where  the  industrial  spirits  are  to  be  stored  and 
used.    It  is  well  known  that  no  distiller,  rectifier  keeping  a 
still,  or  retailer  of  beer,  wine,  spirits,  cider,  sweets,  or 
made  wines  for  consumption  on  the  premises  is  eligible  to 
receive  industrial  spirits.    Premises  having  internal  com- 


munication with  these  trades  are  therefore  not  registered 
for  industrial  methylated  spirits.    One  of  the  conditions 
imposed  upon  those  permitted  to  receive  industrial  methyl- 
ated spirits  is  that  the  use  of  the.se  spirits  in  manufacturing- 
operations  shall,  unless  otherwise  expressly  permitted,  be 
confined  to  rooms  separate  from  any  in  which  duty-paid 
spirits  are  stored  or  used.    The  next  heading  in  the  new 
form  is  the  estimated  annual  quantity  to  be  used.  One 
object  in  requiring  this  information  is  to  fix  the  penalty  of 
the  bond.    If  the  estimated  consmnption  reaches  400  bulk 
gals,  or  under,  the  bond-penalty  is  fixed  at  200^.,  with  50^. 
additional  for  every  100  gals,  or  fraction  thereof  up  to 
1,000/.     The  names,  addresses,  and  occupations  of  the  pro- 
posed surety  or  sureties  to  the  bond  are  also  required.  One 
surety  is  deemed  sufficient  when  the  estimated  quantity  does 
not  exceed  400  gals.,  where  the  requisite  security  is  given  by 
an  approved  guarantee  society,  otherwise  two  sureties  are 
needed.    The  fifth  heading  is  "Whether  it  is  intended  to 
recover  any  of  the  spirits  by  distillation  or  any  other 
means."    If  the  spirits  are  to  be  recovered,  a  short  descrip- 
tion or  drawing  of  the  still  or  apparatus  proposed  to  be 
used  should  be  given.    As  a  rule,  the  Revenue  authorities 
insist  on  the  addition  of  a  prescribed  proportion  of  un- 
distilled  industrial  spirit  to   the  recovered  portion  sub- 
stantially equivalent  to  the  quantity  lost  in  the  manipulative 
processes  of  admixture,  recovery,  etc.    When  the  quantity 
of  spirits  to  be  used  annually  does  not  exceed  50  gals,  no 
bond  is  required  unless  the  spirit  is  recovered,  in  which 
case  bond  in  the  penalty  of  200/.  with  one  surety  will  be 
necessary.    The  last  requirement  of  the  applicant  is  the 
giving  of  an  undertaking  to  conform  to  the  general  condi- 
tions laid  down  on  an  accompanying  sheet,  and  also  with  any 
further  conditions  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue 
may  see  fit  to  impose.     Some  of  these  conditions  have 
been  already  referred  to.     They  are  fair  and  reasonable 
in  the  circumstances.    The  spirits  must  be  used  solely  for 
the  purpose  sanctioned,  in  the  state  in  which  they  are 
received,  and  only  on  the  proper  premises  approved  for 
the  purpose.     Revenue   officers   shall   have  free  access 
to    all    parts   of   the    premises    where    the   spirits  are 
stored  or  used,  the  object  being  to  see  that  no  misuse 
of  the  industrial  spirits  takes  place.    Unless  permitted,  the 
recovery  of  the  spirit  will  constitute  a  serious  offence  against 
the  law.    In  making  finish  or  any  varnish  with  the  indus- 
trial spirits  there  shall  be  contained  in  solution  3  oz.  of  resins 
to  the  gallon.     The  seventh  condition  is  the  requirement 
for  these  industrial  spirits  to  be  kept  under  the  lock  and 
key  of  the  manager  or  some  responsible  person ;  and  the 
last  is  the  need  to  keep  an  account,  in  a  prescribed  form,  of 
the  quantities  of  spirits  used  during  the  year  for  each 
authorised  purpose.    For  some  weeks  past  the  Government 
Laboratory  authorities  have  been  reviewing  all  those  users 
formerly  allowed  to  use  the  ordinary  variety  of  methylated 
spirits  and  extending  the  privilege  of  the  use  of  the  new 
industrial  spirits.     The  following  new  notice  has  been 
ordered  to  be  served  immediately  upon  authorised  users  : 

Notice  to  Users  of 
Industrial  Methylated  Spirits. 

The  Commission-ers  of  Inland  Revenue  direct  the  atten- 
tion of  all  persons  who,  heretofore  having  been  authorised 
to  receive  ordinary  methylated  spirits,  are  now  allowed  to 
receive  industrial  methylated  spirits  in  place  thereof,  to 
the  general  conditions  under  which  industrial  methylated 
spirits  are  allowed  to  be  received  for  use  in  an  art  or  a 
manufacture. 

These  conditions,  which  are  sot  forth  on  the  back  hereof, 
must  be  read  as  attaching  to  the  authority  originally  given 
for  the  receipt  of  ordinary  methylated  spirits.

Inland  RoTOnue,  Somerset  House,  London,  October  1906.- 
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A  Weekly  Rest-day. 

We  mentioned  a  fortnight  ago  that  Mr.  Goddard-Clarke, 
M.P.  (a  well-known  wholesale  druggist),  had  introduced 
into  the  House  of  Commons  a  Bill  to  provide  for  each 
person  who  is  working  for  an  employer  having  the  twenty- 
four  hours  of  Sunday  as  a  rest  in  each  week.  We  under- 
stand that  the  members  of  the  House  did  not  take  the 
introduction  quite  seriously,  and  no  doubt  Mr.  Goddard- 
Clarke  does  not  expect  Parliament  to  realise  immediately 
that  he  has  gone  to  the  root  of  a  question  which  it  has 
spent  time  on  almost  every  Session  since  Thomas  Carlyle 
wrote  "  Past  and  Present."  Mr.  Goddard-Clarke  starts 
well  with  the  Biblical  number  of  backers — viz.,  Mr.  George 
White,  Mr.  Corri©  Grant,  Mr.  Steadman,  Sir  Alfred 
Thomas,  Mr.  George  Hardy,  Mr.  Yoxall,  and  Mr.  Charles 
E.  Price.  His  proposal  is  not  very  revolutionary.  That 
every  employe  in  the  United  Kingdom  should  have  one 
day's  freedom  from  work  every  week  is  an  obvious  econo- 
mical and  physiological  necessity.  It  would  go  nearer  to 
remedy  injuries  to  health  than  many  measures  which  have 
been  propounded  for  closing  shops  on  Sundays  and  shorten- 
ing hours  of  labour.  It  would  not  disorganise  working- 
arrangements  in  places  where  business  is  perforce  done  on 
each  of  the  seven  days  of  the  week,  for  the  Bill  provides 
for  alternate  Sunday  duty,  those  who  work  on  that  day 
getting  twenty-four  hours  off  on  other  days  of  the  week — 
viz.,  on  Saturday  or  Monday.  This  so  closely  accords  with 
custom  in  continuous-working  occupations  as  to  disarm 
criticism.  The  Jew  is  also  provided  for,  but  the  domestic 
servant  is  not — that  is,  the  Act  shall  not  apply  to  persons 
engaged  in  domestic  service.  Why  not  ?  If  it  did,  it  would 
go  far  to  ameliorate  the  conditions  which  have  created 
abhorrence  of  domestic  service  as  an  occupation  for  women. 
We  commend  this  point  to  Mr.  Goddard-Clarke's  attention. 
He  may  as  well  "  go  the  whole  hog  "  while  he  is  at  it,  and 
let  the  poor  slavey's  case  go  before  Parliament  as  a  positive 
rather  than  a  negative  proposition.  The  Bill  as  a  whole  is  a 
businesslike  measure  of  ten  clauses,  and  one  of  its  best 
features  is  that  it  would  secure  the  punishment  of  the  real 
offender,  whether  person  or  corporation,  or  person  acting 
for  either,  who  forces  seven  days'  work  per  week  without 
authority. 


The  Fate  of  the  Bills. 

[An  alternative  interview.   See  the  President's  speech  at 
the  dinner  of  the  Western  Chemists'  Association.] 
There's  a  matter,  said  the  President,  engaging  my  attention. 

It's  the  matter  of  the  Governmental  Bill ; 
Now  I  will  not  say  that  Someone  has  been  guilty  of  inven- 
tion. 

Or  intelligent  anticipation,  still. 
Though  the  C.  <L-  D.  says  boldly  that  the  measure  has  been 
slaughtered, 

I  may  tell  you  what  a  Friend  of  Mine  has  said. 
He's  a  member  of  the  Cabinet,  and  he  gibbered  and  he 
tottered 

When  I  hinted  that  his  Bill  was  good  as  dead. 
Then  he  strove  with  earnest  manfulness  to  hide  his  deep 
emotion. 

As  in  solemn  tones  he  mournfully  replied  : 
"  The  C.  tb  p..  as  usual,  has  given  you  a  brilliant  notion, 
But  onr  Bill  is  only  dropped ;  has  yours  not  died  ?  " 

Hospital  Optical  Arrangements. 

The  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  are  collecting  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  question  of  the  dispensing  of  hospital 
prescriptions  for  spectacles.  The  members  of  the  Society 
have  been  requested  to  send  to  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  J. 
Harcombe  Cuff,  25  Friern  Barnet  Road,  New  Southgate, 
N.)  particulars  of  the  means  used  by  hospitals,  such  as 


appointing  special  opticians,  and  prices  charged  for 
sphericals,  cylindricals,  and  sphero-cylindricals.  The 
object  of  this  note  is  to  ask  that  chemist-opticians  who  have 
riot  been  directly  communicated  with  will  take  it  that  their 
views  on  the  matter  will  be  gladly  received  by  Mr.  Cuff. 

Electrolysed  Sea-water. 

Some  discussion  has  been  going  on  in  the  "Lancet"" 
as  to  the  stability  and  trustworthiness  of  electrolysed  sea- 
water  as  a  disinfectant.  This  liquid,  which  is  essentially  3 
solution  of  hypochlorite  of  sodium  and  magnesium,  is  used 
in  the  Hermite  process  of  sewage-treatment.  When  added' 
to  urine  it  has  been  stated  that  although  the  antiseptic 
power  of  the  disinfectant  is  reduced  it  is  recovered  aft^r 
twenty-four  hours.  This  statement  is  disputed  by 
Dr.  Sonmierville  and  Mr.  J.  T.  Ainslie  Walker.  They  can 
find  no  evidence  of  available  chlorine  when  testing  a  mixture 
of  urine  and  electrolysed  sea-water  after  an  hovr.  Negative 
results  were  obtained  on  testing  at  intervals  for  six  weeks 
after.  Dr.  Sommerville  and  Mr.  Ainslie  Walker  therefore 
conclude  that  the  hypochlorites  of  this  fluid  are  unstable, 
and  in  the  presence  of  organic  matter  untrustworthy  disin- 
fectants, and  to  claim  recovery  of  the  disinfectant-power  is 
"  not  calculated  either  to  benefit  the  public  or  to  advance  the 
interests  of  sanitary  science."  The  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
standardising  disinfectants  are  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
theoretical  considerations  upon  which  processes  are  based  are 
not  always  compatible  with  practical  requirements.  These 
two  conflicting  opinions  as  to  the  value  of  hypochlorites  are 
calculated  to  shake  the  confidence  of  those  who  trust  to  the 
carbolic-acid  equivalent  as  a  guide  to  the  germicidal  value  of 
disinfectants. 

Salicylic  Acid  as  a  Preservative. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  of  Washington,  continues  to  record 
the  observations  of  his  Department  on  the  use  of  salicylic 
acid  in  foodstuffs.  The  last  report  deals  with  salicylic 
acid  and  salicylates,  and  the  conclusions  include  the  fol- 
lowing important  statements  : 

The  data  show  very  clearly  that  salicylic  acid  and  salicy- 
lates appear  to  exert  an  exciting  influence  upon  the  ac- 
tivities which  take  place  in  the  alimentary  canal,  stimulating 
the  organs  to  greater  effort,  and  this  stimulation  leads  at 
first  to  increased  digestion  and  absorption  of  the  foods 
which  are  introduced  into  the  stomach.  In  the  light  of  the 
data  which  are  exhibited  salicylic  acid  may  be  said  to 
increase  the  solubility  and  absorption  of  the  food  in  the 
alimentary  canal,  so  that  larger  parts  of  the  nutrients  taken 
into  the  stomach  actually  enter  the  circulation.  The  data 
also  indicate  that  the  general  effect  upon  the  system  is 
depressing,  in  that  the  tissues  are  broken  down  more  rapidly 
than  they  are  built  up,  and  thus  the  normal  metabolic 
processes  are  interfered  with  in  a  harmful  way.  The  ad- 
ministration of  the  salicylic  acid  is  attended  by  a  gradual 
decrease  in  the  weight  of  the  subjects,  although  the  quantity 
of  food-elements  administered  during  the  preservative  and 
after  periods  is  slightly  increased,  which  fact,  together 
with  a  greater  degree  of  absorption  of  the  food-elements, 
should  have  resulted  in  a  slight  increase  in  weight.  This 
increase  in  weight,  however,  does  not  occur,  and  the  dis- 
turbing influences  of  the  salicylic  acid  upon  metabolism, 
although  not  very  great,  are  specifically  demonstrated. 

Reading  between  the  lines,  the  conclusion  really  is  that 
salicylic  acid  is  not  the  harmful  preservative  that  it  is 
said  to  be ;  and  Dr.  Wiley  takes  refuge  in  the  oft-repeated 
statement  that  preservatives  should  not  be  used  in  foods 
because  there  are  other  means  of  keeping  them  good. 
The  worthy  doctor  must,  of  course,  do  the  best  for  his 
Department,  but  there  is  a  suspicion  of  "genius  mis- 
ppplied  "  in  these  preservative  experiments.

The  one  illustrated  is 
done  on  the  back  of  a  12  X 10  photo-mount.  The  central  space 
containing  design  of  a  jar  of  skin-tonic  was  first  ruled  off,  the 
jar  sketched,  and  the  picture  of  a  lady's  face  inserted.  The 
lettering  was  then  inserted  in  black  ink,  having  previously 


been  pencilled  out.  Finally  the  edging  of  Chinese  white 
was  given  to  the  design,  and  a  border  of  gold  put  round  the 
central  space.  Another  card  which  Mr.  King  sends  is 
florally  embellished  w'ith  marguerite  daisies,  the  same  idea 
of  "  beauty  in  each  jar  "  being  carried  out  as  in  the  one  we 
have  pictured.  The  colours  used  are  made  by  dissolving 
Crawshaw's  dyes  in  water  and  thickening  with  gum  acacia.

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EVENING  MEETINGS. 


THOSE  who  did  not  attend  the  evening  meeting  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  on  Friday  evening, 
November  16,  missed  a  treat.  Sui-geon-General  G.  J.  H. 
Evatt,  C.B.,  M.D.,  vi^as  the  lecturer,  and  his  subject  was 
the  Pharmacist  in  the  Army ;  but  a  man  with 
such  experience  of  army  organisation  behind  him  as 
the  General  has,  such  Irish  wit  and  Celtic  fluency, 
could  not  confine  himself  to  that  comparatively  narrow 
theme,  and  the  result  was  an  hour's  talk  on  per- 
sonal military  experiences,  lighted  with  patriotic  fervour, 
which  delighted  the  audience.  The  General  was  born  in  the 
Army,  and  after  his  education  at  Trinity  College,  Dublin, 
and  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  there,  entered  the  Amy 
Medical  Service  in  1865,  and  joined  the  King's  Own  Scottish 


Sdegeon-General  George  Joseph  Hamilton  Evatt, 
C.B.,  M.D., 
Vice-Pres.,  Brit.  Med.  Assoc. 

Borderers  the  following  year.  To  him  largely  is  due  the 
reorganisation  of  the  R.A.M.C.,  and  with  Mr.  James 
■Cantlie,  F.R.C.S.,  he  in  1883  organised  the  Volunteer  branch 
of  that  corps.  He  has  spent  most  of  his  official  life  in  India, 
lias  gone  through  several  campaigns,  and  has  written  his  ex- 
periences on  several  occasions.  Now  that  he  is  retired  he 
devotes  his  spare  time  to  the  improvement  of  the  lot  of  the 
.conunon  soldier,  his  great  incentive  being  to  make  a 
national  Army.  He  advises  pharmacists  to  do  what  medical 
and  veterinary  officers  have  done — make  themselves 
thoroughly  proficient  in  knowledge  of  military  pharma- 
ceutical service,  then  show  the  War  Office  that  it  will  pay  to 
establish  a  military  pharmaceutical  corps  with  officers'  rank. 

The  audience  which  gathered  to  hear  General  Evatt  at 
Bloomsbury  was  not  very  large.  About  half-a-dozen  young 
ladies  were  there.  Mr.  E.  A.  Robinson  (President)  was  in 
the  chair,  with  the  General  on  his  right  and  Mr.  T.  H.  W. 
Idris,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  (Vice-President)  on  the 
left.  On  the  front  seats  were  Colonel  C.  E.  Cassal,  F.I.C., 
F.C.S.,  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe,  Colonel  Preston  (Messrs. 
Thos.  Hodgkinson,  Prestons  &  King),  Dr.  Smith  Whitaker 
(Secretary  British  Medical  Association),  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen, 
Mr.  Walter  Hills,  Professor  Greenish,  Professor  Crossley, 
Mr.  Edmund  White,  B.Sc,  Mr.  Jennings  (London  Hos- 
pital), Mr  W.  L.  Howie,  and  Mr.  Alfred  Wright  (Yeovil). 


In  introducing  the  lecturer  the  President  mentioned  a 
goodly  number  of  apologies  he  had  received  from  men  in  or 
of  authority  who  had  been  invited,  beginning  with  Mr. 
Haldane  (the  Minister  for  War)  and  ending  with  Mr.  Tyrer 
(President  of  the  B.P.C.). 

A  War  Reserve  of  Pharmaceutical  Officers 
was  the  title  announced  for  General  Evatt's  lecture.  He 
spoke  extemporaneously  and  very  racily,  so  that  we  content 
ourselves  by  giving  the  gist  of  his  discourse,  especially  as 
nothing  but  cinematograph  and  phonograph  in  combination 
could  give  a  true  impression  of  what  delighted  the  audience. 
He  said  at  the  outset  that  his  object  was  to  enlighten 
pharmacists  as  to  the  position  the  pharmaceutical  profes- 
sion should  occupy  in  the  national  Army.  The  Army,  he 
continued,  has  passed  through  many  changes  in  years  gone 
by,  and  is  rapidly  passing  away  from  its  old  position.  When 
it  became  the  great  national  Army  he  wished  it  to  be,  he 
hoped  that  the  pharmaceutical  profession  would  have  its 
proper  standing  in  it  as  one  of  the  auxiliaries  that  would 
add  to  its  efficiency  in  time  of  war.  (Applause.)  He  did 
not  know  what  their  position  would  be,  but  he  should  deal 
with  it  on  the  lines  of  justice  and,  he  hoped,  on  those  of  the 
broad,  national  brotherhood  and  comradeship  in  the  Army 
as  well  as  everywhere  else  which  ought  to  exist  between 
them  and  a  kindred  profession.  (Applause.)  The  struggle 
through  which  the  medical  profession  had  gone  in  order  to 
maintain  the  position  it  was  entitled  to  in  the  Army  is,  he 
said,  full  of  instruction.  That  struggle  had  been  prolonged 
and  anxious,  but  those  engaged  in  it  had  landed  safely  in 
harbour  at  last.  They  had  only  succeeded  because  one 
comrade  fought  for  another  with  the  one  desire — to  raise  the 
whole  organisation  to  a  state  of  efficiency.  The  contest  in 
which  he  had  been  and  they  [pharmacists]  might  be  en- 
gaged should  not  be  regarded  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
interests  of  the  medical  or  the  pharmaceutical  class.  The 
soldier  is  the  person  both  serve,  just  as  in  civil  life  each 
class  exists  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  And  it  was  accord- 
ing to  their  ability  to  serve  him  efficiently,  and  to  the  train- 
ing they  had  to  undergo  in  order  to  qualify  themselves, 
that  he  desired  the  position  of  pharmacists  to  be  properly 
recognised  when  the  Army  required  their  services.  (Ap- 
plause.) He  appealed  for  efficiency  in  the  Army  for  the 
sake  of  the  soldiers  who  in  various  wars  had  suffered  from 
inefficiency,  and  it  was  in  the  interests  of  efficiency  that  he 
contended  for  a  war  reserve  of  pharmaceutical  officers. 
The  General  then  narrated  his  personal  experience  when  he 
went  to  Netley  Hospital  in  1865,  when  the  medical  organisa- 
tion of  the  Army  was  so  terribly  deficient  as  to  result  in  a 
scandalous  loss  of  life  during  the  Crimean  war.  His  refer- 
ences to  the  chaos  at  Scutari  were  received  with  sympathetic 
"  Hear,  hears"  by  those  who  had  personal  recollections  of 
that  awful  time.  He  spoke  also  of  the  military  opinion  of 
forty  years  ago,  when  perfection  of  dressing  and  stepping 
were  the  standards  of  judgment,  and  compared  these  with 
the  standard  of  efficiency,  organisation,  and  patriotism 
which  dominated  the  Prussian  army  that  beat  Austria  and 
the  Japanese  army  which,  combining  science  with  patriotism, 
has  so  recently  levelled  the  pride  of  Russia.  Turning  to  our 
own  military  Service,  the  General  recalled  the  anomalies 
which  existed  when  the  purchase  system  prevailed. 
ARMY  reform. 

A  most  radical  and  fundamental  change  in  our  Army  took 
place  in  1871,  when  the  system  of  promotion  by  purchase 
was  abolished.  He  (the  General)  was  sold  for  8,000Z.  in  the 
regiment  to  which  he  belonged  at  the  time.  (Laughter.) 
Lord  Cardigan  purchased  his  cavalry  corps  at  a  cost  of 
30,000^.,  and  Sir  Henry  Havelock  had  to  remain  a  lieutenant 
for  three-and  twenty  years  because  promotion  over  him  had 
been  purchased  by  others.  Among  the  other  reforms  brought 
about  at  the  same  time  by  Mr.  Cardwell,  the  prince  of  War 
Ministers,  was  the  territorialising  of  the  various  regiments 
composing  the  Army,  by  which  every  one  had  its  head- 
quarters in  the  county  from  which  it  took  its  name.  The 
Medical  Service  put  forward  their  views  at  this  juncture, 
and  after  considerable  difficulty  they  succeeded  in  breaking 
away  from  the  regiment  and  becoming  a  distinct  corps,  with 
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the  object  of  following  in  the  wake  of  an  army  at  war.  This 
reform  was  entirely  due  to  a  few  ardent  spirits.  And  so, 
while  the  whole  of  the  pharmaceutical  profession  might  not 
rush  in  to  secure  for  its  members  proper  rank  and  adequate 
recognition  when  their  services  were  required  in  the  Ai-my, 
there  might  be  a  few  men  belonging  to  it  who  would  work 
for  the  change.  It  required  some  force  of  imagination  thirty- 
odd  years  ago  to  draft  and  secure  reforms ;  but  they  did 
come.  He  compared  the  system  by  which  medical  and 
surgical  aid  is  now  rendered  to  an  amiy  in  the  field  with 
what  existed  at  the  time  when  he  joined  the  Service.  It  was 
during  the  Afghan  campaign  in  1873  that  he  was  first  im- 
pressed with  the  belief  that  we  in  this  country  were  only 
babies  in  matters  of  organisation.  On  his  return  from 
India  he  began  to  preach  that  they  must  have  a  school  for  the 
teaching  of  the  science  of  war.  He  lectured  at  Birmingham, 
at  Cambridge,  at  Manchester,  and  at  many  other  centres. 
Everywhere  he  left  a  little  Volunteer  R.A.M.C.  He  wanted 
better  recognition  for  the  Service  medical  officers,  keeping 
them  up  to  war's  requirements  and  training  a  corps  of 
auxiliaries  to  assist  them.  Mr.  James  Cantlie  was  the  first 
man  who  appreciated  what  the  last  meant,  and  it  was  ho 
who  helped  the  lecturer  to  establish  the  Volunteer  branch 
of  the  R.A.M.C.  The  General's  experience  of  the  results 
of  his  efforts  was  like  the  return  of  bread  that  Had  been 
cast  upon  the  waters.  He  was,  at  the  time  he  preached  more 
efficiency,  a  little  surgeon-major;  but  in  1903,  when  he  was 
Surgeon-General  of  the  Second  Army  Corps,  he  had  the 
satisfaction  of  seeing  the  Manchester  Volunt(;er  Medical 
Corps  march  750  strong  into  Aldershot.  His  welcome  was 
"  I  expected  you,  because  I  saw  you  before  you  existed." 
(Laughter  and  applause.) 

The  lecturer,  after  referring  to  the  volunteer  staff  of 
nurses  and  the  work  done  by  them  during  the  South  African 
War,  said  that  so  far  his  lecture  had  been  like  the  play  of 
Hamlet  without  the  Prince  of  Denmark,  but  he  showed 
the  position  of  the  pharmacist  in  the  Army  by  recalling 
historical  facts  about 

THE  MEDICAL  ORGANISATION  OF  THE  ARMY. 

Before  1809  there  were  three  important  officials  whose 
attention  was  devoted  to  the  care  and  bodily  welfare  of  the 
Army — viz.,  the  Apothecary-General,  the  Surgeon-General, 
and  the  Physician-General.  In  those  clays  the  hospitals 
were  large  massive  buildings  where  the  sick  and  wounded 
were  placed  in  large  numbers.  After  the  Peninsular  War 
there  was  an  outcry  for  economy,  and  those  large  hos- 
pitals were  broken  up.  There  was  then  no  employment  for 
the  apothecary  or  the  pharmacist,  and  the  medicines  were 
made  vip  by  the  assistant  surgeon  of  each  regiment.  In 
his  young  days  he  had  come  across  books  and  returns  at 
the  bottom  of  which  were  found  certificates  that  the  medi- 
cines had  been  made  up  by  the  assistant  surgeon  of  the 
regiment.  In  the  course  of  time  the  regimental  doctor 
obtained  the  assistance  of  hospital  sergeants.  These  men 
first  began  to  do  a  little  dispensing,  but  after  proper  train- 
ing became  exceedingly  expert  and  knew  their  work  very 
well  indeed,  bvit  they  were  not  sufficient  in  number  to  meet 
the  demands  in  war.  He  suggested  that  their  Society  should 
make  arrangements  by  which  the  help  of  pharmacists  would 
be  forthcoming  in  the  same  way  as  in  the  case  of  nurses 
from  the  civil  hospitals  and  of  members  of  the  Volunteer 
branch  of  the  R.A.M.C.  He  asked  them  to  arrange  in 
time  of  peace  for  the  demands  which  emergency  would 
give  rise  to  in  time  of  war.  If  the  State  chose  to  allow  six  or 
seven  years  for  the  education  and  training  of  the  compound- 
ing sergeant,  well  and  good.  That  was  not  a  question  he 
desired  to  deal  with.  His  aim  was  to  provide  a  reserve 
by  which  qualified  pharmacists  could  be  obtained  to  take 
charge  of  the  dispensing  in  the  larger  hospitals  in  the  course 
of  a  campaign.  In  the  late  war  pharmacists  joined,  but 
they  had  not  a  proper  status,  and  even  yet  any  pharmacist 
who  wishes  to  join  the  R.A.M.C.  has  to  enlist  as  a  private. 
He  wished  to  improve  this  condition  by  providing  for  him  a 
status  more  in  accordance  with  the  position  he  held  in  private 
life  and  with  the  profession  for  which  he  had  trained  and 
become  qualified.  (Applause.)  If  they  gave  the  well- 
qualified  pharmacist  a  status  in  an  army  where  nothing  of 
caste  was  known,  the  nation  would  be  efficiently  served.  As 
a  step  towards  the  formation  of  a  pharmaceutical  reserve 
young  pharmacists  might  join,  say,  the  London  Volunteer 


Medical  Corps.  They  would  then  see  how  the  machine 
worked  and  qualify  themselves  for  the  performance  of  the 
duties  which  would  devolve  upon  the  Army  pharmacist  when 
emergencies  arose.  Two  important  questions  are  at  present 
engaging  the  attention  of  the  country — viz.,  whether  we 
are  to  have  a  conscript  army  or  a  betterment  army — a 
national  anny.  The  General  preferred  the  latter,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  show  how  the  Army  may  be  made  more  attractive 
to  men,  then  outlined  the  conditions  for  the  formation  of 
a  pharmaceutical  reserve.  There  should,  he  said,  be  a 
limit  as  to  age — say,  thirty.  The  pharmacists  who  join  shoiild' 
not  be  expected  to  pay  for  their  uniforms,  but  should  receive 
a  grant  of,  say,  2bl.  The  uniform  should  be  similar  to 
that  worn  by  the  Medical  Service,  with  distinctive  facings,, 
and  they  should  hold  commission  in  the  rank.  The 
reserve  officers  should  not  comprise  any  warrant  or 
non-commissioned  officers.  They  could  obtain  training 
by  attending  a  number  of  drills  and  undergoing  am- 
bulance instruction  by  joining  one  of  the  existing 
Volunteer  bearer  companies  or  ambulance  corps.  They 
might  also  be  expected  to  put  in  a  certain  number  of 
days  in  a  medical  store  or  hospital,  and  there  learn  how  the 
military  carry  on  the  storekeeping  business.  During  the 
South  African  War  there  were  about  300,000  soldiers  en- 
gaged. In  a  similar  campaign  it  would  be  the  pharmacists' 
duty  to  ascertain  how  much  quinine  and  other  medicines- 
were  required.  They  should  look  well  ahead  and  make 
rational  returns  as  to  actual  requirements.  Every  indi- 
vidual chemist  should  also  have  a  good  knowledge  of  the 
analysis  of  water.  The  whole  body  of  officers  would  agree- 
to  be  mobilised  for  war  if  needed  in  national  emergency, 
and  should  receive  a  reserve  retention-fee  of,  say,  251.  a  year. 
The  engagement  could  be  renewed  every  three  years,  and 
any  officer  not  willing  to  re-engage  should  be  at  liberty  to 
retire  and  be  perfectly  free  at  the  end  of  three  years' 
service.  The  pay  should  be  good,  for  unless  the  country 
was  prepared  to  pay  its  officers  well,  it  was  going  in  an 
entirely  wrong  direction.  (Applause.)  If  they  paid  the 
phannacists  a  good  wage,  they  would  do  good  work.  He  felt 
certain  that  the  future  of  the  pharmacist  in  the  Army  is  wa 
assured  one.  Rations  and  water-supply  had  to  be  tested, 
and  pharmacists  would  have  new  kingdoms  to  conquer  so 
soon  as  they  discovered  the  kingdom  in  their  own  brain. 
Concluding,  Surgeon-General  Evatt  said  he  looked  forward 
to  the  time  when  in  future  campaigns  the  pharmacist,  an- 
educated  gentleman,  would  be  in  the  same  position  as  the 
officer,  and  would  regard  his  connection  with  the  Army  as 
an  honourable  one.  He  counselled  them  to  look  after  them- 
selves, because  nobody  else  would  help  them.  (Applause.) 

Discussion. 

Mr.  Carteighe  was  invited  by  the  President  to  open  the- 
discussion,  and  in  so  doing  he  expressed  the  pleasure  that 
the  lecture  had  given  him.  He  also  remarked  that  what 
Surgeon-General  Evatt  had  told  them  recalled  what  had' 
been  going  on  in  pharmacy  during  the  past  sixty  years  :  it 
was  individual  and  voluntary  effort  that  had  made  British' 
pharmacy  what  it  is.  As  an  old  man  he  could  not  be  ex- 
pected to  participate  actively  in  the  movement  which  the- 
lecturer  had  outlined,  but  he  would  help  the  younger  men 
to  the  best  of  his  ability,  and  he  wished  them  every  success. 

Colonel  Cassal  spoke  next,  in  his  best  parade-ground 
maniier,  but  drew  on  a  vein  of  kindred  sympathy,  and  said 
the  suggestion  that  they  should  form  a  corps  of  trained 
pharmacists  on  lines  similar  to  the  R.A.M.C.  was  an 
admirable  one.  He  thought,  however,  that  a  thorough 
understanding  of  discipline  should  first  of  all  be  obtained 
by  those  who  might  join  it. 

Mr.  Idris  emphasised  the  point  urged  by  the  lecturer 
that  if  pharmacists  desire  to  raise  their  status  in  the 
Army  they  must  help  themselves.  There  is,  he  added, 
a  fight  going  on  at  present  in  connection  with  pharmacy 
which  has  opened  his  eyes  to  the  prejudices  of  some  of  our 
official  classes  towards  people  who  desire  to  serve  the 
country  in  their  particular  spheres.  If  pharmacists  do  not 
act  for  themselves  and  contend  for  what  they  are  entitled 
to.  no  other  class  will  do  anything  for  them.  (Applause.) 

Dr.  Smith  Whitaker,  dealing  with  the  importance  of 
organisation,  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  is  only  by  strict 
observance  of  the  principle  of  esprit  de  corps  that  the  phar- 
maceutical profession  can  hope  to  elevate  itself  to  its  proper 
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standing  in  the  community  and  maintain  its  position  in  face 
of  the  antagonistic  forces  which  are  operating  against  it  at 
the  present  time.  • 

Colonel  Preston,  having  commented  briefly  on  the  diffi- 
culty experienced  in  inducing  the  officials  at  the  War 
Office  to  adopt  reforms,  said  the  younger  pharmacists 
might  fonn  a  small  committee  to  deliberate  as  to  what 
might  be  done  by  joining  the  Volunteer  Medical  Corps. 
They  would  thereby  become  disciplined  and  by  degrees 
love  the  work. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills  remarked  that  on  the  occasion  of  his 
residence  in  Paris  he  felt  proud  when  he  found  that  his 
French  pharmaceutical  comrades  were  regarded  as  com- 
missioned officers  in  the  army.  He  mentioned  that  three 
of  his  sons  had  been  connected  with  the  Army. 

Lance-Sergeant  Robinson,  of  the  Honourable  Artillery 
Company  {i.e.,  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  jun.)  said  he  had 
recently  made  inquiries  as  to  the  number  of  pharmacists 
connected  with  Volunteer  corps,  and  found  that  three  of 
■them  hold  his  Majesty's  commission;  at  least  five  are  in 
the  corps  to  which  he  belongs ;  and  he  believed  six  others 
are  in  other  London  Volunteer  corps.  Those  to  whom  he 
had  referred  had  been  through  a  course  of  study  in 
ambulance-work  and  in  stretcher-bearer  companies.  He 
thought  there  should  not  be  the  slightest  difficulty  in 
getting  fifty,  and  even  twice  fifty,  young  men — pharmacists 
of  the  right  stamp — to  train  themselves  for  service  in  the 
field  when  necessity  required,  by  joining  bearer  com- 
panies in  connection  with  corps.  It  was  not  to  be  ex- 
pected, however,  that  phannacists  who  join  should  be 
called  upon  to  perform  the  ordinary  fatigue  duties.  They 
'had  special  training,  and  as  specialists  should  be  relieved 
•from  work  which  could  be  performed  by  the  ordinary 
soldiers.  (Applause.) 

The  Vice-President  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
Surgeon-General  Evatt,  and  the  President,  in  putting  it 
to  the  meeting,  read  a  note  from  Mr.  John  Gibson,  of 
Hexham,  who  while  the  Boer  war  was  on  communicated  to 
the  C.  dk  D.  &  scheme  for  establishing  an  efficient  military 
pharmaceutical  service. 

Surgeon-General  Evatt,  in  acknowledging  the  vote  of 
thanks,  said  he  recognised  that  a  military  training  is  essential 
to  the  pharmacist  in  view  of  the  service  he  would  require 
to  render  in  the  field,  but  he  thought  that,  in  the  first  place, 
i)the  War  Minister  should  be  asked  what  arrangement  he  had 
made  for  the  supply  of  phai-macists  in  the  case  of  war.  He 
might  be  asked  to  grant  an  interview  to  representatives  of 
the  Society,  and  the  question  might  be  put  to  him  what 
status  and  what  terms  he  is  prepared  to  give  pharmacists 
who  may  be  willing  to  serve.  Young  pharmacists  might  help 
the  movement  on,  and  also  assist  the  R.A.M.C.  by  forming 
a  section  or  company  of  their  own,  or  by  joining  bearer 
companies  and  learning  the  work  and  the  elements  of 
military  discipline. 

In  the  Examination-hall,  where  coffee  was  served,  the 
Curator  and  Librarian  exhibited  recent  additions  to  their 
department.  Among  the  drugs  were  fruits  of  Pilocarpus 
algolensis,  Baryhinia  species,  and  Mucuna  pntriens  and 
spines  of  Aracia  horrida  from  Messrs.  Strachan  &  Co., 
chemists,  Salisbury,  Rhodesia;  "  Dende,"  a  bitter  used  in 
Sierra  Leone  as  a  febrifuge,  sent  by  Mr.  L.  Phillips ;  and 
several  additions  to  the  herbarium.

of  the  Society  also  commenced  its  session  of  evening  meet- 
ings on  Friday  evening,  November  16,  when  Dr.  Charles 
Hunter  Stewart,  Professor  of  Public  Health  in  the  Edin- 
burgh University,  delivered  the  inaugural  address.  Pro- 
fessor Stewart  spent  his  adolescent  years  in  pharmacy,  first 
as  apprentice,  then  as  assistant,  to  the  late  Mr.  James 
Aitken,  Edinburgh,  and  after  passing  the  Minor  was  dis- 
penser at  the  Edinburgh  Royal  Infirmary  until  the  last  years 
of  his  medical  curriculum.  He  graduated  in  1884,  then  studied 
abroad  for  a  short  time,  and  in  the  same  year  was  appointed 
assistant  to  the  late  Sir  Douglas  Maclagan,  at  whose  death 
the  chair  of  medical  jurisprudence  was  given  to  Sir  Henry 
Little john,  and  Dr.  Stewart  was  appointed  first  occupant  of 
the  Bruce  and  John  Usher  Chair  of  Public  Health.  He 
has  on  several  occasions  lectured  to  the  North  British 
Branch,  and  had  an  excellent  reception  from  a  large 


audience,  which  met  at  35  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  last 
week,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  D.  B.  Bott,  when  his 
subject  was 

B.\cteriology  and  Pharmacy. 
Professor  Stewart  commenced  by  saying  that  he  would 
be  the  last  to  suggest  that  another  subject  of  study  and 
examination  should  be  added  to  the  pharmaceutical  curri- 
culum, but  what  is  very  urgently  wanted  is  rather  proper

facilities  for  the  practical  and  theoretical  study  of  those 
subjects  at  present  compulsory  for  a  diploma  qualifying  for 
the  practice  of  pharmacy.  ]3acteriology,  he  thought,  has 
an  interest  for  the  pharmacist.  His  work  consists  chiefly 
in  preparing  and  dispensing  those  substances  which  the 
physician  prescribes,  and  any  development  of  therapeutics 
has  always  involved  a  corresponding  advance  in  pharmacy. 
For  the  preparation  of  medicinal  substances,  the  determina- 
tion of  their  purity,  and  the  estimation  of  their  strength,  a 
competent  knowledge  of  chemistry  is  essential,  and  forms  a 
most  important  department  of  pharmaceutical  study.  Of 
recent  years  the  study  of  micro-organisms  has  led  to  the 
introduction  of  new  substances  produced  by  bacteriological 
action  into  therapeutical  and  preventive  medicine. 
Though  these  have  not  yet  been  obtained  in  sufficient  purity 
to  enable  their  exact  chemical  composition  to  be  deter- 
mined, and  have  only  been  produced  by  the  action  of  living 
cells,  they  are  as  truly  the  result  of  chemical  processes  as 
any  of  the  alkaloids  pfoduced  by  the  higher  plants. 
Though  these  substances  are  probably  of  the  nature  of 
albumoses  rather  than  of  alkaloids,  they  have,  like  the 
latter,  distinct  therapeutical  action,  and  are  used  as  curative 
agents.  Probably  the  most  typical  example  of  this  class  is 
the  diphtheria  antitoxic  serum,  which  is  perhaps  the  best 
example  of  the  use  of  such  substances  for  curative  pur- 
poses. In  one  particular  the  action  of  some  of  these  pro- 
ducts differs  remarkably  from  that  of  the  alkaloids.  The 
micro-organisms  of  certain  diseases  have  the  power,  when 
grown  under  certain  conditions  outside  the  body,  of  pro- 
ducing substances  which,  when  injected  into  the  body,  axe 
able  to  stimulate  the  tissue-cells  and  produce  protective 
substances  there,  and  these  confer  immunity  from  the  re- 
spective diseases.  An  excellent  example  is  the  protective 
inoculation  against  Oriental  plague,  which  was  introduced 
by  Dr.  Haffkine  and  is  now  largely  and  successfully  practised 
in  India.  There  is  no  analogy  between  the  effects  of  such 
substances  and  that  tolerance  of  the  action  of  certain  alka- 
loids— for  example,  morphine — which  their  continued  use 
effects.  In  the  case  of  these  alkaloids  the  body  is  distinctly 
in  a  pathological  or  diseased  condition,  while  in  the  case 
of  serum — e.g.,  that  of  black  plagues — the  body  is  absolutely 
healthy  and  yet  has  had  conferred  upon  it  the  power  of 
resisting  this  disease.  The  success  already  attained  has 
stimulated  to  further  work  along  these  lines,  and  it  seems 
highly  probable  that  for  other  diseases  corresponding  sub- 
stances will  be  found  and  used  both  in  the  prophylaxic  cure 
and  the  treatment  of  disease.  The  lecturer  proceeded  to 
point  out  how  the  bacteriological  examination  of  foods  has 
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thrown  much  light  on  the  causation  of  certain  diseases  and 
is  involved  in  its  prevention.  Cows'  milk  is  a  ready 
medium  for  the  growth  of  micro-organisms  and  of  spread- 
ing disease.  He  strongly  deprecated  the  use  of  chemical 
preservatives  to  prevent  milk  from  becoming  sour.  These 
preservatives  have  therapeutical  action,  and  a  child  has  no 
tight  to  be  subjected  to  the  action  of  these  substances.  He 
further  pointed  out  that  preservatives  do  not  remove  con- 
tamination, they  only  cloak  it,  and  while  the  micro-organ- 
isms are  there  all  the  time  their  power  of  producing 
the  characteristic  changes  has  been  removed,  and  the  con- 
sumer does  not  know  that  the  milk  is  unfit  for  consumption. 
The  true  solution  of  the  difficulty,  he  said,  lies  in  more 
thorough  scientific  control,  and  he  ventured  the  opinion 
that  if  that  were  undertaken  by  the  skilled  pharmacist  its 
success  would  be  increased  and  would  ensure  a  suitable 
pecuniary  return.  But  besides  the  possible  advantage  to 
the  pharmacist  of  engaging  in  technical  bacteriological  work, 
the  science  of  bacteriology  might  be  a  great  gainer  by  such 
scientifically  trained  men  taking  it  up  as  a  study.  In  a 
most  interesting  manner  the  Professor  gave  a  narrative  of 
the  beginnings  and  the  advance  of  bacteriology,  the  work 
of  Pasteur  being  particularly  referred  to,  and  explanation 
given  of  bacterial  life  and  work,  with  particulars  about  the 
production  of  immunity  and  the  manufacture  of  serums. 
He  threw  on  a  screen  a  series  of  lantern-slides,  showing 
bacteria  which  produce  such  diseases  as  anthrax,  diphtheria, 
bubonic  plague,  cholera,  typhoid,  and  tuberculosis.  He 
also  exhibited  views  of  the  laboratory  in  India,  where  the 
anti-plague  serum  is  prepared,  described  and  illustrated 
the  processes  which  the  vaccine  undergoes,  and  showed  a 
photograph  of  a  station  where  people  are  inoculated  with 
the  serum,  the  series  concluding  with  a  photograph  of 
Pasteur. 

Mr.  J.  P.  GiLMOUR  (Glasgow)  moved,  and  Dr.  George 
CoTJLL  (Edinburgh)  seconded,  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Professor 
Hunter  Stewart  for  his  address.  Mr.  Tocher  (Peterhead), 
in  supporting  the  motion,  spoke  of  his  own  appointment  as 
bacteriologist  for  Peterhead  and  the  Deer  district,  and  said 
he  had  a  great  fight  to  secure  it.  He  was  told  that  it  was 
an  appointment  which  could  only  be  filled  by  a  medical 
man  who  had  studied  anatomy,  but  he  pointed  out  that 
bacteriology  is  a  study  of  zoology  and  botany.  Professor 
Hunter  Stewart  acknowledged  the  vote,  and  the  meeting 
terminated. 


Two  of  the  ten  deaths  that  have  occurred  from  poisoning 
during  the  past  week  were  misadventures.  Cyril  Green 
{2),  of  Stoke-on-Trent,  drank  a  quantity  of  caustic-soda 
solution  from  a  bottle  he  had  obtained  possession  of  and 
died  as  a  result. — Dr.  Arthur  Hinckes  Bird  (47),  of  Chelsea, 
died  from  an  overdose  of  chloral,  taken  to  induce  sleep. — 
Reginald  George  Fletcher  (51),  a  dry-dock  owner,  died  at 
Patchani,  Brighton,  as  a  result  of  taking  an  overdose  of 
morphine.  Deceased  contracted  the  morphine-habit  abroad 
thirteen  years  ago,  and  his  medical  attendant  told  the 
jury  that  deceased's  daily  dose  increased  from  3  grains 
to  24  grains.  In  his  room  was  found  enough  mor- 
phine to  kill  500  men. — A  development  of  grave 
■charges  in  connection  with  the  management  of  a  maternity 
home  at  Leeds  and  the  arrest  of  Dr.  Craythorne  (42) 
resulted  in  the  suicide  in  prison  of  the  medical  man  by 
cnorphine-poisoning. — Elsie  Durant,  who  was  science- 
mistress  in  a  Liverpool  school,  poisoned  herself  with 
potassium  cyanide  at  her  father's  house  at  Ascot.  She  had 
been  suffering  from  overstudy. — A  labourer,  named  George 
Ling,  committed  suicide  at  West  Ham  with  prussic  acid. — 
Kate  Bradley  (35),  a  domestic  servant,  poisoned  herself  at 
Rochester  with  carbolic  acid. — An  elderly  man,  named 
Bernstein,  committed  suicide  at  Cheetham,  Manciiester,  by 
•taking  a  mixture  of  rat-poison,  iodine,  and  some  other 
chemical. — Frederick  William  Beaumont  (62),  of  Hornsey, 
■poisoned  himself  with  oxalic  acid. — At  an  inquiry  held  at 
'Cardiff  on  November  19,  into  the  death  of  a  builder  and 
contractor,  named  Frank  Ashley,  who  had  taken  poison,  it 
was  stated  that  when  questioned  by  Dr.  Pearce  deceased 
Eaid  ha  ihad  'he&a  taking  "  tablets  of  mercury,"  which  a 


friend  had  advised  him  to  take.  The  doctor  said  these 
tablets  were  a  very  powerful  and  irritant  poison,  but  he 
did  not  ask  deceased  the  name  of  the  friend  who  had 
advised  him  to  take  them,  or  where  he  got  them  from.  The 
Coroner  said  ho  supposed  the  poison  could  be  got  from  any 
chemist,  to  which  Dr.  Pearce  replied  in  the  affirmative.  The 
jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  whilst  temporarily  insane. 


Cbcmical  Society, 


A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  London,  W., 
on  Thursday  evening,  November  15,  Professor  R. 
Meldola,  F.R.S.  (President),  in  the  chair.  There  was  a 
poor  attendance,  and  the  papers  down  for  reading  were  of 
little  general  or  pharmaceutical  interest.  An  unusual 
feature  of  the  meeting  was  the  formal  admission  of  Pro- 
fessor J.  Campbell  Brown,  of  Liverpool  University,  as  a 
Fellow.  The  Professor  was  elected  as  long  ago  as  1867, 
and  has  communicated  papers  to  the  Society,  but  this  was 
the  first  meeting  he  had  attended,  and  his  first  opportunity, 
therefore,  of  shaking  hands  officially  with  the  President. 

Mr.  Lamplough,  of  Cambridge,  gave  an  account  of  his 
researches  on  the  velocities  of  reactions  as  measured  by  the 
rate  of  evolution  of  gases,  and  showed  that  in  such  cases, 
when  the  reaction-mixture  is  vigorously  stirred,  the  gas  is 
evolved  quite  normally  from  the  first  or  after  a  preliminary 
period  of  longer  or  shorter  duration.  The  initial  period  of 
abnormality  is  said  to  be  due  to  the  liquid  becoming  super- 
saturated by  the  gas  produced  in  the  reaction,  and  there  is 
no  need  to  suppose,  with  Veley  and  others  who  have  worked 
on  this  subject,  that  this  stage  is  due  to  the  occurrence  of 
complex  intermediate  reactions. 

The  next  two  papers  were  read  by  Dr.  J.  F.  Thorp,  of 
Manchester,  who  described  (1)  a  new  method  of  producing 
various  amino-derivatives  of  naphthaletie  by  a  condensation- 
process,  and  (2)  showed  that  ■pJient/lsucctnic  anhydride 
exists  only  in  one  form,  which  is  stable  when  kept  in 
vacuous-sealed  tubes,  but  readily  passes  into  the  corre- 
sponding acid  on  exposure  to  moist  air.  The  other  form  of 
the  anhydride  which  had  been  stated  to  exist  was  shown  to 
consist  merely  of  this  acid. 

The  influence  of  sodium  arsenate  on  yeast-juice  was 
the  subject  of  the  last  paper,  communicated  by  Dr.  Harden 
and  Mr.  Young,  of  the  Lister  Institute  of  Preventive 
Aledicine.  When  a  few  c.c.  of  yeast-juice  (i.e.,  the  liquid 
obtained  by  subjecting  brewers'  yeast  to  very  high  pres- 
sures) is  added  to  glucose,  fermentation  takes  place,  rapidly 
at  first,  and  then  more  slowly,  until  after  about  two  days  it 
ceases.  IE  sodiun^  phosphate  is  added  at  this  or  at  an 
earlier  stage,  there  is  a  renewal  or  an  increase  of  the  fer- 
mentation, and  the  phosphate  is  gradually  used  up,  and  no 
longer  reacts  with  "  magnesia  mixture."  If  sodium  arsen- 
ate be  used  in  place  of  the  phosphate,  the  same  revival  of 
the  vigour  of  fermentation  is  produced,  but  the  arsenate 
remains  unchanged  in  form — probably.  Dr.  Harden  sug- 
gested, "because  yeast,  not  expecting  to  meet  with  arsen- 
ate in  the  course  of  its  existence,  is  not  provided  with  any 
mechanism  for  absorbing  it." 

The  remaining  papers  were  taken  as  read,  and  the  meet- 
ing was  adjourned  to  Thursday,  December  6.

Pastlnac  Oil.— According  to  Schimmel  &  Cc.  the  oils  dis- 
tilled from  the  various  portions  of  Pastinaca  sativa  have  the 
following  properties.  The  oil  from  the  dry  seeds,  which 
yielded  1.47  per  cent.,  is  yellow,  sp.  gr.  0.8736,  optical  rotation 
-0°9',  refractive  index  1.43007,  acid-value  4.4,  ester-value 
240.6,  acetyl-Gster  value  276,  and  is  soluble  in  2.5  volumes  of 
80-per-cent.  alcohol.  The  oil  from  the  dry  herb  was  only 
obtained  to  the  extent  of  0.3  per  cent.  Its  characters  are  as 
follows:  Sp.  gr.  1.0168,  optical  rotation  -0°50',  refractive 
index  1.50049,  acid-value  4.2,  ester-value  62.9,  acetyl-ester 
value  86.2.  It  is  soluble  in  6.5  volumes  of  80-per-cent.  alcohol. 
From  the  dried  roots  0.35  per  cent,  was  obtained,  having  the 
following  characters:  Sp.  gr.  1.0765,  optical  rotation  -0°10', 
refractive  index  1.52502,  acid-value  3.9,  _  ester-value  12.6, 
acetyl-ester  value  33.7.  It  is  not  soluble  in  10  Tolumes  of 
80-per-cent.  alcohol.

Association  Presidents. 

The  Isle  of  Thanet  Chemists'  Association  is  one  of  the 
youthful  bodies  in  the  craft;  one,  too,  that  is  not  much  heard 
of  outside  its  own  historic 
ground ;  but  when  any  metro- 
politan chemist  happens  to 
seek  a  breath  of  the  briny  on 
the  North  Foreland  or  there- 
abouts, and  a  casual  chat  with 
a  brother-chip,  one  finds  that 
the  Association  is  very  much 
alive.  Mr.  Daniel  Thomas 
Evans  has  recently  taken  the 
helm  as  President.  Our  infor- 
mation about  Mr.  Evans  goes 
back  to  the  time  when  he  was 
at  Tyssul  Grammar-school, 
Llandyssul,  as  a  pupil  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  James,  M.A.  He 
served  his  apprenticeship  at 
Cardigan,  and  had  experience 
as  an  assistant  in  London, 
Brighton,  Malvern,  and  Ox- 
ford. He  sought  tuition  for  the 
Minor  at  Luff  &  Woodland's 
school,  which  has  the  credit  of  having  trained  many  a  pharma- 
cist who  has  taken  more  than  £  s.  d.  interest  in  the  craft.  Mr. 
Evans  successfully  negotiated  the  Minor  on  April  17,  1884. 
Five  years  later  he  was  in  business  for  himself  at  the  High 
Street,  Margate,  and  since  then  has  added  branches  at  12  Cliff 
Terrace  and  46  Northdown  Road,  Cliftonvillc,  and  at  the 
Public  Hall  Buildings,  Birchingto'n-on-Sea.  Bright  and  up- 
to-date  places  they  are.  Outside  pharmacy  Mr.  Evans  has 
shown  administrative  ability  as  a  member  of  the  Margate 
Town  Council  (since  1904),  on  which  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  and  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee ;  and  he  also  represents  the  Council  on  the  Isle  of 
Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Boai'd.

Federation  of  Local  Pliarmaceutical 
Associations. 

A  Circular  has  been  issned  by  the  Secretary  recommending 
local  Associations  to  discuss  (1)  the  Combination  of  Soap- 
makers  ;  (2)  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Bill ;  and  (3)  the 
Prevention  of  Corruption  Act.  In  respect  to  each  of  these 
subjects  some  information  is  given,  and  those  interested 
can  obtain  copies  of  the  circular  from  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd, 
Hon.  Secretai-y,  Exeter. 

Huddersfield  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Queen  Hotel,  Huddersfield,  on 
Tuesday,  November  20,  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw  (President) 
in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  Spun, 
Amiitage,  Broadbent,  Hadfield,  and  J.  B.  Wood  (Secre- 
tary). The  President  undertook  to  communicate  with  the 
candidates  at  the  Parliamentary  by-election  for  Hudders- 
field, which  is  now  pending,  with  regard  to  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill.  The  consideration  of  the  questions  of  (1) 
The  desirability  of  the  Association  remaining  members  of 
the  Federation  of  Local  Associations,  and  (2)  the  need  of 
further  organisation  in  the  direction  of  guiding  local  asso- 
ciations in  their  work  was  deferred  until  December  11. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  London,  W., 
on  November  15,  at  which  Mr.  C.  Horne  Warner,  Ph.C, 
read  a  paper  on 

"  Some  Extinct  Animals,"  in  which,  by  taking  a 
few  types  of  extinct  animals  from  each  of  the  geological 
periods,  he  traced  the  progress  of  animal  life  from 
the  earliest  times  to  the  last  case  of  extinction,  com- 
mencing with  the  trilobite  and  finishing  with  the  great  auk. 
Plants  were  touched  on,  horsetail  and  lycopodium  being 
mentioned  as  examples  of  plants,  now  only  represented  by 
one  or  two  small  types,  which  were  in  luxuriant  growth  in 
the  coal-measures.  Ihe  lecture  was  illustrated  by  interest- 
ing lantern-slides,  which,  in  the  case  of  the  imaginative 
reconstructions  of  extinct  animals  from  their  fossil  remains, 
aroused  amusement.  Eighteen  members  were  present,  and 
Mr.  J.  Clark  (President)  took  the  chair. 


Altrincham  Chemists'  Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Altrincham  and  District  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  in  the  Association's  rooms  at  the  Axe 
and  Cleaver  Hotel,  Altrincham,  on  Wednesday,  November 
14,  the  president  (Mr.  J.  W.  Unsworth)  in  the  chair.  A 
good  muster  of  officers  was  present. 

Prices. — The  time  was  chiefly  occupied  in  discussing  "The 
Trade,"  and  several  strong  remarks  were  passed  concerning 
the  wholesale  prices  charged  and  retail  prices  fixed  for 
several  new  proprietaries  which  are  being  extensively  adver- 
tised, and  a  resolution  was  passed  that  these  goods  be  either 
not  kept  or  entirely  relegated  to  the  background  until  a 
fair  trading  profit  is  allowed  by  the  makers. 

Other  Important  Trade  Matters  were  also  threshed  out, 
and  a  scheme  was  proposed  which,  we  are  informed,  will 
benefit  the  whole  of  the  chemists  in  the  district,  who  are 
cordially  invited  to  attend  the  meetings,  which  are  held  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month.  The  secretary  is  Mr. 
F.  W.  Scanlon,  3  Ashley  Road,  Altrincham. 

Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Albert  Restaurant  on 
Friday,  November  16,  at  8.30  p.m.,  Mr.  J.  H.  Williams 
(retiring  President)  in  the  chair.  Messrs.  Haynes, 
Bingham,  Hardwick,  Botham,  Hornby,  Toone,  Reid,  Pars, 
Worth,  Hughes,  and  Rose  (Hon.  Secretary)  were  also 
present.  Before  commencing  the  business  on  the  agenda, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Williams  proposed  that  a  letter  of  condolence  be 
sent  to  Mr.  F.  E.  Bilson  on  the  loss  he  had  sustained  through 
the  sudden  death  of  his  wife,  and  that  the  Secretary  be 
instructed  to  have  a  suitable  wreath  sent  on  the  morning  of 
the  funeral  on  behalf  of  the  Association.  He  also  proposed 
that  after  the  election  of  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year, 
the  meeting  should  be  adjourned  as  a  mark  of  sympathy  and 
respect. 

Election  of  President. — Mr.  Stewart  Hardwick,  in  pro- 
posing that  Mr.  Bilson  be  elected  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion, said  it  was  not  necessary  for  him  to  say  anything  in 
the  way  of  recommendation.  Mr.  Bilson  is  well  known  and  ' 
very  highly  respected  by  his  own  confreres  and  in  the 
borough  at  large,  and  would  make  a  very  good  President. 
This  nomination  was  seconded  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Hornby,  and 
carried  unanimously. 

Election  of  Secretary. — Mr.  Pars  much  regretted  that 
Mr.  Rose  had  felt  compelled  to  resign  his  secretaryship  after 
six  years  of  strenuous  work  on  behalf  of  the  Association, 
and  proposed  that  Mr.  W.  A.  Bingham  be  elected  in  his 
stead.  It  gave  him  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  propose  one 
so  able  to  follow  in  that  important  position.  Mr.  Haynes 
seconded,  and  the  motion  was  carried  unanimously.  Mr. 
Bingham,  in  thanking  the  members  for  the  confidence  they 
had  expressed  in  him,  said  he  recognised  the  hard  work  he 
would  have  to  follow  in  the  steps  of  his  predecessor,  who 
had  practically  pulled  the  Association  together  and  brought 
it  to  its  present  strong  position  by  some  years  of  labour. 

Election  of  Committee. — On  ballot-papers  being  col- 
lected and  counted,  it  was  found  that  Messrs.  Hornby,  Pars, 
Haynes,  and  Rose  were  elected  members  of  committee  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  Williams,  in  his  valedictory  address,  thanked  all  the 
members  of  the  Association  for  the  support  they  had 
accorded  to  him  during  his  year  of  office,  and  urged  upon 
them  the  necessity  of  loyal  and  hearty  support  to  their 
incoming  officers,  without  which  it  would  be  impossible  to 
carry  forward  the  work  of  the  Association.  In  accordance 
with  resolution  all  other  business  was  postponed. 

Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  in  the  rooms  of  the  Chemical  Club, 
Victoria  Hotel,  Manchester,  on  Wednesday  evening,  No- 
vember 14,  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley  (President)  in  the  chair. 
There  was  a  larger  attendance  than  usual. 

Poisons  in  Sealed  Packets. — The  Chairman,  in  moving 
the  adoption  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  said 
the  day  following  the  annual  dinner  he  wrote  to  Mr. 
Haworth,  M.P.,  their  guest,  on  the  subject  of  the  distri- 
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bution  of  poisons  in  sealed  packets  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses, pointing  out  that  his  view  that  these  may  be  sold  by 
anybody  practically  gave  away  the  whole  situation.  If 
once  permitted  that  poisons  might  be  sold  in  sealed  packets 
by  unqualified  persons,  they  would  have  poisons  distributed 
all  over  the  Kingdom  and  sold  by  ignorant  or  uneducated 
tradespeople.  His  own  experience  told  him  that  with  such 
permission  numbers  of  people  in  this  country  would  soon 
put  poisons  in  sealed  packets,  and  they  would  have  penny 
packets  of  strychnine,  penny  packets  of  arsenic  or  other 
poisons,  and  it  would  practically  amount  to  a  very  grave 
danger  indeed.  A  day  or  two  later  he  had  an  interview 
with  Mr.  Haworth  on  the  subject,  and  from  the  conver.sa- 
tion  which  passed  he  had  reason  to  think  Mr.  Haworth 
looked  at  the  matter  in  a  new  light.  He  (Mr.  Woolley) 
felt  satisfied  that  they  as  chemists  had  got  a  supporter  for 
a  larger  part  of  their  desires  from  a  parliamentary  point  of 
view.  (Applause.) 

New  Members. — The  following  were  proposed  :  Messrs. 
P.  Woolley,  T.  H.  Livesley,  E.  L.  Merry,  H.  Watts,  and 
H.  Roberts. 

Divisional  Secret.\ries. — This  subject  was  mentioned, 
and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  Mr.  Bremridge 
about  it. 

Proprietary  and  other  Foods. — Mr.  A.  W.  Duncan, 
F.C.S.,  read  a  paper  on  this  subject,  in  the  course  of  which 
he  said  that  the  elaborate  and  thorough  experiments  of 
Professor  R.  H.  Chittenden  and  his  collaborators,  of  Yale 
University,  have  shown  that  half  or  less  than  half  of  the 
quantity  of  proteid  food  given  in  the  so-called  standard 
dietaries  of  Voit  and  others  will  suffice  for  health  and  work. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  great  majority  of  the  Western 
civilised  races  consume  too  much  food,  to  which  fact  is  due 
much  of  the  prevalent  digestive  and  nervous  disorders.  The 
proprietors  of  some  foods  continue  to  urge  the  obsolete  view, 
in  an  exaggerated  form,  that  foods  should  be  valued  rela- 
tively to  their  proteid-content ;  some  even  ignore  the  other 
constituents.  In  this  manner  milk-casein  preparations  are 
alleged  to  be  of  supreme  importance.  The  truth  is  that  it  is 
only  when  a  very  bad  selection  of  food  has  been  made  that 
there  is  any  deficiency  of  proteids.  Any  considerable  excess 
of  proteid  material  is  a  menace  to  the  well-being  of  the 
body,  as  its  catabolism  or  breaking-up  puts  a  strain  upon 
the  excretory  organs,  especially  upon  the  liver  and  kidneys. 
The  term  nourishment  is  often  used  wrongly.  It  should 
not  be  restricted  to  proteid  material;  carbohydrates, 
fats,  and  assimilable  salts  are  equally  entitled  to 
the  term.  A  conuuon  fault  of  proprietary  prepara- 
tions is  that  they  produce  soft  pappy  material,  which 
discourages  mastication  and  insalivation.  thus  encouraging 
hasty  eating  and  over-eating.  Mr.  Duncan  described 
several  much-advertised  foods,  and  pointed  out  the 
absurd  statements  that  are  made  concerning  them  and  the 
ease  with  which  certain  analytical  and  other  testimonials 
could  be  procured. — The  paper  was  discussed  by  the  Chair- 
man, Mr.  W.  Lane,  Mr.  James  Grier  (who  made  a  most 
amusing  speech),  and  Mr.  Kidd,  the  author  replying. 

Thames  Valley  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Kingston 
Hotel,  Kingston,  on  November  21,  when  Mr.  F.  Harvey, 
a  past-President  of  the  Association,  presided  over  an  un- 
usually large  attendance.  A  communication  was  read  from 
the  Dewsbury  and  District  Chemists'  Association  concern- 
ing a  resolution  which  they  had  sent  to  prominent  pro- 
prietors of  proprietary  articles  not  at  present  on  the 
P.A.T.A.  declining  to  exhibit  showcards  or  in  any  way 
assisting  the  sale  of  articles  unless  bearing  a  living  profit. 
The  action  of  the  Dewsbury  Association  was  endorsed  by 
the  meeting.  The  principal  business  of  the  evening 
was  an  address  by  the  President  (Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow 
Woolcock)  on  "  Pharmacy  :  Past,  Present,  and  Future." 
In  the  course  of  a  comprehensive  and  eloquent  address  Mr. 
Woolcock  first  traced  the  evolution  of  pharmacy  and  medi- 
cine from  the  earliest  records  down  to  the  time  when  medi- 
cine and  pharmacy  became  dissociated  and  pharmacy  struck 
out  as  a  distinct  and  separate  art.  He  showed  the  share  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  had  in  this  work,  and  traced  the 
work  of  the  Society  up  to  the  present  time.  The  President 
considered  that  the  Act  of  1868  was  the  death-blow  to 


pharmacy  as  a  profession,  as  it  was  a  compromise  between 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  United  Society  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists,  and  was  merely  a  Poisons  Act. 
He  had  misgivings  as  to  the  position  to-day,  as  pharmacy 
is  rapidly  passing  away  from  individuals  into  company- 
trading — a  change  which  is  sanctioned  by  Parliament  and 
blessed  by  the  public.  He  could  not  predict  what  phar- 
macy would  be  in  the  future,  but  thorough  organisation 
must  be  adopted  for  pharmacy  to  meet  with  success.  He 
directed  attention  to  the  way  in  which  grocers  at  the 
present  time  are  fighting  the  Soap-trust  through  their 
organisations.  Chemists  could  with  advantage  take  a  leaf 
from  them.  Chemists  retail  soap,  but  they  have  not  taken 
sufficient  advantage  of  the  "soap  talk"  to  let  the  public 
know  that  they  also  are  interested.  In  his  opinion 
present-day  movements  like  the  Soap-trust  and  the 
"Times"  Book-club  are  inimical  to  pharmacy.  For  in- 
stance, if  the  Book-club  win  in  their  struggle  with  the 
publishers,  their  triumph  will  reflect  on  the  P.A.T.A. 

An  animated  and  interesting  discussion  followed,  in  which 
Messrs.  Higgs,  Bunker,  Palmer,  Nethercoat,  Evans,  Pim 
Jackson,  and  the  Chairman  took  part.  Mr.  Nethercoat  pre- 
dicted that  a  problem  of  the  future  would  be  unqualified 
owners  of  chemists'  businesses  versuf;  qualified  chemists; 
would  the  unqualified  eventually  swamp  the  qualified  ?  He 
thought  parents  in  putting  their  sons  in  the  business  would 
not  think  it  necessary  for  them  to  qualify.  Mr.  Higgs 
elicited  from  the  President  that  by  the  death-blow  to  phar- 
macy by  the  1868  Act  he  meant  that  if  that  Act  had  not 
been  a  compromise  between  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  might  have  been  able  to  have 
regulated  the  craft  and  restricted  the  dispensing  of 
medicines  to  duly  qualified  chemists.  Some  of  the  speakers 
were  an.xious  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  and  a 
definite  plan  drawn  up  to  bring  about  the  direct  affiliation 
of  the  local  Associations  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  several  expressed  the  opinion  that  there  was  no  neces- 
sity for  the  present  Federation  of  Chemists'  Associations, 
considering  it  a  waste  of  energy. 

Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

A  CONVERSAZIONE  and  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at 
the  St.  Bride  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  London,  E.G.,  on 
November  21.  The  attendance  was  good,  and  an  interest- 
ing and  practical  evening  was  spent.  Mr.  F.  W.  E.  Ayling 
gave  some  useful  demonstrations  of  optical  jobbing  work, 
from  which  several  of  the  members  admitted  picking  up  prac- 
tical hints  in  frame-repairing,  the  method  of  determining 
the  axes  of  cylinders,  and  of  marking  cutters  and  edging 
them,  accomplishments  which  are  useful  for  special  orders, 
besides  inspiring  the  customer  with  greater  confidence  in  his 
optician.  The  edging-stone  in  use  was  lent  by  Messrs. 
Raphael,  Wheway  &  Red  fern,  Ltd. 

During  the  evening  Mr.  F.  W.  Mackinney  read  a  paper 
entitled 

A  ReTROSPECX  AND  A  FORECAST, 

which  was  of  an  autobiographical  nature.  Mr.  Mackinney 
started  in  business  forty-five  years  ago  as  a  watchmaker  and 
jeweller,  but  the  business  of  spectacle-supplying  was  soon 
forced  upon  him  by  the  inquiries  of  customers,  and,  after 
following  for  a  short  time  the  common  practice  of  allowing 
customers  to  suit  themselves  from  a  drawerful  of 
spectacles,  he  commenced  sight-testing  by  purchasing 
one  of  the  earliest  optometers,  marked  in  inches  for 
plus  lenses  from  six  to  forty-eight  and  in  arbitrary  num- 
bers from  two  to  fourteen  for  minus  lenses.  The  instrument 
was  passed  round  for  inspection.  Though  useless  for 
myopia,  it  gave  some  idea  of  the  power  required  by  the 
aged.  Later,  he  added  Broham's  refraction  test  and  a 
proper  trial-case  to  his  appliances,  and  was  scientifically  test- 
ing sight  when  the  customer  of  the  stores  and  the  average 
dealer  was  still  suiting  himself  from  a  drawerful  of  spec- 
tacles. In  the  early  days  there  was  no  sight-testing  instruc- 
tion obtainable,  and,  with  the  exception  of  some  lectures 
by  Professor  Silvanus  Thompson  in  1889,  Mr.  Mackinney 
had  to  teach  himself  from  actual  practice  until  he  took  the 
course  of  instruction  for  the  first  S.M.C.  examination  in 
1898.  Turning  to  his  forecast,  Mr.  Mackinney  said  that  the 
interests  of  the  public  require  that  ophthalmic  opticians 
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should,  like  chemists,  have  legal  recognition,  which  he  pre- 
dicted will  ultimately  be  accorded.  Any  Act  passed  by  Par- 
liament will  admit  all  in  actual  business.  The  body  entrusted 
with  future  examinations  for  optical  qualification  should  be 
sufficiently  detached  from  trade  interests  to  conunand  public 
confidence,  and  should  also  be  the  governing  body.  Such  a 
body,  he  thought,  was  the  Court  of  the  Spectacle-makers' 
Company.  The  optician  of  the  early  future  will  far  surpass 
the  optician  of  to-day.  Mr.  Mackinney  prescribed  a  curri- 
culum at  a  recognised  college  and,  if  permitted,  a  short 
hospital  training  for  the  candidate,  so  that  he  may  better 
recognise  cases  needing  the  surgeon's  aid.  The  optician  will 
then,  he  thought,  in  most  cases  be  an  optician  only.  Mr. 
Mackinney  concluded  his  remarks  with  some  trading  sug- 
gestions drawn  from  experience.  To  the  beginner  with 
small  capital  the  ability  to  make  or  repair  the  articles  of  his 
trade  may  make  the  difference  between  success  and  failure.  If 
a  shop  be  taken  on  a  repairing  lease,  a  sinking-fund  insurance 
policy  is  a  good  means  of  covering  tlie  repairing  liability  on 
expiration  of  the  lease.  Insurances  to  cover  other  liabilities, 
such  as  plate-glass  and  employer's  liability,  if  skilled  assis- 
tants be  employed,  are  strongly  to  be  recommended.  Dis- 
counts obtained  by  prompt  payments  will  probably  pay  the 
rates.  For  advertising,  Mr.  Mackinney  has  found  circulars 
to  pay  best,  but  it  is  necessary  to  have  something  definite 
to  advertise. 

Mr.  Julius  Ctesar  proposed,  and  Mr.  J.  Harcombe  Cuff 
seconded,  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer,  which  was 
carried  with  considerable  applause.

Opticians'  Dinner. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Optical  Association  was 
held  at  the  Trocadero  Restaurant,  Piccadilly  Circus, 
London,  W.,  on  November  21.    The  following  was  the 


result  of  the  election  of  new  officers  :  President,  Mr.  A.  W. 
Oxbrow  (Norwich)  ;  Vice-President,  Mr.  James  Lucking 
(Birmingham);  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  E.  G.  Orr;  Hon. 
Secretary,  Mr.  Eobert  Sutcliffe  (Eochdale).  Ordinary 
members  of  the  council,  Mr.  E.  G.  Appleby,  Mr.  H.  B. 
Doleman,  Mr.  J.  H.  Sutcliffe,  Mr.  C.  R.  Turner,  and  Mr. 
F.  Melson  Wingate. 

The  annual  dinner  took  place  in  the  evening,  there  being 
about  sixty  people  present,  these  including  several  ladies. 
The  President  (Mr.  Oxbrow)  was  in  the  chair  and  was 
supported  by  the  officers  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Hyatt- Wolff 
proposed  the  toast  of  "  The  British  Optical  Association," 
referring  to  it  as  the  first  optical  society  in  this  country  to 
undertake  the  advancement  of  the  optical  industry  and  the 
first  society  to  hold  optical  examinations.  The  President, 
in  reply,  admitted  that  the  outlook  in  the  past  year  had 
been  somewhat  cloudy,  but  stated  that  as  a  result  of  the 
recent  optical  conference  the  prospects  had  considerably 
improved.  He  finished  his  speech  by  presenting  to  the 
retiring  President  (Mr.  John  Allan)  an  illuminated  address, 
as  a  recognition  of  his  services  to  the  optical  industry. 
Mr.  Allan,  in  replying,  remarked  that  the  object  of  the 
founders  of  the  Association  was  to  make  each  member 
a  thinker  and  worker  and  not  to  mould  all  in  one  mould. 
There  are,  he  said,  greater  demands  than  ever  for  first-class 
optical  work.  Mr.  Murray  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The 
Optical  Industry,"  to  which  Mr.  W.  Salt  replied.  The 
final  toast  was  that  of  "  The  Guests." 

The  Western  Dinner. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Western  Chemists'  Association 
of  London  was  held  on  November  21  at  the  Cafe  Royal, 
Regent  Street,  W.  This  function  is  usually  of  the  high- 
toned  order,  and  this  year  the  new  President,  Mr.  Edmund 
White,  who  presided,  succeeded  in  giving  it  a  distinction 
by  securing  the  presence  of  two  distinguished  teachers — 
Professor  Jackson,  who  fills  the  chair  of  Chemistry  at 
King's  College,  London  ;  and  Dr.  Dixon,  Professor  of  Phar- 
macology at  Cambridge,  who  made  his  pharmaceutical 
debut  at  the  B.P.C.  meeting  at  Brighton  last  year.  The 
chairmen  of  the  spur-tables  were  Messrs.  J.  W.  Bowen, 
Frank  Rogers,  H.  R.  Procter,  and  Dr.  W.  Harrison  Martin- 
dale.  Among  others  immediately  supporting  the  President 
were  Messrs.  R.  A.  Robinson  (President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society),  C.  B.  Allen,  J.  F.  Harrington,  W.  F. 
Gulliver,  J.  H.  Mather  (Godalming),  and  Professor 
Greenish.  In  the  company  were  observed  Messrs.  John  C. 
Umney,  E.  Casson  Wright,  M.  Foster,  Ealph  Cassie,  G.  J. 
Knight,  J.  D.  Marshall,  W.  A.  Goodall,  H.  Hickey,  an(} 
Sidney  Jamieson  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co.),  Pirie  and  Butler 
(Camwal,  Ltd.),  C.  A.  Martin,  Dickson,  and  Britton 
(S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons),  WUliams  (Wright,  Layman  & 
Umney),  Arrowsmith  (Apollinaris  Co.,  Ltd.),  Royle 
(Ingram  &  Eoyle,  Ltd.),  and  others.  The  menu  was 
excellent  and  well  served. 

After  coffee  had  been  sipped  "  The  King  "  was  honoured', 
and  then  Dr.  Martindale  gave  "  The  PharmaceuticaJ 
Society."  Speaking  of  the  Benevolent  Fund,  he  said  that  a> 
man  who  had  been  forty-five  years  a  member  of  the  Society, 
and  who  had  subscribed  to  the  fund  for  twenty  years,  was 
surely  entitled  to  help  from  his  fellow-workers  when  he 
fell  on  evil  days.  He  wondered  whether  the  new  regula- 
tions regarding  the  Major  examination  would  mean  that 
the  Major  would  sink  entirely  into  oblivion  in  the  future. 
Quoting  from  a  somewhat  "anti-chemist"  article  in  a 
recent  issue  of  the  "Lancet"  contributed  by  a  barrister- 
at-law.  Dr.  Martindale  said  the  zeal  with  which  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  watched  attempts  to  take  undue  advantage 
of  the  English  patent-law  as  regard  poisonous  chemical- 
preparations  was  a  thing  for  which  the  British  public  should' 
be  grateful.  He  considered  that  indiscriminate  dealings- 
with  poisons  would  be  disastrous  in  the  extreme. 

Mr.  Robinson  Replies. 
Mr.  E.  A.  Robinson  said,  although  nothing  fresh  had 
transpired  lately,  it  behoved  all  who  loved  pharmacy  to  see 
that  they  relaxed  no  efforts  to  maintain  it  in  the  position 
it  should  occupy.  Pharmacy  could  only  be  worthily  upheld 
from  the  educational  point  of  view ;  for  if  the  ideal  of  high 
education  were  not  kept  up,  there  could  be  no  adequate 
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reason  put  forward  for  the  State  to  give  pharmacists  the 
protection  they  ask  for.  Pharmacy  is  not  a  profession  for 
the  poor.  It  is  advisable  that  parents  or  guardians  should 
see  that  the  young  men  whom  they  desire  to  enter  pharmacy 
should  first  be  possessed  of  a  fairly  good  education,  and  have 
sufficient  education  at  least  to  be  able  to  pass  the  Society's 
examinations  with  ease.  The  young  men  who  come  up  and 
fail  constantly  at  the  present  time  have  not  received  in  their 
youth  the  necessary  knowledge  and  business-training  they 
ought  to  have  had.  It  cannot  be  said  that  the  examinations 
are  too  strict.  Ladies  go  up  and  get  through  with  ease  the 
first  time.  Furthermore  pharmacy  must  not  be  undertaken 
merely  from  the  commercial  point  of  view.  The  personal  ele- 
ment and  brain-qualification  are  necessities  for  genuine 
success.  He  did  not  agree  with  those  who  prophesied  that 
the  change  in  the  regulations  regarding  the  Major  examina- 
tions meant  the  death-knell  of  that  examination.  Dealing 
with  Parliamentary  and  legal  affairs,  the  Society's  President 
said  they  had  not  changed  during  the  past  few  months.  His 
attention  had  been  drawn  to  a  statement  made  in  a  paper, 
"on  authority,"  that  the  Government  Pharmacy  Bill  had 
been  definitely  dropped  for  the  present  Session.  "That 
may  be  so,"  said  the  President,  "but  the  Secretary  of 
State  informed  me— I  think  within  the  past  forty-eight 
hours — that  the  Bill  has  not  been  dropped,  and,  further, 
that  he  would  regret  it  very  much  if  the  Bill  were  dropped 
this  Session."  But  in  any  case  the  Council  had  not  been 
compromised  in  any  way,  and  they  are  quite  at  liberty  either 
to  oppose  the  Bill  if  it  does  come  forward  this  Session  or  to 
push  forward  their  own  Bill  as  they  think  fit.  He  (the 
President)  had  been  authorised  by,  he  might  say,  the  whole 
Council  to  endeavour  to  get  some  measure  useful  to  and 
approved  of  by  them  from  the  Government,  and  that  he 
was  endeavouring  to  do.  If  that  cannot  be  done  then  the 
Government  Bill  can  be  opposed,  the  Council's  own  Bill 
introduced,  and  an  endeavour  made  to  get  both  Bills 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  for 
consideration. 

"  The  Western  Chemists'  Association  "  was  proposed  by 
Professor  Greenish,  and  the  Chairman  replied.  In  re- 
sponse to  the  toast  of  "  The  Visitors,"  Professor  Jackson 
gave  a  delightful  speech  in  which  he  expressed  his  un- 
changed optimism  regarding  the  great  future  before 
pharmacy.  He  advocated  the  institution  of  a  higher 
qualification  in  pharmacy  than  at  present  obtains.  He 
would  call  it  a  Fellowship  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  the  aim  and  purpose  of  the  Fellows  would  be  to  do  all 
the  preparative  work  required  by  the  medical  man.  If 
medical  men  could  only  know  that  there  were  pharmacists 
in  every  town  in  the  country  ready  and  capable  of  doing 
all  the  analyses  in  pathology,  bacteriology,  and  so  forth  that 
they  require,  they  would  be  very  thankful.  At  present 
pathological  and  other  specimens  have  to  be  sent  hundreds 
of  miles  to  be  analysed  adequately  ;  consequently  the  result 
is  not  of  much  value.  Dr.  Dixon,  who  also  responded,  was 
much  struck  with  Professor  Jackson's  idea,  and  agreed 
entirely  with  him  that  such  a  need  did  exist,  and  that 
pharmacists  were  capable  of  supplying  it.  "  The  Dinner 
Committee,"  proposed  by  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen,  was  responded 
to  by  Mr.  H.  E.  Procter,  the  new  hon.  secretary.  A 
musical  programme  of  more  than  usual  excellence  was 
carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Henry  Prenton. 
The  artistes  were  Miss  Eva  Colton,  Miss  Ivy  Moore,  Miss 
Estelle  Stapley,  Mr.  Ivor  Warren,  and  Mr.  Prenton  him- 
self. Miss  Marjorie  Prenton  showed  herself  a  precociously 
talented  accompanist.

Morocco  Trade.— For  the  first  time  France  has  superseded 
the  United  Kingdom  in  her  trade  with  Morocco,  the  total 
export^  to  and  imports  from  France  last  year  being  greater 
than  those  of  any  other  country.  Formerly  the  United  King- 
dom could  claim  considerably  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the 
whole.  A  decline  of  7,800  cwt.  in  the  exports  of  Moroccan 
beeswax  is  noted,  only  3,709  cwt.  being  shipped  in  1905 
tiermany,  France,  and  Austria-Hungary  were  the  chief  con- 
sumers.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  Bill  still  appears  in  the  orders,  and  its  second  reading 
is  postponed  from  November  19  to  November  26. 

Wellcome  Research  Laboratories. 
Mr.  George  Greenwood  repeated  on  November  16  the 
question  he  put  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  Session  (6'.  <£,-  D., 
July  28,  p.  121)  in  regard  to  vivisectional  experiments 
performed  in  the  Wellcome  Research  Laboratories,  Gordon 
College,  Khartoum.  Sir  Edward  Grey,  in  his  reply,  said  : 
"  No  vivisectional  experiments  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the 
term  are  conducted  at  the  laboratories,  but  from  time  to 
time  painless  hypodermic  inoculations  have  been  given  to 
living  animals."  Sir  Edward  also  explained  how  the  college 
is  governed. 

Opium  in  the  Transvaal. 
Several  questions  relating  to  the  use  of  opium  by  the 
Chinese  in  the  Transvaal  have  been  asked  during  the  week, 
and  Mr.  Winston  Churchill  has  in  each  case  given  informa- 
tion to  his  querists  which  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  has 
already  published. 

Size  of  Postcards. 
The  Postmaster-General  informed  Mr.  Wedgwood  Benn 
on  Wednesday  that,  in  response  to  representations  made  to 
him  on  behalf  of  publishers  of  postcards,  he  had  given 
instructions  that,  up  to  the  end  of  April  1907,  cards  not 
smaller  than  the  minimum  size  allowed  before  November  1 
are  to  be  permitted  to  pass  unchallenged,  provided  that  in 
other  respects  they  conform  to  the  present  postcard  regula- 
tions. 

Industrial  Alcohol. 
It  was  suggested  to  Mr.  Bryce  on  Tuesday  by  Mr.  Ferens, 
managing  director  of  Messrs.  Reckitt  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  that 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  for  Ireland  should  inquire 
whether  it  is  possible  profitably  to  utilise  partially  diseased 
potatoes  for  the  manufacture  of  crude  starch  from  which 
spirit  for  motor  use  could  be  produced.  The  Chief  Secre- 
tary for  Ireland  stated  in  reply  that  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  has  made  inquiries 
into  the  question  of  the  manufacture  of  alcohol  from 
potatoes  for  motor  use,  the  result  of  which  does  not  tend 
to  show  that  it  would  be  possible  to  start  a  profitable 
industry  of  the  kind  in  Ireland.  The  Department  does 
not  anticipate  that  there  would  be  an  annual  supply  of 
diseased  tubers  sufficient  to  warrant  the  expenditure  of 
the  large  amount  of  capital  necessary  for  the  establishment 
and  equipment  of  the  buildings  which  would  be  required 
for  the  manufacture  of  alcohol  from  potatoes. 

Campaign  against  Malaria. 
Mr.  Winston  Churchill  informed  Mr.  Boland  on 
Tuesday  that  a  director  has  been  engaged  for  the  Bacterio- 
logical Institute  in  Mauritius,  that  a  disinfecting-station 
exists  there,  and  that  the  Mauritius  Government  are  con 
sidering  how  further  measures  against  malaria  can  best  be 
taken. 

The  Soap  "  Combint;." 
Mr.  Lloyd-George,  in  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Money 
about  the  soap  trust  or  combine  controlling  fully  75  per  cent, 
of  the  entire  soap-trade  of  this  country,  has  stated  that  the 
Board  of  Trade  are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  such 
matters,_and  will  watch  carefully  the  effect  of  such  combines 
on  the  trade  and  industry  of  this  country. 


Advertising-balloons. — The  use  of  toy  balloons  as  a 
means  of  advertisement  has  gained  favour  reoenily  in  the 
Midlands.  Attached  to  each  balloon  set  free  are  the  name  and 
address  of  the  sender,  with  a  promise  to  give  a  small  present 
to  the  finder  if  he  sends  it  to  the  firm  with  date  and  place 
of  arrival. 

Vaseline  and  Paraffins  in  Russia. — In  addition  to  the 
usual  duty,  the  Russian  Custom  authorities  have  levied  an 
Excise-tax  of  60  kop.  per  pod  on  vaseline  and  soft  paraffins 
imported  from  abroad,  as  this  Excise-tax  is  laid  upon  the 
inland  manufacture  of  these  petroleum  productions. 
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Medical  Cyllin. — Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd., 
64  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.G.,  inform  us  that  they  have 
succeeded  in  raising  the  carbolic  coefficient  of  medical  cyllin 
to  that  of  mercuric  chloride — viz.,  20 — as  compared  with  1  for 
carbolic  acid,  Bacillus  typhosus  culture  being  the  testing- 
medium. 

Window-tickets. — "Specialist,"  who  has  been  adver- 
tising window-tickets,  three  for  Is.,  in  the  C.  S  D.  Supple- 
ment, sends  us  specimens  of  his  work.  The  cards  measure 
approximately  7  by  5  in.,  are  well  lettered,  and  calculated, 
from  the  solidity  of  the  millboard  and  finish  of  the  surface, 
to  last  well. 

EosiN-AZUR  SoLOiD. — Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.,  Snow  Hill  Buildings,  London,  E.C.,  have  put  up  in 
compressed  form  the  dyes  required  for  staining  malarial 
blood  by  Giemsa's  method.  One  of  these  soloids  of  eosin- 
azur  is  dissolved  in  methyl  alcohol  to  make  the  staining- 
solution.  Nuclear  and  malarial  bodies  stain  an  intense  red 
or  violet  colour,  while  the  spirochaete  pallida  can  be  identi- 
fied by  the  paler  reddish  purple  it  takes  on.

We  note,  for 
example,    full    statements    respecting    formic    acid  and 
formates,  ethyl  chloride,  aloes  and  aloin,  benzoyl  peroxide, 
copper  alginate,  lithium  citrate  (titration),  opsonins,  and 
pancreatic  ferments,  which  are  a  few  only  out  of  scores  of 
paragraphs  that  bring  together  in  the  concisest  manner  the 
progress  of  the  past  fifteen  months.   This  section  is  followed 
by  one  on  Squire's  special  preparations,  but  even  here 
advertisement  is  subordinated  to  useful  information  for 
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physicians.  Section  C  is  devoted  to  weights  and  measures, 
a  most  useful  contrast  of  B.P.,  U.S. P.,  and  G.P.  standards 
for  galenicals,  and  to  solubilities.  There  is,  by  the  way,  a 
good  deal  of  plain  talk  about  standardisation  in  the  booklet, 
which  is  not  unwelcome,  as  pharmacologists  are  at  present 
inclined  to  run  away  from  the  fruits  of  clinical  experience. 

Christmas  Soaps. — "  Utility  "  is  a  marked  feature  of  the 
Christmas  soap-caskets  produced  this  year  by  Messrs.  D.  & 
W.  Gibbs,  Ltd.,  of  the  City  Soapworks,  London,  E.  A 
look  round  the  showroom  at  Wapping  discloses  a  series  of 
twelve  different  cases,  all  new,  for  Christmas  1906,  and  in 
every  case  the  receptacle  in  which  the  soap  is'  packed  can 
be  usefully  employed  after  the  tablets  have  been  removed. 
There  are  two  circular  cases — one  with  a  picture  on  the  lid, 
the  other  plain  leatherette — each  containing  four  tablets  of 
the  well-known  Gibbs's  cold-cream  soap  and  one  tin  of 
shaving-soap.  These  cost  24s.  per  dozen,  and  when  empty 
are  ideal  collar-boxes  for  gentlemen.  For  a  lady  the  cus- 
tomer might  choose  the  workbox  pattern  (in  imitation 
wickerwork),  containing  six  tablets  of  assorted  soaps,  a 
handkerchief-box  with  a  quaint  old-world  picture  on  the  lid 
— which,  by  the  way,  is  divided  in  two,  like  double-doors 
opening  in  the  middle — a  nick-nack  box,  a  glove-box,  a 
trinket-box,  or  a  tie-box.  The  double-lidded  handkerchief- 
box  contains  six  tablets  of  soap  (cost  24s.  per  doz.),  the 
nick-nack  box  has  three  tablets  of  balsamic  cameo-soap  in 
one  compartment,  and  a  drawer  which  pulls  out  at  the  other 
side  discloses  three  tablets  of  cold-cream  soap  as  well.  The 
cost  of  the  latter  is  18.s.  6d.  per  dozen.  The  glove-box  (16s. 
per  dozen)  has  four  tablets  of  Koh-i-noor  soap ;  the  trinket- 
laox  (10s.  per  dozen),  with  three  separate  compartments  and 
a  shelf  for  necklace  or  chain,  holds  three  tablets;  and  the 
tie-box,  suitable  for  either  a  lady  or  gentleman  (12s.  per 
doz.),  contains  three  tablets  of  Jockey  Club  soap.  The 
"  odd  box,"  in  leatherette,  with  an  old  Dutch  picture  on 
the  lid,  and  three  tablets  of  "  Griffin  "  soap,  is  a  very  taking 
shillingsworth  (cost  8s.  per  dozen).  Another  shilling  line  is 
a  handkerchief-box  containing  five  tablets  of  assorted  soaps. 
Even  a  sixpenny  box  has  been  produced  (3s.  9d.  per  doz.), 
and  well  produced,  too.  It  has  a  fancy  picture-lid  and 
three  tablets  of  assorted  soaps.  But  the  marvel  for  quick 
sale  and  popularity  is  the  soap  "  Baby  in  Bassinette."  The 
babies,  pink,  white,  and  black,  are  each  packed  in  a  bas- 
sinette carton,  and  an  ingenious  aperture  on  the  lid  of  the 
carton  discloses  to  those  in  the  secret  the  baby  reclining  in 
his  bassinette.  The  retail  price  is  one  penny,  and  the  cost 
is  8s.  6d.  per  gross  net.

ON  Thm'sday  afternoon,  November  22,  an  exceptionally 
well-attended  meeting  of  proprietors  of  proprietary 
articles  convened  by  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  was  held  at  the  office,  Oxford  Court, 

E.  C,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  John  C.  Umney, 

F.  C.S.,  the  business  being  outlined  in  the  agenda  thus  : 

To  consider  the  effect  of  the  regulations  requiring  declara- 
tions of  composition  issued  by  the  Governor-General  of  the 
CommonwQiilth  under  the  Commerce  Act  of  Australia,  which 
are  to  coriio  into  force  on  January  1  next,  and  as  to  the 
steps  to  be  taken  to  obtain  a  complete  recognition  of  the 
exemption  from  publication  of  trade  secrets  accorded  by 
the  Act. 

To  consider  what  stops  shall  be  taken  in  view  of  proposed 
further  legislation  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  viz., 
Pure  Food  Act  of  Victoria,  1905,  and  the  Quackery  and 
other  Frauds  Prevention  Bill  of  New  Zealand. 

Among  those  present  were  principals  or  representatives  of 
Messrs.  J.  &  J.  Colman,  Ltd.,  Ashton  &  Parsons,  Ltd., 
Savory  &  Moore,  Beecham's  Pills,  J.  C.  Eno,  Ltd.,  Paris 
Medicine  Co.,  A.  J.  White,  Ltd.,  James  H.  Stedman, 
Owbridge,  Ltd.,  Kay  Bros.,  Ltd.,  J.  T.  Davenport,  Ltd., 
Condy  &  Mitchell,  Ltd.  (Messrs.  H.  T.  B.  Condy,  Mitchell, 
and  Kenning),  Thomas  Keating,  Mellin's  Food,  Ltd.,  Bates 
&  Co.  (Bates'  Salve),  J.  Gilbert  Dale,  Radik  Ve£erinary 
Remedies  Co.,  Bile  Beans,  Zambuk,  Peps,  Burton  Goldsmith 
&  Co.,  Ltd!,  and  Mr.  Bardsley  (Atkinson  &  Barker's  Pre- 
servative). Mr.  Kutnow,  Mr.  Urquhart  Fisher  (Secretary  of 
the  Manufacturers'  Association),  and  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones 
were  also  present.  The  meeting  really  discussed  the  Com- 
merce Act,  the  Pure  Food  Act  of  Victoria,  and  the  New 
Zealand  proposals  revived  by  Dr.  Mann.  The  net  result 
of  a  good  debate,  in  which  representatives  of  large  interests 
spoke  forcibly,  was  the  appointment  of  a  deputation  to 
wait  on  the  Colonial  Secretary  and  the  Agent-General, 
while  it  was  also  agreed  that  proprietary  manufactarers 
should  stop  all  advertising  to  the  Au.stralian  public  if  the 
Commonwealth  or  any  State  decides  that  the  composition 
of  any  secret  preparation  must  be  revealed.  This  proved 
effective  in  the  New  Zealand  case  eighteen  months  ago, 
and  it  is  felt  that  it  will  serve  now ;  but  whether  or  not 
manufacturers  here  are  determined  not  to  give  away  what 
they  consider  to  be  valuable  property  for  the  mere  purpose 
of  complying  with  an  Australian  demand,  and  if  the 
Australian  public  wish  to  continue  getting  the  goods  it 
must  be  on  the  same  conditions  that  other  people  buy  them. 
We  append  some  notes  on  the  discussion,  but  these  do  not 
pretend  to  do  more  than  indicate  the  course  of  the  debate. 


After  the  preliminaries,  Mr.  Umney  explained  that  a  specia) 
committee  of  the  Section  had  examined  the  Cornmorcq  Act, 
and  had  prepared  a  statement  in  regard  to  it  and  interviewed 
the  Agent-General.  The  latter  had  cabled  about  the  matter, 
and  had  received  the  reply  that  "  the  Act  will  not  be  enforcecJ 
until  it  is  fully  understood."  (Laughter.)  Mr.  Umney 
suggested  that  a  deputation  should  be  appointed  to  call  upon 
the  Colonial  Secretary  and  place  the  whole  matter  before  him. 
lie  further  pointed  out  that  a  groat  upheaval  of  trade  results 
from  such  legislation,  and  that  a  revelation  of  the  composition 
of  proprietary  articles  would  be  fatal.  He  also  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  list  of  medicines  scheduled  in  the 
regulation  contains  articles  which  arc  not  scheduled  poisons, 
and  concludes  with  "  cottonseed  root,  ergot,  or  any  other 
abortifacient,"  which,  he  explained,  might  be  made  to  in- 
clude aloes  and  other  perfectly  simple  drugs.  The  most 
serious  thing  about  setting  forth  the  formula  of  anything,  say 
Beecham's  Pills,  is,  he  said,  that  when  once  this  is  done  any- 
one can  make  and  sell  the  pills  as  if  they  were  the  original. 

Mr.  Mitchell  (Condy  &  Mitchell)  said'  as  to  the  declaration 
of  the  composition  of  any  proprietary  article,  the  owner's 
safety  lies  entirely  in  secrecy ;  there  is  no  safety  in  anything 
that  is  not  kept  secret.  He  mentioned  various  cases  in  which 
the  fact  has  been  decided  (e.g.,  Condy  v.  Mitchell,  and  the 
Yorkshire  Relish  cases)  that  when  once  it  becomes  generally 
known  what  an  article  is  made  of  anyone  may  make  it  and 
sell  it.  This  is  well  known  to  some  traders,  and  was  treated 
in  the  "Lancet"  last  week,  apparently  with  the  idea  of 
encouraging  the  practice.  He  showed  that  it  would  be 
dangerous  to  comply  with  the  Australian  Government's 
demand,  and  advised  the  meeting  to  do  what  his  firm  had 
done,  viz.,  instructed  their  agents  to  write  to  all  the  news- 
papers in  which  Condy's  fluid  is  advertised  to  stop  adver- 
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tising  if  the  proposals  are  enforced.  This  was  done  in  New 
Zealand  with  success.  The  Courts  have  always  respected 
trade-secrets,  and  it  is  wrong  that  the  Australian  Government 
should  not  also  do  so.   Ho  moved : 

Having  looked  into  the  legal  decisions  with  regard  to  the 
discovery  of  trade  secrets,  the  manufacturers  present  at  this 
meeting  agree  that  it  is  impossible  for  trade-mark  owners 
and  owners  of  proprietary  articles  to  disclose  the  trade 
secrets  of  their  manufactures,  as  such  disclosures  would 
annihilate  their  property,  making  the  trade-names  of  their 
articles  publici  juris.  .  ,     ,,     ,      ,  ^      <■  xi 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  would  not  go  into  the  legal  aspects  ot  the 
proprietary-rights  question,  except  to  say  that  manufacturers 
refuse  to  disclose  secrets  to  their  legal  advisers,  and  he  thought 
such  valuable  property  should  not  be  parted  with.  He  stated 
that  the  stopping  of  advertisements  at  th©  time  of  the  New 
Zealand  move  was  done  because  the  conditions  proposed 
W;Ould  have  stopped  trade  with  New  Zealand.  Cranks 
are  at  the  bottom  of  the  trouble,  he  said,  but  there  is  a  good 
deal  of  medical  opinion  behind  it :  opinion  of  those  who  think 
that  the  whole  province  of  medicine  belongs  to  them.  As  it 
would  be  impossible  to  do  business  with  the  Colonies  on  condi- 
tions which  would  mean  ruining  the  business  of  the  whole 
world,  they  must  decline  the  Australian  conditions.  He  con- 
sidered the  means  of  prevention  excessive,  and  said  the 
P.A.T.A.  would  support  the  Chamber. 

Mr.  Urquhart  Fisher  also  spoke,  criticising  the  legislation 
on  various  points  which  showed  its  absurdity.  He  endorsed 
what  Mr.  Mitchell  had  said  about  Courts  protecting  secrets, 
and  said  it  is  extraordinary  that  the  Australian  Government 
is  opposed  to  secret  articles,  yet  gives  patents.  The  Governor 
of  the  Colonies  ought  to  have  looked  after  our  interests,  and 
he  strongly  urged  immediate  action  here,  and  moved : 

That  this  meeting  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Sub-Section 
endorses  the  action  taken  by  the  Special  Committee  relative 
to  the  Commonwealth  Commerce  (Trade  Descriptions)  Act, 
and  approves  of  the  general  objections  to  the  special  regula- 
tions in  regard  to  medicines  containing  drugs  and  medicines 
as  set  forth  in  the  memorandum  drawn  up  by  the  Special 
Committee  of  the  Chamber. 

Some  conversation  at  this  point  ensued  between  Mr.  Daven- 
port and  Mr.  Kenning,  of  Condy  &  Mitchell's,  in  regard  to  a 
statement  in  a  circular  issued  by  the  latter,  as  to  the  composi- 
tion being  required.  Mr.  Davenport  has  cabled  information 
that  it  is  sufficient  to  mention  all  poisons  on  the  labels. 

Mr.  Kutnow  then,  in  a  few  crisp  sentences,  gave  some 
straight  advice:  Stop  advertising  in  these  colonies  at  once 
when  the  conditions  are  such  as  to  preclude  business  on 
straight  lines.  He  mentioned  the  U.S.A.  Pure  Food  Act  and 
regulations  in  other  countries  which  he  has  tackled,  and  said 
he  would  give  the  Chamber  his  experience  some  other  day. 
"  I  don't  care  a  bit  about  th©  Colonies,"  was  Mr.  Kutnow's 
penultimate  remark,  the  last  being  that  he  had  an  appoint- 
ment elsewhere. 

The  next  speech  was  equally  forcible,  but  a  trifle  longer,  and 
was  from  Mr.  Glover  (Beecham's  Pills),  who  said  that  in 
Australia,  in  spite  of  much  talk  about  kith  and  kin,  they  had 
a  cry  "Australia  for  the  Australians,"  which  now  seemed  to 
have  developed  into  "Australia  for  Australian  doctors";  in 
fact,  the  doctors  were  trying  to  form  a  doctors'  trust. 
(Laughter.)  On  the  Australian  market  there  are,  no  doubt, 
frauds  and  discreditabl©  articles,  and  if  the  doctors  honestly 
wish  to  deal  with  these  it  would  be  easy  for  them  to  do  so 
separately.  But  they  want  to  put  all  proprietary  articles 
together.  British  proprietors  must  absolutely  refuse  to  be 
classed  with  these  objectionable  businesses.  On  behalf  of 
his  firm  he  objected  strongly  to  the  suggestion  that  formulae 
should  be  given  to  a  Board.  The  authorities  had  no  right 
to  call  for  them,  and  it  has  b©en  seen  in  the  past  the  official 
secrets  not  infrequently  leak  out.  He  thought  the  way  out  of 
the  difficulty  would  be  for  the  authorities  to  give  proprietors 
a  list  of  the  substances  objected  to,  and  ask  if  their  articles 
contained  them.  It  is  now  a  fight  for  life  by  proprietors,  and 
he  thought  the  Proprietary  Articles  Section  of  the  Chamber 
ought  to  be  permanent,  for  proprietors  can  always  meet  there 
on  common  ground. 

Mr.  Kenning  then  read  Section  16  of  the  Commerce  Act,  to 
show  that  trade  secrets  are  protected  thereby,  and  said  the 
trouble  is  chiefly  with  the  Food  Act.  As  to  New  Zealand,  Mr. 
Hornsby's  Bill  was  abandoned  on  the  second  reading  on 
promise  of  a  Government  Bill,  which  is  now  probably  before 
the  New  Zealand  Parliament.  A  similar  Bill  is  prolaable  in 
•the  Australian  CommonweaUh. 

Mr.  Thomas  Keating's  representative  said  that  secrecy  is 
t:he  only  protection  to  proprietors,  and  must  be  maintained. 
It  is  open  to  the  authorities  to  ask  the  names  of  ingredients 
■and  to  make  analyses. 

The  Chairman  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  decided  opposi- 
tion of  the  majority  he  would  withdraw  th©  committee's  re- 
<?omm€ndation  to  submit  formulse  to  a  Board.  It  was  quite 
apparent  to  him  that  even  that  is  a  serious  menace  to  property. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  thought  that  the  meeting  failed  to  realise 
that  they  were  dealing  with  three  separate  matters — th©  Com- 


merce Act  regulations,  the  Pure  Food  Bill  of  Victoria,  and 
the  suggested  New  Zealand  regulations.  They  would  not 
have  sufficiently  definite  grounds  of  complaint  to  go  to  th© 
Colonial  Secretary  with,  and  he  suggested  that  it  was  a  matter 
for  a  small  committee  to  go  into. 

This  gave  rise  to  a  general  conversation,  in  the  course  of 
which  matters  became  clear,  and  the  motions  were  put  to  the 
meeting  and  passed  unanimously,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  being  asked 
to  join  the  deputation  to  the  Colonial  Secretary.

Java  Quinine. 

A  question  was  recently  asked  in  the  Second  Chamber  of 
the  Dutch  Parliament  as  to  whether  a  proposal  might  shortly 
be  €xpect«-d  for  the  transfer  of  the  Bandong  quinine-factory 
to  the  State.  This  has  caused  some  surprise,  says  the  Dutch 
correspondent  of  the  "London  and  China  Telegraph,"  be- 
cause the  factory  is  not  one  wliich  buys  cinchona  and  sells  the 
quinine  prepared  from  it  on  its  own  account,  but  is  merely  a 
factory  working  for  a  profit,  receiving  either  from  the  Govern- 
ment or  private  planters  a  certain  number  of  guilders  per 
kilo,  for  the  quinine  prepared  from  the  bark  without  having 
anything'  to  do  with  the  sale.  Several  planters  who  formerly 
sent  their  bark  to  the  factory  have  now  given  up  this  system, 
and  the  shares  consequently  fell  considerably.  However,  the 
Government  negotiated  a  contract  to  give  a  certain  quantity 
of  bark  to  the  factory  for  several  years,  out  of  which 
20,000  kilos,  quinine  had  to  be  prepared  annually.  This 
caused  an  enormous  advance  in  the  shares ;  but,  not  content 
with  this,  the  intention  now  seems  to  be  to  sell  the  underaking 
to  the  State.  Doubt  is  expressed  on  several  sides  as  to  whether 
this  measure  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  Government, 
considering  that  there  are  two  quinine-factories  in  Holland 
with  a  great  productive  capacity,  and  which  are  able  to  work 
at  a  much  lower  cost  than  the  Bandong  factory. 

Madras  Government  Cinchona. 

The  director's  report  on  the  working  of  the  Madras  Cin- 
chona Department  during  1905-6  states  that  the  improvement 
of  the  old  plantations  by  intensive  cultivation  and  by  restock- 
ing them  with  carefully  selected  plants  was  energetically 
pursued  during  the  year,  and  the  condition  of  the  replanted 
plots  is  satisfactory.  The  quantity  of  bark  harvested  in  all 
the  plantations  was  considerably  in  excess  of  the  normal  yield, 
but  this  was  owing  chiefly  to  the  clearance  of  plots  for  re- 
planting. The  Government  have  recently  called  for  a  report 
on  the  general  question  of  increasing  the  stock  of  Govern- 
ment quinine.  The  outturn  of  quinuie  from  563,000  lb.  of 
bark  worked  up  in  the  factory  was  16,328  lb.,  compared  with 
a  yield  of  12,920  lb.  of  quinine  from  504,000  lb.  of  bark  in  the 
previous  year.  The  bark  purchased  from  private  growers 
yielded  3.2  per  cent,  of  quinine,  compared  with  a  yield  of 
2.5  per  cent,  in  1904-5;  while  the  estate  bark  yielded  much  the 
same  as  in  the  preceding  year.  Owing  to  the  fall  in  the 
pric©  of  purchasecl  bark  the  total  cost  per  lb.  of  manufac- 
tured quinine  fell  from  Rs.  11-3-10  to  Rs.  10-1-5  (say, 
13s.  4f7.  per  lb.,  or  lOd.  per  oz.).  As  the  average  price  of 
Howards'  quinine  in  1905  was  Rs.  12-6-0  per  lb.,  it  is  evident, 
the  director  states,  that  the  supply  made  from  the  factory 
effected  a  substantial  economy  on  the  cost  which  would  have 
been  incurred  had  quinine  been  purchased  in  the  open  market. 
The  quantity  of  quinine  issued  during  the  year  exceeded  the 
issues  of  the  previous  year  by  3.5  per  cent.  The  issues  of 
febrifuge  decreased,  owing  to  smaller  sales  to  the  Bombay 
Medical  Stores.  The  stocks  of  this  alkaloid  are  large,  and 
the  director  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  quantity 
disposed  of  annually  is  small.  Though  the  price  at  which 
quinine  was  sold  to  medical  depots  and  to  native  States  was 
reduced  during  the  year,  the  financial  results  continued  to  bs 
satisfactory,  the  total  gross  receipts  being  equivalent  to 
16,084^.,  or  a  net  profit  of  3,894;. 

Cape  Berry-wax  and  Sumach. 

The  office  of  the  Chief  Conservator  of  Forests  of  Cape 
Colony,  in  reply  to  a  correspondent,  writes  that  "The  wax- 
berry  (Myrica  cordtfolia,  Linn.)  grows  abundantly  on  the 
Cape  Flats,  where  it  has  been  extensively  used  in  sand-fixing 
operations.  A  considerable  quantity  of  the  berries  is  gathered 
annually  by  coloured  pickers,  melted  down,  and  the  wax  dis- 
posed of  at  Zd.  per  lb.  Steps  have  already  been  taken  by  the 
Agricultural  Department  to  endeavour  to  establish  an  export 
trade  for  berry-wax.  The  sumach,  or  '  bla  bas,'  or  '  Pruim- 
bast,'  is  a  shrub  {Osyris  compressa)  growing  to  a  height  of 
4  to  5  ft.  The  wood  is  said  to  be  suitable  for  turners'  work, 
and  the  bark  has  a  percentage  of  tannin,  much  lower  than 
wattle-barks,  however.  Experiments  have  been  made  in  the 
Western  Forest  Conservancy  to  cultivate  this  plant,  but  with 
indifferent  success."

The  Position  Now. 
Sir, — The  Pharmacy  Bill  "  dropped  "  ;  the  Poisons  Bill 
to  be  "  killed  "  as  the  result  of  the  iniquitous  amendment 
by  Lord  Ebury  and  others  ;  the  very  title  itself — the  only 
remaining  asset  left — to  be  surrendered  to  the  enemy ; 
15,000  to  20,000  chemists,  their  wives  and  families,  threat- 
ened with  extinction;  and  Boots,  Ltd.,  to  be  in  supreme 
command.  What  a  glorious  position  for  the  chemist  to-day  ! 
With  continued  discouragement  from  members  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  with  snubs,  rebukes,  and  insults  heaped  upon 
us  by  the  Privy  Council,  we  are  staggered  for  the  moment ; 
and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain — are  its 
days  numbered  ?  If  the  two  Bills  are  to  be  shelved  and  we 
have  to  rely  upon  the  introduction  of  a  new  one  at  some 
i-emote  future,  with  the  usual  chances  of  its  discussion  in 
Parliament,  I  say  emphatically,  Yes.  Mr.  Wells,  the 
author,  says  :  "  Parliament  yields  nothing  except  to  ag- 
gressive agitation."  Why  not,  then,  if  it  becomes  neces- 
sary, all  muster  and  march  to  Westminster  and  demand 
justice  at  the  threshold  of  the  House  of  Commons,  rather 
than  surrender  everything,  even  at  the  risk  of  a  visit  to 
Holloway  ?

only  our  just  claims,  but  also  the  inevitable  consequences 
of  the  proportionately  declining  register  of  chemists  and  the 
creation  of  a  horde  of  incompetent  persons  instead  ?

Sia,— I  smile  when  I  read  in  the  current  C.  tC-  D.  that 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  to  be  reintroduced  next 
Session.  I  smile  sadly,  because  if  it  does  come  up  for  dis- 
cussion again  it  will  pass  as  it  left  the  Lords,  or,  if  amended. 
It  will  only  enact  for  our  benefit  that  one  of  the  directors 
of  a  company  trading  as  chemists  shall  be  qualified.  What 
good  will  this  do?  We  all  know  how  the  companies  will 
get  round  (hat  microscopic  difficulty.  And  what  of  ■  ur 
esteemed  and  talented  Mr.  Winfrey"'s  Pharmacv  Bill  ?  Is 
it  lying  in  state,  like  all  the  other  "  private  "  Bills,  waiting 
for  a  decent  funeral  ?  I  fear  so.  We  must  not  go  to  the 
House  of  Commons  to  ses  a  private  member's  Bill  dis- 
cussed. The  British  Museum  is  the  place  to  see  it — in  a 
glass  case,  labelled  : 

A  private  member's  Bill.    Tliis  form  of  legislation  was 

once  in  voguo  in  obsolete  and  unprogrcsslve  Parliaments. 

It  is  now,  like  the  dodo,  extinct. 

And  our  follow-my-leader  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Alas  ! 
for  its  grievous  alienation  from  the  trade.  Alas  !  for  its  utter 
powerlessness  to  retard  the  wheel  of  the  Juggernaut  (;ar  of 
unjust  competition.  I  can  see  no  relief  from  the  competition 
from  which  we  suffer,  except  in  some  form  of  combination 
and  knitting  ourselves  into  one  strong  trading  body.  I 
would  like  to  see  the  way  in  which  such  a  union  would 
work.  Who  will  rise  up  in  our  ranks  and  give  us  a  defined 
working  scheme  upon  which  a  trade  union  could  be  built  ? 
I  am  ready  with  my  subscription  and  co-operation,  but  I 
await  a  manifesto.    We  have  already  a  union  more  or  less 


complete  in  our  various  associations,  but  I  see  no  scheme 
propounded  there;  nay,  I  see  not  even  a  mention  of  such 
a  revolutionary  movement  on  their  parts.  I  see  the  meet- 
ing-nights filled  up  with  discussions  (among  other  things) 
on  the  merits  of  Acts  of  Parliament,  through  any  of  which 
it  has  been  said  "anyone  may  drive  a  coach-and-four  "  ! 
Is  the  desired  combination  to  be  an  offensive  or  a  defensive 
one  ?  Is  it  to  embrace  an  advertising  scheme,  or  is  it  to 
provide  the  sinews  of  war  for  bombarding  a  Parliament 
which  has  in  its  vested  interests  sufficient  legislative 
victuals  for  withstanding  a  siege  ?  An  advertising  scheme 
subscribed  to  by  every  chemist  in  the  country,  even  if  they 
subscribed  21^.  each,  would  be  as  futile  as  attempting  to 
empty  the  ocean  with  a  teaspoon,  when  w  e  consider  the  vast 
sums  at  the  disposal  of  our  commercial  enemies.  "  Man- 
chester Chemist's  "  suggestion  that  we  should  boycott  quali- 
fied chemists  (employed  by  unqualified  traders)  is  a  good 
one.  This  would  not  necessarily  be  with  a  view  to  vin- 
dictive revenge  on  the  very  worthy  men  employed  by  com- 
panies, but  rather  to  draw  them  back  into  their  proper 
channels,  and  at  the  same  time  strike  a  most  staggering 
blow  to  the  companies.  I  am  also  in  great  sympathy  with 
Mr.  Hutcheon,  who  suggests  a  powerful  support  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  by  the  whole  trade.  This  is  excel- 
lent, and  would  give  the  trade  (through  its  subscription) 
the  right  to  vote  for  the  men  who  aspire  to  be  on  the 
Council,  and  who  will  see  to  it  that  the  trade  as  a  com- 
mercial entity  must  be  considered  first  and  foremost ;  the 
balance  of  money  left  may  then  be  spent  on  research- 
laboratories,  lumps  of  radium,  and  a  journal  less  academic 
and  more  utilitarian  than  the  one  now  in  existence.  We 
could  put  that  militant  Scotsman  James  Reid,  and  men 
like  him,  into  office,  and  (if  we  could  spare  the  time  from 
our  overflowing  shops)  have  an  occasional  dinner  at  the 
Holborn  , where  we  could  drink  to  the  health  of  everybody 
who  had  helped  the  trade  into  something  more  than  a 
diminishing  exchequer  caused  through  unqualified  com- 
petition. All  this  we  might  do,  but  it  has  been  done  since 
I  was  born,  and  I  should  like  something  different.

Liq..  Sodae  Chlorinatae. 
Sir, — There  is  one  remark  worthy  of  note  which  was  not 
referred  to  by  Mr.  Cowley  in  his  useful  paper  on  Liquor 
Soda;  Chlorinata?,  recorded  in  your  issue  of  November  17 — • 
viz.,  that  in  the  B.P.  monograph  sodium  carbonate  is  stated 
to  be  soluble  in  two  parts  of  cold  water,  whereas  in  the 
formula  for  the  preparation  of  the  above  solution  we  are 
told  to  dissolve  24  oz.  of  the  sodium  carbonate  in  40  oz. 
of  distilled  water.  In  Attfield's  Manual  we  are  told  to  make 
this  preparation  by  triturating  the  first  solid  with  the 
water  containing  the  sodium  salt,  and  after  a  time  filtering 
as  usual.  There  is  a  curious  thing  to  be  noted  when  this 
preparation  is  made  in  small  quantities  according  to  the 
B.P.  process — viz.,  that  the  mixed  solutions  form  a  stiff 
magma  at  first,  but  on  trituration  for  a  few  minutes  the 
calcium  carbonate  becomes  quite  granular,  and  the  filtration 
can  be  proceeded  with  without  undue  trouble.  I  agree  with 
Mr.  Squire  that  this  preparation  keeps  better  than  is  gene- 
rally supposed,  provided  it  is  kept  in  a  cool  place,  in  the 
dark,  and  in  actinic  or  amber-coloured  bottles.  Grey  filter- 
papers  should  not  be  used  to  filter  this,  but  the  best  Swedish 
filter-paper  is  strongly  recomm.ended,  and  if  calico  or  linen 
be  used  they  should  invariably  be  well  washed  before  use. 
It  would  be  better  if  the  B.P.  would  say  filter  "after  the 
chlorinated  lime  has  been  triturated  with  the  w-ater."  Very 
frequently,  ow-ing  to  the  dirt  present  in  the  sodium 
carbonate,  the  solution  of  that  has  also  to  be  filtered.  What 
is  the  formula  for  calx  chlorinata  B.P.  ?  Will  Mr.  Cowley 
or  any  of  your  readers  assist  in  answering  this  question?

Manufacturing  Tinctures  in  Bond. 
Sir. — With  the  facilities  granted  to  the  licensed  com- 
pounder and  exporter  on  drawback,  the  authorities  appear 
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to  be  less  inclined  than  ever  to  grant  any  concession  for 
making  any  tinctures  or  flavouring-essences  in  a  bonded 
warehouse.  The  manufacture  of  perfumery,  including  hair- 
washes,  dentifrices,  and  essences,  is  permitted  in  bond  for 
exportation  only.  In  this  instance  the  regulations  insist 
that  the  "manufacture"  shall  be  confined  to  the  mere 
mixing  or  the  imparting  of  flavouring-ingredients  to  the 
spirits.  The  ingredients  of  the  hair-wash  or  dentifrice 
must  be  "  manufactured  "  out  of  bond.  They  can  only  be 
brought  in  when  ready  for  the  treatment  with  spirit.  It 
is  a  significant  fact  that  this  perfuming  of  spirits  is  the  only 
operation  allowed  in  bond  where  the  addition  of  flavouring- 
matter  to  spirits  is  sanctioned.  Indeed,  the  regulations 
expressly  state  that  in  the  operations  of  fining,  sweetening, 
colouring,  filtering,  or  reducing  potable  spirits  no  unusual 
materials  or  chemical  preparations  for  flavouring  or  for 
altering  the  character  of  either  wines  or  spirits  may  be  used 
in  bond.  So  far  as  the  interests  of  the  chemist,  com- 
pounder, or  exporter  of  medicines,  essences,  and  perfumed 
spirits  are  concei-ned,  the  authorities  restrict  the  manu- 
facture of  their  goods  in  bond  to  "perfumed  spirits." 
With  all  due  deference  to  the  writer  of  the  article  appearing 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  October  20,  there  is 
neither  law  nor  regulation  which  permits  the  manufacture 
of  tinctures  in  bond  or  addition  of  any  ingredients  in  the 
preparation  of  medicinal  spirits  or  flavouring-essences. 
The  authorities  have  drawn  the  line  at  "  perfumed  spirits," 
and  this  has  been  done  in  all  probability  in  the  interests 
both  of  the  revenue  and  of  the  chemist  exporting  direct  on 
drawback.  The  Spirits  Act  of  1880  confers  power  on  a  dis- 
tiller or  rectifier  to  add  "  any  sweetening  or  colouring 
matter  or  any  other  ingredient "  to  any  spirits  warehoused 
by  him  in  an  Excise  or  Customs  warehouse;  but  the  words 
"or  any  other  ingredient"  no  more  sanction  the  making 
of  tinctures  in  bond  than  they  sanction  the  addition  of  fruit- 
juice,  wine,  cocculus  indicus,  or  anything  else  not  pre- 
scribed. In  the  construction  and  effect  of  statutes,  where 
particular  words  like  "sweetening  or  colouring"  are  fol- 
lowed by  general  words — as,  for  example,  "or  any  other 
ingredient" — the  latter  apply  to  such  things  as  are  ejiisclem. 
generis  with  the  particular  words.  {Sandiman  v.  Breach 
[1827],  7  B.  and  C.  96;  and  see  Wilberforce,  p.  179  et  seq.) 
Besides  this  reading  of  the  law,  the  same  clause  in  the 
Spirit  Act — viz..  Section  69 — states  that  a  distiller  or  recti- 
fier may,  "in  accordance  with  the  prescribed  regula- 
tions," etc.  Where  are  the  regulations  that  prescribe  the 
"manufacture  of  tinctures  in  bond  as  can  be  prepared  by 
the  simple  admixture  of  the  constituted  ingredients"? 
The  regulations  are  nothing  if  not  definite.  They  pre- 
scribe certain  operations  on  potable  spirits ;  bottling  of 
any  spirits,  including  those  deposited  in  cask  on  drawback 
by  a  rectifier  or  compounder  ;  methylating  ;  and,  lastly,  the 
perfuming  of  spirits.  But  nothing  is  said  about  manufac- 
turing tinctures  in  bond.  Operations  in  bonded  warehouses 
have  been  characterised  as  "excrescences,"  involving  ad- 
ministrative expense  and  revenue  risk.  Suggestions  have 
been  made  to  extract  a  revenue  from  these  "  excrescences  " 
by  imposing  a  fee  or  duty  in  consideration  of  the  official 
control.  The  object  of  the  officials  is  to  restrict  the  growth 
of  these  "excrescences,"  otherwise  chemist-exporters 
■would  never  have  received  the  facilities  they  at  present 
enjoy.  If  any  manufacturer  wishes  to  manufacture  tinc- 
tures in  bond,  let  application  be  made  to  Somerset  House 
and  the  reply  be  published  to  the  many  readers  of  The 
Chemist  and  Deuggist,  who  will  then  be  in  a  position  to 
judge  in  this  question.

[This  letter  is  the  outcome  of  correspondence  with  the 
writer,  whose  ability  and  authority  we  respect.  It  is  a 
criticism  of  an  editorial  note  in  the  C.  &  D.,  in  which  we  de- 
scribed the 

conditions  under  which  the  manufacture  of  tinctures  and  the  like 
for  exportation  from  duty-free  spirits  in  bonded  warehouse  was 
and  is  or  will  be  controlled  should  any  manufacturer  think  of 
resorting  to  this  method  of  production. 

The  object  of  the  note  was  to  show  the  much  more  onerous 
inspection  which  applies  to  manufacture  in  bond  than  to 
export  under  drawback,  and  wo.  were  careful  to  point  out 
that,  as  regards  export  tincture  business,  the  conditions  are 
practically  obsolete.  We  do  rot  agree  with  "  Tinctures  "  that 
Section  69  does  not  cover  "  the  manufacture  of  such  tinc- 


tures in  bond  as  can  be  prepared  by  the  simple  admixture 
of  the  constituent  ingredients,"  as  stated  in  our  note.  That 
interpretation  is  in  force  in  respect  to  perfumes,  etc.,  where 
the  ingredients  added  are  neither  sweetening  nor  colouring 
matter. — Editor.] 

Advertising  Specialities. 

Sir, — It  seems  very  strange  to  me  that  the  well-known 
manufacturers  of  patent  medicines  do  not  go  in  for  a  more 
useful  style  of  advertising.  In  my  experience  of  a  large 
number  of  shops  I  have  seen  hundreds  of  expensive  show- 
cards  wasted,  as  many  chemists  will  not  display  them,  but 
simply  consign  them  to  the  lumber-room.  If  these  firms 
had  supplied  envelopes,  postcards,  or  memo,  forms  they 
would  be  used  (as  the  sample  on  which  I  am  writing  this). 
In  my  own  business  I  have  a  large  correspondence,  and 
never  waste  anything  of  this  kind ;  and  they  nearly  all  go 
into  private  houses,  and  so  are  bound  to  get  looked  at.  I 
make  a  rule  to  show  no  cards  except  P.A.T.A.  ones,  but 
would  use  anybody's  stationery.

Dirty  Chemicals. 

Sir, — On  looking  round  the  laboratory  solutions  it  is 
surprising  to  see  how  many  of  them  have  sediments,  and  as 
the  B.P.  does  not  say  that  after  preparation  these  should  be 
filtered  it  is  concluded  that  this  operation  should  not  be 
required.  Such,  however,  is  very  far  from  the  case,  as  in 
my  experience  it  is  seldom  that  a  chemical  after  solution 
does  not,  after  a  few  days,  "  deposit"  something  or  other. 
This  has  on  many  occasions  been  brought  home  to  me,  and 
lA  one  case  (sodii  arsenas)  a  piece  of  glass  was  present,  which 
was  not  detected  until  after  it  had  been  put  into  water 
previous  to  filtration.  Barium  chloride  is  a  big  offender ; 
the  microscope  shows  paper,  wood,  and  other  particles.  The 
following  also  contain  insoluble  matter  :  Magnesium  sul- 
phate, alum,  ammonium  chloride,  calcium  chloride  (oxy- 
chloride  of  iron),  ammonium  oxalate  (calcium  oxalate).  It 
behoves  all  workers  to  examine  closely  these  and  similar 
chemicals,  and  not  pass  them  into  use  until  the  insoluble 
matters  have  been  removed.  I  have  for  seme  time  past  placed 
all  chemicals  to  be  dissolved  on  Swedish  filter-papers  and 
passed  water  over  them  until  dissolved,  and  it  is  in  this 
way  that  the  "dirt"  is  discovered.  Pota,ssium  perman- 
ganate, I  am  told,  is  imported  in  wooden  barrels,  with  con- 
sequent reduction  of  some  of  it,  but  to  filter  a  permanganate 
solution  is  troublesome  :  the  method  of  strong  solution  and 
subsidence  is  best  in  this  case,  filtering  the  last  portions 
through  glass-wool,  asbestos,  or  pyroxylin.

Trade  Affiliation. 
Sir, — Why  is  it  chemists  do  not  realise  it  is  high  time 
quack  medicines  should  be  boycotted  ?  It  is  generally  ad- 
mitted that  these  nostrums  which  the  stores  have  success- 
fully used  as  a  bait  to  bluff  the  public  are  greatly  respon- 
sible for  the  deplorable  condition  of  pharmacy  to-day.  I 
cannot  understand  why  there  are  chemists  who  are  always 
willing  to  compromise  the  reputation  and  business  prospects 
of  the  whole  body  of  pharmacists  as  well  as  their  own  by. 
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wasting  time,  money,  and  energy,  and  in  many  cases  giving 
a  magnificent  window-advertisement,  in  return  for  such 
paltry  considerations  as  are  usually  offered  by  the  shrewd 
proprietors  of  these  nostrums,  who  are  fast  educating  the 
public  to  regard  the  chemist  as  a  mere  automatic  machine 
for  the  distribution  of  their  worthless  wares.  It  is  bad 
enough  to  think  it  compulsory  to  handle  these  things  at  all, 
but  to  go  out  of  one's  way  to  push  other  folk's  nostrums — 
except  a  proprietary  owned  by  a  qualified  chemist — passes 
my  comprehension.  It  may  be-up-to  date  store-systenr  of 
trading,  but  I  confess  I  cannot  see  the  good  of  it;  and,  on 
the  contrary,  I  fancy  I  can  see  danger  looming  in  the 
distance.    Why  not  boycott  before  it  is  too  late  ?

M.  Cade  (188/34)  sends  the  following  prescriptions,  with 
the  complaint  that  not  only  is  a  precipitate  formed,  but  tho 
orange  flavour  is  lost :

A  "  Shake  the  bottle  "  label  is 
necessary.

— In  England  and  Wales  yearly  tenancies 
can  only  bo  terminated  by  six  months'  notice,  to  expire  at  a 
term  corresponding  with  that  of  entry. 

Fortuity  (207/39). — There  is  no  law  restricting  in  Great 
Britain  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions  or  recipes,  not  contain- 
ing scheduled  poisons,  to  qualified  persons. 

J<!go  (210/59). — "James's  Headache-powder"  containing 
phcnacetin  gr.  viij.  and  carmine  gr.  s  will  be  liable  to  medi- 
cine-stamp duty,  but  not  if  you  omit  the  carmine. 

Scucx  (138/174). — Your  label  is  exempt  from  medicine 
stamp-duty,  seeing  that  you  make  an  adequate  disclosure  of 
the  published  formula.    Do  not  trouble  yourself  about  the 
title  :  it  is  descriptive  and  in  general  use. 

Metol.  (272/31). — You  will  need  to  get  the  express  permis- 
sion of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  sell  meat-and-malt 
wine  with  quinine  without  a  licence.  It  should  contarin 
1  grain  of  quinine  hydrochloride  in  each  oz.  See  your  local 
Inland  Revenue  supervisor  about  the  matter. 

Income  (207/73). — The  abatement  for  income-tax  purposes 
is  computed  on  the  total  income.  Thus,  if  your  trading  profits 
are  50W.  a  year,  and  you  also  derive  100^.  from  investments, 
the  abatement  allowed  is  120^.  so  that  you  will  be  taxed  on 
480^.  It  the  interest  from  investments  has  been  paid  to  you 
free  of  income-tax  you  will  not  be  required  to  pay  that  a 
second  time. 

216/14.  William. — The  title  is  not  registered  as  a  trade- 
mark, but  that  does  not  affect  the  common-law  rights  of  the 
proprietor,  and  we  should  think  that  he  would  have  little 
difficulty  in  proving  to  a  Court  that  the  title  originated  with 
him,  that  tho  public  associates  it  with  his  goods,  and  that 
anyone  else  who  uses  tho  title  must  take  particular  care  to 
distinguish  his  goods  from  those  of  the  originator  of  the  title. 
This_  is  the  common  principle  followed  by  the  Courts  in 
passing-off  actions,  but  all  the  circumstances  of  passing-off 
sales  are  taken  into  account. 

Limited  Liability  (209/64). — It  is  utterly  impossible  for  us 
to  say  what  a  landlord  may  do  when  one  of  his  lessees  converts 
his  business  into  a  limited  liability  company,  the  lessee  being 
principal  shareholder  and  managing  director  of  the  company 
formed.  The  lessee  has  no  right  to  transfer  the  lease  to  the 
company  without  tho  lessor's  sanction,  and  it  is  within  the 
latter's  power  to  refuse  to  release  the  lessee  from  tho  obliga- 
tions imposed  upon  him  by  the  agreement.  It  follows  that 
if  tho  proposed  cornpany  is  to  trade  in  the  premises  it  should 
not  be  formed  until  the  landlord  has  given  a  written  under- 
taking to  transfer  the  lease  to  the  company. 

Chemist  (212/42). — You  are  not  the  only  one  who  has 
recently  been  called  upon  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  to  pay  for  using  the  letters  "M.P.S."  after 
your  name.  The  letters  may  mean  "  Member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,"  "Member  of  the  Philharmonic  Society," 

or   any   other   P          Society.    There    was   once   a  man 

whose  cards  bore  the  inscription  "John  Smith,  M.P.," 
and  he  explained  that  ho  was  a  maker  of  pop,  not 
a  member  of  Parliament.  Section  11  of  the  1852 
Act  enables  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  recover  a 
penalty  of  5^.  from  anyone  who  unlawfully  uses  "  anv 
name,  title,  or  sign  .  .  .  implying  that  he  is  a  member  of 
tho  Society. Wo  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  the  letters 
constitute  a  title  or  sign  ;  they  are  not  a  name,  and  are  not 
mentioned  in  the  Act  or  by-laws.  The  Council  of  the  Society 
has  no  power  to  require  payment  of  arrears  of  subscriptions. 
We  do  not  know  of  any  case  in  which  the  Society  has  taken  a 
registered  chemist  into  court  for  using  the  letters. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries.

P.  J.  S.  (194/21)  asks  our  advice  as  to  an  Insect  Pest  which 
has  become  such  a  nuisance  in  the  bar  of  a  public-house  as  to 
cause  the  tenants  to  give  up  the  house.  The  whole  of  the 
paper  was  stripped  off,  the  place  stoved,  the  cracks  all  blocked 
up,  the  crevices  thoroughly  varnished,  and  tho  walls  re- 
papered  and  painted,  but  the  insects  reappeared  in  thousands 
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after  a  few  days,  the  place  at  night  being  literally  covered 
with  them.  "  P.  J.  S."  adds  that  he  has  tried  all  sorts  of 
things  without  much  advantage.  The  insects,  of  which 
samples  were  sent  us,  arc  immature  specimens  of  the  Ameri- 
can cockroach,  Pcriylaiieta  americana.  There  arc  three  varie- 
ties of  cockroaches  in  Great  Britain,  th©  other  two  being 
Peripla/icta  oricntalis  and  Ectobia  germanica.  They  all  in- 
crease very  fast  when  once  established  in  a  place.  The  re- 
medies against  the  pest  are  numerous,  but,  with  the  exception 
of  the  fumigation  methods,  are  generally  impotent,  although 
great  improvements  can  be  effected  by  perseverance.  Pyre- 
thrum  powder  blown  into  the  crevices  every  night  is  usually 
effective  in  dislodging  a  certain  number  of  cockroaches.  The ' 
-powder  does  not  kill,  but  paralyses  the  insects  so  that  they ' 
can  be  collected  and  destroyed.  Sulphur  usediin  the  same' 
way  acts  as  a  repellant.  Burning  pyrethrum  in  the  infested 
room  is  often  more  effectual  than  applying  the  powder  in  the' 
ordinary  way.  In  Germany  gunpowder  burnt  in  the  room  is 
found  obnoxious  to  the  cockroaches.  Traps  may  also  be 
tried.  These  take  the  form  of  jars  with  sticks  leading  up  to 
them,  the  jars  to  be  baited  with  stale  beer,  for  which  the 
roaches  have  a  special  fondness.  Plaster  of  Paris  mixed  with 
three  or  four  parts  of  flour  may  be  tried  as  a  poison._  Some  of 
the  powder  is  put  into  a  saucer,  and  near  by  is  placed  a  plate 
of  water.  The  vessels  should  have  sticks  to  make  it  easy  for 
the  insects  to  reach  the  bait.  The  plaster  makes  the  roaches 
thirsty;  they  drink,  and  the  result  is  to  hydrate  the  plaster, 
which  sets  and  clogs  up  the  intestines.  Flour  paste  contain- 
ing 1  to  2  per  cent,  of  phosphorus  also  acts  as  a  poison  and 
repellant.  The  most  effective  means  of  ridding  premises  of 
cockroaches  is  fumigation  with  carbon  bisulphide  or  hydro- 
cyanic acid.  Both  have  the  disadvantage  that  the  fumiga- 
tion cannot  be  entrusted  to  people  who  do  not  appreciate  the 
danger  of  carelessness.  With  carbon  bisulphide  there  is  risk 
of  explosion,  and  with  hydrocyanic  acid  of  poisoning  if  the 
room  is  entered  when  full  of  the  gas.  The  last-named  method 
is  absolutely  certain  if  properly  carried  out.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  remove  the  furniture  unless  in  the  case  of 
articles  of  polished  nickel  or  brass.  All  liquid  or  moist 
food  should  be  removed.  The  fire  must  be  extinguished 
and  the  cracks  round  the  windows  and  door  caulked  by 
sticking  strips  of  paper  over  the  cracks  or  stuffing  rags  into 
the  nicks.  The  windows  and  door  sTiould  be  so  arranged 
that  they  can  hs  opened  from  the  outside.  Calculate  the 
cubic  contents  of  the  room  and  allow  1  oz.  of  potassium 
cyanide  for  every  100  c.  ft.  capacity.  In  the  centre  of  the 
room  place  a  largo  earthenware  wash-bowl  containing  a 
mixture  of  1  part  of  sulphuric  acid  and  2  parts  of  water, 
the  acid  being  equal  in  quantity  to  the  cyanide.  The  cyanide 
is  broken  into  small  lumps  and  wrapped  in  thin  paper 
parcels.  When  all  is  ready  the  cyanide  is  dropped  into  the 
acid,  the  operator  at  once  running  out  of  the  room  and 
closing  the  door.  After  allowing  the  hydrocvanic  acid  to  act 
for  three  or  four  hours,  the  door  and  windows  are  opened 
from  outside  and  the  room  thoroughly  ventilated  before  being 
entered. 

B.  C.  (173/74).— Emulsifieb.— Write  to  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis 
&  Co.  for  particulars  of  the  "  Phenix  "  cmulsifier  :  it  seems  to 
answer  your  requirements  exactly,  except  that  the  container  is 
earthenware  in  place  of  tin. 

Ji.  A.  (193/35).— Stone-pheseeying.— The  "oily  liquid" 
used  for  preserving  stone  is  water-glass. 

Painter  (194/74).— Solidifying  Olive  Oil.— The  addition  of 
paraffin  wax,  spermaceti,  stearic  acid,  coco-nut  oil,  soap, 
mutton  tallow,  or  beeswax  suggests  itself  to  us,  but  as  you  do 
not  give  any  hint  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  process  we  are 
groping  in  the  dark. 

Phoenix  (196/28).— Feozen-foam  Tcilet-ceeam.— See  C. 
July  14,  p.  71. 

N.  P.  &  Co.  (Bombay)  (192/54).  AqrA  Gatjlthehi.e— This 
IS  made  by  shaking  2  dr.  of  oil  of  wintergreen  with  a  gallon  of 
hot  water,  and  when  cool  filtering  bright  through  a  paper  by 
means  of  kaolin.  It  may  also  be  made  bv  distillation  from  the 
fresh  herb,  in  which  case  20  oz.  of  the' bruised  fresh  winter- 
green  is  macerated  with  2  gals,  of  water  and  then  spirits  of 
aqua  distilled  off.  Still  another  method  is  to  clraw  a  gallon 
of  distillate  from  a  mixture  of  2  dr.  of  oil  of  wintergreen, 
5  lb.  of  sand,  and  2  gals,  of  water. 

W.  J.  B.  (188/18).— Copying-ink.— The  original  copying-ink 
devised  by  James  Watt,  the  inventor  of  the  letter-copying 
press,  in  1780  was  simply  a  good  gall  ink  with  a  high  propor- 
tion of  gum  arable.  It  was  not  till  1858  that  the  addition  of 
glycerin  to  ink  was  suggested,  the  formula  used  being — 

Glycerin    3  parts 

Purified  honey    3  parts 

Good  violet-black  ink    10  parts 

The  ink  made  as  above  is  naturally  pale  by  reason  of  the 
dilution,  and  to  get  over  the  difiBculty  20  per  cent,  of  glycerin 


was  used  in  place  of  a  like  quantity  of  water  when  manufac- 
turing the  ink.  Dr.  John  Attfield  next  suggested  evaporat- 
ing ten  volumes  of  ink  to  six  and  making  up  to  the  original 
bulk  with  glycerin,  or  manufacturing  a  double-strength  ink 
and  subsequently  adding  nearly  an  equal  volume  of  glycerin. 
It  has  since  been  suggested  to  add  deliquescent  salts,  such  as 
ammonium  nitrate,  to  the  ink  as  well  as  glycerin.  Dr. 
Attfield's  method  is  on  the  whole  the  most  satisfactory  one, 
and  it  has  stood  the  test  of  time. 

L.  n.  (192/46).— We  have  asked  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  to  send  you  particulars  of  the 
Society. 

F.  E.  B.  (196/20).— Brassing  Iron.— Iron,  perfectly  fref> 
from  grease,  plunged  into  melted  brass,  takes  up  a  sufEcienft 
quantity  of  the  metal  to  give  a  fairly  permanent  coating. 
Processes  have  been  suggested  for  the  electro-deposition  of 
brass,  but  not  much  success  has  been  attained  in  this  direc- 
tion. 

G.  D.  M.  (200/18).— Non-feeezing  Liquid.— Unless  you  tel5 
us  what  the  liquid  is  wanted  for,  your  inquiry  is  in  the  nature 
of  a  guessing  competition. 

J.  J.  H.  (199/43). — Aniline- VIOLET  Stains  can  generally  b© 
removed  by  repeated  application  of  citric-acid  solution,  th© 
acid  being  afterwards  washed  off  with  water. 

In  Doubt  (201/6). — There  are  six  formulae  for  liquid 
shampoo  in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas":  which  is  the  one 
you  have  not  succeeded  with  ? 

/.  W.  D.  (199/10).— Haik-dye.— See  C.  ct  D.,  April  7,  p.  552. 
To  make  a  black  dye  the  amount  of  pyrogallol  is  much  in- 
creased. 

J.  E.  S.  (195/59).— The  Metal-polishing  Powdeb  is  tripoli. 

A.  M.  (190/30).— (1)  Veteeinart  Casteation-ointment.— 
This  should  contain  antiseptic  and  slightly  stimulating  in- 
gredients, with  the  idea  of  preventing  septicaemia  and  pro- 
moting healing.  An  ointment  which  has  the  sanction  of  long 
usage  is  mad©  as  follows :

(2)  Wool  Test. — We  think  the  inquirer  who  requires  an  acid 
for  chemically  distinguishing  wool  and  cotton  is  referring  to 
nitric  acid.  Wool  withstands  the  acid  better  than  cotton. 
Caustic  potash  is  also  used  as  a  reagent  for  this  purpose,  cottom 
resisting  longer  than  wool.  Ammonio-sulphate  of  copper 
solution  dissolves  cotton,  but  has  no  action  on  wool.  _  The 
behaviour  of  the  fabric  on  immersion  in  picric-acid  solution  is 
also  employed  as  a  means  of  distinguishing  wool  and  cotton : 
wool  is  permanently  dyed  yellow,  but  cotton  bleaches  on 
being  washed  with  water.  (3)  Acetum  cantharidis  is  more 
active  than  the  tincture,  but  what  is  your  authority  for  placing 
the  activity  of  the  acetum  at  eight  times  that  of  the  tincture  ? 

G.  P.  (199/8).— (1)  Wo  do  not  think  the  sample  you  send 
should  b©  regarded  as  cold-cream  :  it  is  more  like  th©  frozen 
toilet-cream  for  which  a  recipe  was  given  in  the  C.  <Sb  D., 
July  14,  p.  71.  The  perfume  is  mainly  oil  of  rose-geranium. 
(2)  Easton's  Syrup. — The  following  is  a  method  of  extem- 
poraneously preparing  Easton's  syrup  which  was  published 
some  years  ago  in  th©  C.  J:  D.  : 

Quininae  phosph  gr.  viij. 

Liq.  strychn.    sss. 

Syr.  ferri  phosph.  ad    3]. 

Instead  of  using  syr.  ferri  phosph.  you  may  employ  a  liq.  pro 
syrupo.  (3)  Graph-composition. — The  proportions  of  glue  (1), 
glycerin  (4),  and  water  (2)  you  use  are  correct  according  to 
the  original  patent,  but  gelatin  took  the  place  of  the  glue. 
Th©  glue  should  be  washed  after  it  is  broken  up  to  rid  it  oJ 
dust,  and  it  need  not  be  broken  up  so  small  if  you  use  more 
water;  but  then  you  will  need  to  evaporate  the  finished 
mass  to  the  proper  bulk. 

Offa  (26/48). — Pharmacy-pots. — The  photograph  you  send  is 
of  an  English  delft  pharmacy-pot.  The  manufacture  was  in- 
troduced from  Holland,  factories  being  established  at  Lam- 
beth, Bristol,  and  Liverpool  in  the  eighteenth  century. 
Bristol  delft  has  a  glaze  of  a  distinct  blue  tint,  but  it  is  not 
quite  easy  to  enumerate  th©  points  of  Liverpool  and  Lambeth 
delft.  The  latter  is  very  much  like  real  Delft  ware,  but  th© 
glaze  is  thicker  and  scarcely  so  opaque.  The  different  tints 
of  the  paste  or  basis  of  the  ware  arc  used  as  distinguishing 
points,  the  Lambeth  paste  being  pal©  yellow.  The  pot  you 
possess  is  worth  about  10s.  The  label  "  S.  Floru.  Nymph."  is 
an  abbreviation  of  "  Syrupus  florum  nymphaeae  "  (syrup  of 
water-lily).  This  was  made  by  dissolving  sugar  in  an  aqueous 
infusion  of  fresh  petals  of  white  water-lily.  It  was  official  in 
the  Pharmacopoeias  of  the  seventeenth  century.

Finland. 

Cakes,  necklets,  and  pipes  made  of  liquorice  are  largely 
consumed  in  Finland ;  but,  although  the  British  article  is 
much  preferred,  most  of  it  is  imported  from  Germany  (says 
the  British  Vice-Consul  at  Abo).  It  should  be  put  up  in 
2-kilo.  boxes,  and  packed  twenty-five  boxes  of  one  sort  in  a 
case.  Liquorice  has  been  sent  from  the  United  Kingdom  put 
up  in  2-kilo.  boxes,  but  packed  in  any  old  case,  and  as  many 
as  seventy  boxes  of  two  or  three  different  sorts  in  one  case. 
Unless  packed  carefully  in  cases  made  especially  to  hold  a 
certain  number  of  boxes,  the  boxes,  which  are  very  frail, 
will  come  in  pieces  during  the  journey. 

Spatn. 

The  Acting  British  Consul  at  Cadiz  reports  that  a  French 
inventor  has  patented  in  Spain  a  new  process  for  the  ex- 
traction of  olive  oil,  and  has  offered  the  invention  to  a 
group  of  producers  in  the  Cadiz  district.  The  process  is 
said  to  consist  in  extracting  the  oil  by  diffusion  in  a  specially 
prepared  water  after  the  olives  have  been  crushed.  This 
is  not  to  be  confused  with  a  new  process  of  absorption, 
known  as  "  Procedimiento  Acapulco,"  which  was  patented 
this  year  in  Spain.  Further  experiments  are  to  be  made  in 
December  next  with  the  new  season's  olives,  as  initial  trials 
made  in  Carmora  fell  short  of  expectations  owing  to  only  an 
inferior  quality  of  olives  being  then  available. 

Italy. 

In  the  import  of  cameras,  lenses,  photographic  plates, 
films,  etc.,  there  is  keen  competition  with  America  and  Ger- 
many, but  principally  with  the  latter,  on  account  of  their 
cheaper  prices  and  the  facilities  they  give  as  to  credit, 
which  is  an  inducement  to  the  dealers  to  recommend 
German-made  articles.  British-made  articles  are,  however, 
in  great  demand  on  the  part  of  tourists,  and  a  good  trade 
is  carried  on.  British  camera-manufacturers  should  en- 
deavour to  meet  the  wishes  of  local  importers,  says  the 
British  Vice-Consul  at  Spezia,  as  far  as  may  be  possible, 
and  send  out  travellers  with  cheap  patterns  ;  each  apparatus 
should  be  accompanied  by  instructions  in  Italian. 

South  Italy. 

Consul-General  Neville-Rolfe  states  in  his  annual  report 
on  the  trade  of  South  Italy  that  the  export  of  olive  oil  dur- 
ing 1905  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  last  quinquennial 
period,  owing  to  the  very  poor  crop  of  1904-5.  In  the  United 
Kingdom,  to  which  a  large  portion  of  the  yield  was  ex- 
ported, there  was  considerable  competition  from  Spanish 
and  other  oils  in  the  British  markets.  Spain,  however, 
was  the  chief  competitor.  Russia,  usually  an  important 
customer,  was  only  good  for  a  very  small  amount.  The  oil- 
trade  in  Italy  has  long  been  clamouring  for  more  protection 
to  keep  the  inferior  classes  of  oil  from  other  nations  from 
swamping  the  local  demands  for  Italian  oil.  Protection 
would  naturally  keep  up  prices  in  Italy,  and  as  the  olive  is 
cultivated  more  or  less  over  tho  whole  country,  the  tax  is 
a  very  popular  one. 

CallaO. 

Some  excellent  suggestions  have  been  made  by  the 
American  Consul  at  Callao  for  the  extension  of  the  export 
trade  to  Spanish  America,  suggestions  which  might  with 
advantage  be  taken  into  consideration  by  British  exporters. 
The  Consul  says  that  he  is  in  receipt,  week  by  week  and 
mail  by  mail,  of  requests  from  manufacturers  and  merchants 
in  the  United  States,  varying  from  a  polite  invitation  to 
address  and  post  to  people  in  Peru  circulars  enclosed  by  the 
writers,  or  an  equally  courteous  demand  that  he  should 
"  hand  this  letter  and  price-list  to  someone  interested,"  to  an 
appeal  for  "  lists  of  all  exporters  and  importers  of  the 
country,  with  a  few  remarks  as  to  their  business  standing." 
The  American  Consul  is  not  singular  in  this  respect,  as  his 
experience  is  undoubtedly  that  of  his  British  confreres  in 
Spanish  America.  It  seems  needless  to  expatiate  on  the 
futility  of  such  methods.  Some  years'  experience,  and  more 
or  less  contact  with  trade  in  Spanish-Ainerican  countries, 
has  led  the  Consul  to  believe  that  the  advertising  of  goods, 
wherever  it  is  successfully  carried  on,  has  been  accom- 
plished by  the  gift  of  small  trinkets,  picture-cards,  booklets, 
plaques,  chromos,  and  particularly  by  illustrated  almanacs 
and  calendars,  all  highly  coloured. 


Siam. 

The  Austrian  Consul  at  Bangkok  reports  that  in  1905  the 
imports  of  drugs  and  chemicals  were  the  highest  of  any  pre- 
ceding year.  This  is  attributed  to  the  increasing  faith  of 
the  natives  in  European  medicines  and  to  the  sanitary 
improvements  which  are  being  carried  out  by  the  Govern- 
ment. The  impoi-ts  of  oil  colours,  enamel  colours,  varnishes, 
aniline  colours,  dye-powder,  etc.,  have  also  greatly  in- 
creased in  recent  years.  Artificial  indigo  has  almost  wholly 
succeeded  in  driving  out  the  natural  indigo  formerly  culti- 
vated in  the  country. 

Mexico. 

The  British  Consul  for  Mexico  in  his  annual  report  for 
1905  states  that  in  June  last  year  he  visited  the  works  of 
the  Compafiia  Industrial  Jabonera  de  la  Laguna,  Limitada, 
of  Torreon.  This  company  manufactures  soap  and  glycerin, 
and  also  utilises  re-ginned  cotton  from  the  cotton-seed 
which  is  used  locally  for  the  manufacture  of  shoddy.  The 
output  of  soap  is  estimated  at  5,000  boxes  per  month,  and 
the  glycerin-works  have  a  capacity  of  about  1,000  tons,  of 
which  10  per  cent,  is  chemically  pure  and  is  sold  locally. 
The  seed-cake  is  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom  via 
Tampico,  and  soda  ash,  silicate  of  soda,  and  caustic  soda 
are  purchased  from  the  United  Kingdom. 


flDebical  (Bleaninos. 

The  Michobe  of  Whooping-cough. 
The  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  Epitome  (October  27,  60) 
reports  that  Bordett  and  Gengon  have,  in  the  Pasteur  Insti- 
tute at  Brussels,  obtained  a  pure  culture  of  the  specific 
organism  of  whooping-cough.  It  is  found  most  abundantly 
in  the  white  secretion,  rich  in  leucocytes,  which  is  expec- 
torated, and  it  is  present  in  greatest  numbers  in  the  fifth 
day  of  the  disease;  and  they  submit  the  following  proofs 
that  it  is  the  cause  of  the  disease  : 

1.  In  undoubted  cases  of  whooping-cough  in  children  who 
have  never  suffered  from  any  previous  respiratory  affection 
the  organisms  can  be  found  ni  considerable  numbers  and 
in  an  almost  pure  state  in  the  leucocytic  secretion  expelled 
on  tho  fifth  day. 

2.  The  serum  of  children  recently  recovered  from  whoop- 
ing-cough possesses  a  marked  agglutinating  power  as 
regards  this  organism.  The  serum  of  healthy  persons,  or 
of  those  who  have  had  whooping-cough  some  years  pre- 
viously, does  not  possess  this  power  of  agglutination. 

The  results  of  the  treatment  of  pertussis  by  vaccination  or 
serotherapy  are  to  be  communicated  later. 

Treatment  of  Chilblains. 
In  the  case  of  young  children  a  new  treatment  of  chil- 
blains is  to  soak  the  hands  or  feet  for  half  an  hour  in  a 
bath  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen  1  part,  hot  water  4  parts. 
With  adults  the  peroxide  of  hydrogen  and  water  are  used 
in  equal  parts.  If  the  chilblains  are  ulcerated,  a  little 
borax_  is  added  to  the  bath.

In  serious  cases  the  inhalation  is  assisted  by  a  mixture 
containing  small  quantities  of  carbolic  acid,  sodium  bromide, 
and  tincture  of  belladonna. 

Rectal  Alimentation. 
Dr.  S.  J.  Seymour,  in  the  Bradshaw  lecture  on  this 
subject  (reported  in  the  "Lancet."  1906,  II.,  1263),  gave 
much  information  respecting  nutrient  enemata.  which  phar- 
macists interested  in  the  subject  and  manufacturers  of 
invalids'  foods  will  do  well  to  acquaint  themselves  with. 
He  first  deals  with  proteids,  showing  that  nitrogenous  foods 
are  well  absorbed  by  the  large  bowel  if  peptonised,  while 
casein  also  is  utilised,  but  not  albumen.  Fats  appear  not  to 
be  useful  as  injections,  but  grape-sugar  is.  Starch,  salts, 
and  alcohol  are  also  discussed.
